Commissioner's Report. 
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This has been a prosperous and healthful year for Minnesota in 
the Construction, Bettering, Operating and general business of its 
railways. Betterments and extensions have been marked features. 

During the year closing December 1st, 531.87 miles of railway 
hare been added, making a total of 3,749.13 miles within the 
borders of the State. 

Of the 78 counties in the State, 72 are now supplied with reason- 
able railway facilities. 

The total cost of all miles of railway operated in the State up to 
June 30th, was $149,312,631.30. 

The average cost per mile of railway operated in the State up to 
June 30th, was $43,934.12. 

The total amount given to these railways by the people of Min- 
nesota, in lands and bonds, on a cash basis, was $76,489,790. 

The average amount per mile, given to these railways by the 
people of Minnesota in lands and bonds, on a cash basis, was $23,- 
331. 

The passenger earnings of all lines in the State of Minnesota for 
the year ending June 30th, was $4,816,218.14. 

The average rate per passenger per mile in the State of Minne- 
sota was 2.90 cents. 

The average amount received from, or the earnings from each 
passenger in the State of Minnesota, was $1.13. 
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The total number of passengers carried during the year was 
9,962,393 (including whole line of Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
way). 

The freight earnings of all lines in the State of Minnesota for the 
year ending June 30th, was $13,158,697.44. 

The total number of tons of freight carried during the year was 
5,883,120. 

The express, mail and miscellaneous earnings of all lines in the 
State of Minnesota for the year ending June 30th, was $830,277.58. 

The gross earnings of all lines in the State of Minnesota for the 
year ending June 30th was $18,805,193.16. 

The total average gross earnings per mile of railway in the State 
of Minnesota was $5,642.24. 

The total operating expenses of all lines in the State of Minne- 
sota for the year ending June 30th, was $10,221,783.69. 

The total cost of operating the lines of railway in the State of 
Minnesota was $3,066.90 per mile. 

The total average percentage of operating expenses to gross 
earnings for all lines in the State for the year was 54.27. 

The total indebtedness of all roads in the State, June 30th, was 
$104,607,409.41. 

The total amount paid the State on account of taxes due from 
railways, for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1881, was $415,222.99.

COlsTTENTS OF TABLES OF ANNUAL REPORT. 

Great attention and labor have been given to the preparation of 
tables which enter into this report. Much of the information 
sought by the legislator and the inquiring citizen respecting rail- 
ways, must be conveyed in tabular form. There will be found in 
these synopses, stores of classified and condensed facts, many of 
which have not before been presented in like form to the public. 
We invite for them careful study, for they will amply repay the 
attention which may be given them. The Commissioner himself, 
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busied in their preparation, has not yet found time to comment 
upon some important facts which they develop. We mean to push 
this system of massing railway facts to a fuller development, for 
we readily see that only by synoptical and comparative methods, 
can we reach correct conclusions on the intricate questions of rail- 
way polity and economics. 

Table I. shows the number and distribution of the miles of rail- 
way built in Minnesota during the season. 

Table II. shows the total tonnage carried by the different roads, 
together with the kinds of freight transported. 

Table in. gives the total number of passengers carried by each 
and all roads, total passenger mileage, average distance trav- 
eled by each passenger, and casualties to travelers. 

Table IV. shows the earnings for freight, passenger and miscel- 
laneous, for each and all roads ; also earnings per mile, per train 
mile, and ratio of passenger to freight earnings. 

Table V. exhibits expenses of roads, in maintenance of buildings, 
maintenance of rolling stock, cost of transportation, and general ex- 
penses, also total of all these expenses, and Minnesota's proportion 
of same per mile and per train mile. 

Table VI. shows proportion of operating expenses to gross earn- 
ings on all roads. 

Table VII. presents an estimate, showing average rates per pas- 
senger per mile, for passengers carried on each road for nine years. 

Table VIII. shows average earnings on each passenger carried 
by all roads for nine years. 

Table IX. exhibits the average rate per ton, per mile, for each 
ton of freight carried on all roads, for nine years. 

Table X. shows the average earnings on each ton of freight 
carried on all roads for nine years. 

Table XL shows all expenses other than running expenses, viz : 
construction, taxes, interest on bonds, dividends on stock, sinking 
fund, and leases. 

Table XII. shows stock and debt statement, of all roads, and 
same compared with previous year. 

Table XIII. shows equipment of each kind for all roads. 

Table XIV. gives the number of employes and the character of 
service, for each and all roads. 

Table XV. shows the salaries paid for different kinds of service. 

Table XVI. shows the whole number killed or injured, whether 
passengers, employes, or others, together with the cause. 
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Table XVII. shows accidents to persons for the official year 
ending June 30th, 1882. 

Table XVIII. This is a comprehensive exhibit of all accidents 
to persons, from the year 1874 to 1882, inclusive, with causes. 

Table XIX. shows the railways in Minnesota, with termini and 
length in the State, June 30th, 1882, and a comparison with the 
previous year ; it also exhibits the lesser roads as absorbed in the 
eight larger existing corporations. 

Table XX. presents the yearly extension of railways in Minne- 
sota, giving the mileage of each year, from 1862 to the year ending 
June 30th, 1882. 

Table XXI. gives the total number, capacity, and location, of all 
elevators in the State, together with the name of the company 
operating the same. 

Table XXII. exhibits a statement of all aid voted to railways 
in Minnesota, by counties, municipalities, and towns ; also to what 
company issued and rate of interest. 

Table XXIII. presents a consolidated statement of all aid voted 
to railways. 

Table XXIV. shows the gross earnings of the several roads and 
the amount of taxes paid by each for all years, from 1864 to Jane 
30th, 1882, inclusive. 

Table XXV. shows cost of road and equipment in Minnesota, 
based on mileage. 

RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE COMMISSIONER. 

The following is a summary of the recommendations of the Com- 
missioner, all of which will be found more fully developed and 
discussed under their respective headings in the body of the 
report : 

1. The establishing of a Board of Railway Commissioners for 
the consideration of such grave questions as are, in their nature, 
too important to be left to the judgment of any one man. That 
His Excellency the Governor and Auditor of State, ex officio, 
together with the Railroad Commissioner, shall constitute, for the 
present, such commission. 

2. That any recommendation, in writing, by such commission,, 
or a majority of them, shall be deemed prima facie a fair determi- 
nation of the matter to which it relates, by the companies operating 
railway*, by the courts of the State, and any other party inter* 
ested. 
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3. That the legislature, under certain conditions, shall prescribe 
rules by which maximum rates shall be established. 

4. That Telegraph and Telephone companies be placed under 
the surveillance of the Railroad Commissioner, as in Ohio, and in 
like manner as railway companies; and that such companies be taxed 
on a basis of gross income, instead of a property valuation. 

5. That Street Gar companies be required to report all their 
business and condition, as in Massachusetts and New York, except 
as to taxes, which should be local. 

6. That Railway Sleeping Car companies, now not reporting 
and wholly untaxed, be required to report to the Commissioner, and 
to pay taxes on a basis of gross earnings. 

7. That railway companies, in the matter of furnishing cars 
to shippers, shall not favor Elevator Companies to the exclusion of 
other persons, but shall perform all their duties as Common carriers 
without discrimination. 

8. That the public convenience requires a new compilation of 
all laws relating to railways, the same to be issued under the super* 
vision of the Commissioner, the Edgerton compilation being now 
out of date. 

9. That Elevator Companies be required to report the amount 
and quality of grain, received and shipped, to this office, for statis- 
tical purposes. 

10. That all Stock yard and Transit companies be required to 
report their receipts and shipments of stock to this office, for statis- 
tical purposes. 

11. That, in general, mbre power be conferred upon the Com- 
missioner's office for the enforcement of all laws and regulations 
affecting railways. 

12. That the use of intoxicating drinks by railway employes be 
prohibited by law, as in Michigan ; this as a police regulation. 

13. That all public records touching railway matters, be hence- 
forth kept in the office of the Railroad Commissioner. 

14. That more stringent penalties be provided compelling rail- 
way companies to report to this office with greater promptness. 

15. That adequate provision be made by which this office can 
examine into, and fix responsibility for accidents resulting in per- 
sonal injury or loss of life. 

16. That railway companies shall so keep their books, as to 
correctly show the amount of business done and expenditures 
made on that portion of their lines operated in the Stake. 
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17. That the Commissioner be authorized to prepare an official 
railway map of the State, to accompany the annual report. 

18. That railway companies be required to give greater publicity 
to tariff rates ; and that no important or violent changes in rates 
shall be made without due notice to the public through the office 
of the Railroad Commissioner. 

19. That more adequate protection against snow blockades be 
provided. 

20. That certain existing provisions of law which work a hard* 
ship in trials for personal injury, be remedied. 

21. That no consolidation of railway corporations shall take 
place by authority of law, until such proposed consolidation shall 
have been submitted to, and received the approval of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners. 

22. That if " pooling " is to exist in our State, it should be regu- 
lated by law, so that local interests may not be burthened with al- 
leged losses at competitive points. 

23. That railway companies shall not have the exclusive power 
to determine the size and location of elevators or other grain ware- 
houses, and shall place no restrictions upon shippers ; and, in a 
contest between an individual and a company on this point, the 
Railway Commissioners shall decide. 

24. That such proper clerical force be authorized for this office 
as will not only enable it to transact the business now actually 
pressing, but to supply it with adequate force to reorganize the office 
upon a basis commensurate with its increasing duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

A NEW TRIBUNAL RECOMMENDED. 

Believing that some legislation will be had, enlarging the duties 
and increasing the responsibilities of the Railroad Commissioner, 
and that questions will arise for determination by this office, which 
ought not to be entrusted to the judgment of any one man, it is 
recommended that His Excellency, the Governor, and the Auditor 
of State, ex officio, together with the Railroad Commissioner, 
be created a Board of Railway Commissioners, by whom matters of 
grave importance may be considered, and to whom appeals could 
be taken under given circumstances. Such a tribunal will add 
nothing to the cost of the office, but will give more weight of au- 
thority and more general satisfaction in the disposal of grave and 
important questions. The power with which such a commission 
should be entrusted is left to the wisdom of the legislature. Should 
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the suggestion be adopted, but little of the time of the two additional 
officers need b« consumed in the duties they would be called upon to 
perform, as the details of all work<would be carried on in the Commis- 
sioner's office. In the progress of our rapidly growing railway 
system, the day will soon come when there should be a full rail- 
way commission of three persons whose time should be wholly de- 
voted to the consideration of the various questions involved in a 
service, which is so largely interwoven with every interest of the 
State. But in the meantime, to tide over the present and for the 
sake of economy, the tribunal suggested will serve to meet the 
higher responsibilities, should they be imposed upon the office. 
Important duties for this office are elsewhere recommended, based 
upon the belief that such a board will be constituted. Any recom- 
mendation, in writing, by such Commission, or a majority of them, 
should be deemed prima facie^ a fair determination of the matter to 
which it relates, by the companies operating railways, by the courts 
of the State and any other party interested. The State has eminent 
jurisdiction. She must exercise her authority, if at all, through 
some such tribunal. Experience has demonstrated that such tribu- 
nals are the most practical mode of reaching the ends sought. 

A HEW COMPILATION OF RAILWAY LAWS REQUIRED. 

The public convenience requires that there should be a new 
compilation of the railway laws of Minnesota, containing all con- 
stitutional provisions relative to railways, — all general and special 
laws relating to railways,— the charters, with their amendments, 
of the various companies having roads in operation, — all matters 
relating to railway lands, — trust deeds and foreclosures, and all 
other matters of a kindred character. Also a digest of all decisions 
of the Supreme Court relating to railways. Nothing of the kind 
has been made since 1872, when the Hon. A. J. Edgerton issued 
his excellent compilation. But ten years have worked such a 
change in all our railway laws, special and general, amendments to 
charters, names, consolidations, &c, that the compendium men- 
tioned no longer serves as a hand-book, or authority on those 
subjects. There is a very general demand for such a new compila- 
tion. It is therefore recommended that the legislature authorize 
such a work to be prepared and issued under the supervision of this 
office, with such provision for the manner of its publication as the 
wisdom of that body may direct. As to the necessity for such 
a new compilation there can be no question. 
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AN OFFICIAL RAILWAY MAP. 

It is highly desirable that an Official Railway Map of the State 
be prepared in this office and made to accompany the Annual 
Report. The cost of such a map we have ascertained would be, for 
one edition about, $300. Other states uniformly issue such maps 
with their railway reports. As official data for making such a map 
absolutely correct is only to be found in this office, it is important 
that the public should have the benefit of this information in a 
reliable form. We therefore ask that provision be made by the 
legislature for the publication of such a map. 

COLLECTION OF ALL RAILWAY DATA AND STATISTICS IN ONE OFFICE. 

That all railway data and statistics of whatever nature should 
be gathered and found in one office, is a suggestion so reasonable 
that it does not require amplification. It is therefore respectfully 
recommended that the law be so changed that all articles of rail- 
way incorporations and all records touching railway matters, 
should be filed and recordedjin the office of the Railroad Commis- 
sioner, instead, as now, in the office of the Secretary of State. It is 
in this office that all such things should properly be kept, and 
where fche public naturally expect to find them. This office alone 
has to do with such data and documents, therefore all such books 
and records should be transferred to this office. Legislative action 
is therefore respectfully asked in this regard. 

SUPERVISION OF TELEGRAPHS AND TELEPHONES. 

Whatever reasons exist for State supervision of railways, the 
same general reasons exist for the surveillance of telegraphs. The 
several telegraph companies do a large and growing business in our 
State. They collect a large revenue from our people. They are 
amenable to no authority except such as flows from the common 
law, and are generally a law unto themselves. The public have a 
large interest in all corporate bodies that undertake to serve the 
people ; they have therefore a right to know concerning the busi- 
ness of telegraph companies. It should be made the duty of such 
companies doing business in this State, to make an annual report 
to the Railroad Commissioner, as is the case in Ohio, of their offices, 
business, stocks, debts, dividends, length of lines, stations, tariffs, 
persons employed, and messages sent and received. In Ohio this 
system works well. Every business man is aware by his own ex- 
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perience that oar telegraph companies require supervisioiL They 
are careless and generally indifferent to the performance of their pub- 
lic duties. This office therefore recommends to the legislature that 
they be required to report to the Railroad Commissioner, as in the 
case of railway companies, and that reasonable penalties be at* 
tached for negligence in non-performance of their public duties. 
It is further recommended that they be required to pay taxes on 
gross income upon the principle the State has established for rail- 
ways. They now pay taxes upon an assessed valuation fixed by 
the State Board of Equalization. (Act. Nov. 22, 1881.) Under 
this system they paid $1,070 tax in 1881 on a basis of $242,500 val- 
uation, including telephones, and they pay at the rate of fourteen 
mills. Income would be a more discriminating mode of taxation 
than valuation, as it is one of those cases in which the property it- 
self bears no just relation to income. Telephones should be sub- 
ject to the same law of inspection and taxation as railways. The 
following is a list of telegraph and telephone companies doing busi- 
ness in this State, together with the assessed valuation : —

Street railroads should .also be required to report, as. in New 
York and Massachusetts, concerning their entire business, but 
should not be included in the same system of taxation. 

SLEEPING CAB COMPANIES IN RELATION TO TAXATION. 

Sleeping car companies in this State are not taxed. They do a 
large business on our roads and collect a good revenue from our 
people. No reason exists why they should not share the general 
burthea of taxation. On general principles of justice their prop- 
erty can and should be reached for this purpose. They run cars on 
all of our main lines with acknowledged profit. On the 6th day of 
April last, this office addressed a letter to the general superintend- 
ent of Pullman's Palace Car Company, asking for a detailed state- 
ment of their business in this State, which inquiry was # clearly in 
the line of the Commissioner's duty under existing laws. An answer 
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to these inquiries was politely declined on the ground that " sleep- 
ing car fares are not subject matter of legislative interference, or 
regulative by State Railroad Commissioners. 19 The existing law is 
probably not sufficient to enable the Commissioner to reach sleep- 
ing car companies, even so far as to compel them under penalty, to 
make a full report of their business, in Minnesota; and certainly it 
is not sufficient to reach them in the matter of taxes. The case is 
so clear that this office will submit to the proper committee a form 
of statute to meet the requirements of the situation, the adoption 
of which, or a similar one, is respectfully recommended. 

THE USB OF INTOXICATING DRINKS BY RAILWAY EMPLOYES. 

The use ol intoxicating drinks by railway employes should not 
only be discouraged but absolutely inhibited. Whisky destroys 
more men about railways than car coupling, broken rails or 
other like causes. Men who habitually use intoxicating drinks 
should be rooted from the service. Those who are daily and 
nightly entrusted with the lives of thousands of trusting travellers, 
should abstain from all intoxicating drinks, as a more perfect safe- 
guard for their high public duty. So great is the interest of the 
general public in the sobriety of the engineers, conductors, train- 
dispatchers, switch-tenders, and others in charge of trains, that I 
deem it of great importance that a stringent law be passed requiring 
temperance on the part of all those connected with the operation 
of our railways. The experiment has worked satisfactorily to all 
concerned in the State of Michigan. As such a statute has been 
very favorably received in that State, I ask the legislature to con- 
sider the question of its adoption here. I have ascertained that 
such a law would Be welcomed by railway men themselves, and 
rigidly enforced by managers, because sobriety will be a safeguard 
to the property of the stockholders. The proposed law being purely 
a police regulation, would unqestionably come within the purview 
of constitutional authority. 

STOCK YARD AND TRANSIT COMPANIES SHOULD BE REQUIRED TO RE- 
PORT. 

These companies are incidentally so connected with the railway 
service, that the public are entitled to full information concerning 
them. Their manner of doing business, their monthly and yearly 
receipts of all animals, the roads carrying such stock, whence the 
supplies came, their rules for doing business, the names of all offi- 
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cers and directors, and the place of doing business ; these, and all 
such like matters, are of great interest to the public in every point 
of view. It is therefore recommended that the Railroad Commis- 
sioner be instructed to furnish all such companies the proper blanks, 
and that they be required, by law, to furnish the information so re- 
quired. 

PUBLICITY OF BATES — BATES SHOULD NOT BB VIOLENTLY CHANGED 

WITHOUT DUB NOTICE. 

We believe there should be a stringent law requiring greater 
publicity in rates of freight, and that there should be at 
least thirty days' notice of important changes in rates. The pres- 
ent system is one of practical secrecy. Business interests require 
publicity, certainty and uniformity. They should not be subjected 
to the whims and caprice of anybody. Whatever the rate is t 
it should be definitely known and conspicuously posted. There 
should be no important changes in that rate until some notice had 
been given, so that business, without peril, might be accommo- 
dated to the new rate. That we have sudden fluctuations in rates, 
every business man knows. That there is any sufficient reason for 
such lack of stability we do not believe. We believe a law can be 
so framed as to meet these suggestions, which will be beneficial to 
the public and make it better for the roads themselves. 

PROTECTION AGAINST SNOW. 

In a state abounding in " treeless plains," as our own, some pro- 
tection against snow on our railways is quite a necessity. We 
have seen our lines so blockaded after blizzards, as to be impassable 
in places for weeks, so that some of our people on the frontiers 
have actually suffered and trade been impeded. A few of the roads 
have provided winter-breaks, such as snow fences, in places uniformly 
exposed to these misfortunes. It is, however, a voluntary matter. 
In the interests of humanity and business, all roads should be re- 
quired to provide a means of defense in those places uniformly so 
exposed. It is useless to say that the roads will do whatever is 
essential to their own interests. The facts are they do not always do 
so. They should fence their lines in their own interests, but they 
were strangely delinquent in this regard, and the law supplemented 
the necessity. So as to snow fences, and the planting of trees; the 
law should require it to be done, and the Commissioner authorized 
to see that it is done in places exposed to such fatality. 
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▲ HARDSHIP BT TRIALS FOB PERSONAL IK JURY. 

The attention of this office has been called to the fact that a very 
large number of cases involving personal injury in this State, on 
roads chartered in other states, are carried from our State courts to 
the United States Circuit Court. It is alleged that it works a ma- 
terial hardship to many of our citizens. Instead of having these 
cases tried in their local courts, the railways easily secure a transfer 
of the case to the United States Circuit Court, subjecting the party, 
generally poor, to the expense of going to St. Paul with his wit- 
nesses and attorneys. If a judgment of importance is given 
against the defendant the railway company carries it to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where the poor plaintiff is unable to fol- 
low it. If foreign corporations are permitted to do business in this 
State, as they should be, such cases as arise between our citizens 
and such companies ought to be tried in our State courts, if the citi- 
zen should so elect. The right to do business here could be made 
contingent upon their being required to give our citizens the right 
of our own courts. About twenty-five such cases are now pend- 
ing in the United States Circuit Court. We commend the com- 
plaint to the consideration of the legislature. For other infor- 
mation on this subject see Appendix. 

IMPORTANCE AND REQUIREMENTS 07 THE OFFICE. 

That this office may be fully equipped and the objects sought by its 
establishment may be more completely met, as the public interests 
now require, the legislature must give it a cordial support. There is 
no office connected with the State government in which the business 
interests generally have more concern, should the same be pru- 
dently and properly administered. It is not what the office has 
been, but what it may become; its great possibilities, indeed its 
manifest necessity. Experience reveals the fact that there is no one 
special function for the office. The duties of the Commissioner that 
relate to revenues, which amounted to $415,222.99 the past year, and 
are rapidly increasing, are of the highest importance. This year 
alone there was a saving to the revenue of the state of more than 
$ 16,O0C by the careful work of this office in revising the errors and 
omissions of the companies. Besides, constant attention is re- 
quired as to the effect of existing laws, their infirmities, and required 
changes to meet the results of experience, information and condi- 
tion of railway lands, as to taxation and other facts relative to

such lands, as to discriminations and all manner of abuses ; the 
hearing and remedying of complaints ; the examination into the 
cause and responsibility of accidents ; the inspection of roads and 
structures, bridges and trestles ; an examination of the books and 
accounts of the several railway companies ; the gathering and di- 
gesting railway statistics for the information of the people and the 
use of the legislature ; the cause and prevention of accidents to 
persons. These specifications indicate something of the nature 
and extent of the duties of this office. We advise further that the 
scope of the office be extended so as to include telegraphs, tele- 
phones and street railways. All these kindred objects should be 
included in one inspection, surveillance and report. The large and 
steadily growing proportions of corporate power in our midst can- 
not be left unwatched by the eye of the State. To do so would be 
an act of supreme folly. If the people of the State desire to assert 
their power as against corporate encroachment, they must use the 
instrumentality of this office to considerately effect results. To 
place this office in a condition to perform the duties here indicated, 
it must have a competent and efficient clerk, at a salary of not 
less than $1,200 per annum. The act of 1878 provides "for 
incidental expenses $200, provided that this shall be in lieu of clerk 
hire." A renewal of the original appropriation will remove the 
difficulty. A sufficient contingent fund must also be placed at the 
disposal of the Commissioner to enable him to employ an expert 
from time to time, to examine bridges, culverts, switches and rail- 
way equipment, expense in taking testimony at the scene of acci- 
dents, postage, expressage and such like items to an amount not 
less than $1,000. The business of the office is increasing, not only 
with the growth and expansion of the railway system of our State,, 
but in the frequency of complaints. These demands on the part 
of the public are increasing daily, and the ability to meet them 
must be adequately provided for by the legislature. We can see 
how an inestimable service can be rendered the public, but the 
office must be better equipped with a working force than is now 
provided by law. It is simply absurd to elect and pay a commis- 
sioner for nominal purposes. The legislature must clothe the office 
with reasonable power, clerical service and expert ability to make 
it useful and able to meet the public expectations and necessities* 
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SHALL THE STATE ESTABLISH BATES ? 

The question of establishing rates, maximum or otherwise, for 
our railways, is now under consideration by our people. The reas- 
onableness of freight tolls is one the people will always discuss; and 
what constitutes a reasonable charge for transportation service, is 
one of the most difficult and intricate of railway problems. A. 
complete analysis of all the elements of cost has been generally 
deemed essential to its solution. No one will deny that stock- 
holders should receive a fair profit on the capital they have really 
invested. If the stock, however, has been " watered," or doctored, 
the cost ought not to be measured by any such extravagant value. 
If the cost of the service should be based upon the real cost of con- 
struction and operation of the road, it would be very difficult to deter- 
mine the actual cash cost of a railway. No road is ever fully com- 
pleted. Its construction and equipment account for betterments is 
never closed. It is forever perishing and must be forever renewed. 
Such facts must be recognized. We do not tax any property on the 
basis of cost ; nor do courts so estimate property. They estimate 
property on its marketable value. One road is built extravagantly; 
another economically; shall one receive a reward for extravagance, 
and the other be punished for prudence ? Are donations such as 
lands and bonuses to be excluded from the cost ? Cost is not the 
measure of value in railway property, even among themselves. 
Nor would the market value of the stocks and bonds present a 
reliable basis. This is fluctuating and uncertain. The relations of 
railway property to the government could be better estimated 
by actual yearly appraisal, as other property. An appraisal might 
be made and all elements of present value be counted ; errors of 
judgment would be corrected yearly, so that in the end the cumu- 
lative judgment would reach equitable accuracy. Changes there- 
fore based upon appraised value would probably be more nearly 
just. If then it should be sought to fix rates based upon such a 
principle, it would better meet the demands of general justice, by 
fixing rates on an appraised value of the properties, rather than to 
figure in the mazes of original cost. The railways themselves will 
not hold, by any means, that cost is the controlling element with 
them, in regulating freights. 

A road is built, and will and must be run on such terms as it can. 
Scores of motives enter into the determination of the rates of 
freight, other than cost. Railways could hardly expect the State 
to be governed strictly by a motive which never governs them. If 
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we were to establish rates exactly on cost, in a new country with a 
sparse population, the people would be oppressed beyond their 
ability to bear; while populous and rich countries would enjoy 
cheaper freights. We may as well suggest the other more import- 
ant difficulties which are generally presented as reasons why the 
State should not endeavor to determine rates. The cost of operat- 
ing, as well as building roads, is not alike in any two cases. For 
instance, the coal consumed by the Illinois Central, or the Burling- 
ton and Cedar Rapids railways, cost them but $1.50 per ton; while 
the Omaha and other of our lines, are compelled to pay those roads 
$2.00 per ton for hauling the coal to our people for fuel; this in 
addition to original cost. Roads also, are unlike in cost of building, 
in grades, in exposure to snow blockades, and many such things. 
Some have a heavy traffic each way; others only one way; some 
have a steady business; with others it is spasmodic. 

There are so many complex and dissimilar elements entering into 
this consideration that it is argued, a tariff could not be placed 
upon any two roads, by the State, upon the same plane of justice, 
with our present lights upon the subject. And it is alleged that 
any two bodies, say Such as the Legislature and the Farmers 9 Board 
of Trade, would never agree as to what the tariff should be. This 
is said to be a crucial test, showing how differently different persons 
or bodies would estimate the elements entering into the question. 
Experience, too, it is alleged, is against state interference. This, 
however, cannot be maintained. In France the rates are wholly 
determined by the government. Those of our own states which 
abandoned the policy shortly after the Granger epoch, are returning 
to it. Maximum rates have been wholly or partially re-established 
in Ohio, Missouri, Iowa, Georgia, California, Wisconsin, Alabama, 
Kentucky, and some other states, and, according to their reports, 
the system is acceptable to the public. 

In Illinois,a step in advance was taken, and the specific system was 
adopted, and the Board of Railway Commissioners adjust the rates 
upon principles fixed by law. We append the letter of the 
Commissioners of that State in reply to our inquiry as to the results 
of its operation. It is claimed that the law works well. The con- 
trolling power of the government over rates, is by no means con- 
fined to this country. In France they cannot make any rate what- 
ever for transportation without first submitting it to a cabinet 
minister, and receiving his approval. Perhaps it would be wise to 
adopt this principle in its entirety. If the State or the general 
government had officers trained and devoted to such duties it would 
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save wild fluctuations and secure permanent and possibly equitable 
rates. 

We too have had our experience. During the years 1869 and 1870, 
many complaints were made by shippers, of the unjust charges of 
the railways. These complaints became so great, that Governor 
Austin, in his message of 1871, called attention to the subject. An 
investigation by the proper committee, resulted in a law, approved 
March 6, 1871, classifying freights and establishing rates for pas- 
senger and freight traffic. The tariff so fixed, was disregarded by 
the railways, and in 1871, an action, as a test case under the stat- 
ute, was brought by John D. Blake, of Rochester, against the 
Winona & St. Peter railroad for unjust freight charges. The Dis- 
trict Court, Judge Waterman presiding, decided the act unconstitu- 
tional. But the Supreme Court of the State reversed his decision, 
and the railroad company appealed the case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. After long delays, in 1876, a final decision 
was rendered, sustaining the right of the legislature to have con- 
trol over the railroad tariffs of that company. The act of March 
6, 1871, was repealed by section twenty-five (25) of the act ap- 
proved March 6, 1874. That was the end of the efforts of our 
legislature to control rates. The gist of the decision of our Supreme 
Court, was that the legislature had a right to regulate and control 
traffic on this road, for the reason that the State had never granted 
this road the right to charge u any specific rates of toll, nor to take 
tolls within any designated limits, nor to take reasonable tolls. 
The right conferred was simply to take tolls.' 1 The effect of the 
decision is, that where the State has not parted with any of these 
rights in a specific form, the authority exists to control and regulate 
rates of roads similarly situated as to their charters. The Supreme 
Court of the United Spates in the so called Granger cases, affirmed 
the decision of our court in the Blake case. The general tenor of 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, was, that 
railroad companies were subject to legislative control, as to their 
rates of fare and freight. There is no railroad charter in Minne- 
sota essentially different from the one whose case was decided, what- 
ever their pretensions to the contrary may be. There are other cor- 
relative decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States 
strengthening this view. 

We have then, at length, arrived at a clear understanding of the 
right and power of our State in the premises. To fix rates by legis- 
lative authority is the exercise of an extraordinary power. And 
we concede that generally it would be best for the State to interfere 
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as little as possible with the railways. As to the reasonableness of 
rates, any citizen would have redress at the common law. But 
redress is expensive in a contest with great corporations. The 
citizen therefore, where the complaint is general, looks to the State 
to fix the reasonableness of rates upon these public highways. The 
roads should first be left to the influences of public opinion, if 
they disregard the demands of public opinion, then the legislature 
should at once fix a limit to that which shall, in law, be reasonable 
for their use. It is now alleged that the railways, as a rule, do not 
respect the demands of the public as to reasonable rates, hence 
legislative authority is invoked. If it be said that the law of 1871 
was a failure, it is very proper for us to note that the conditions then 
existing for the operation of such a law, were very different from 
what they are now. The roads then were really poor, new, without 
adequate equipment, and business was very limited. Now they are 
in a substantial condition in every^respect; well built, well equip- 
ped, with a vast volume of business pressing them to their utmost 
capacity. Indeed their resources are so large that they can 
indulge in wars of rates, drawing upon their reserved funds, it 
is said, for the battle. What might have been oppressive for 
the roads in 1871, might now prove quite the reverse, the con- 
ditions being wholly changed. The business done in 1871 
bears no comparison to that of 1881. We have no exact data 
till we arrive at the year 1873, which is the year of the first 
Railroad Commissioner's report. The number of tons carried in 
1873 was 941,380 as against 5,883,120, in 1881. The gross 
receipts for 1873 were $5,706,685, 'as against $15,298,295 in 1881. 
We have sufficient data in the office to show that the tonnage is 
eight times as great now as when the law was in force, and the re- 
ceipts for freight are now about five times as great as they were in 
1871. The volume of business is an essential element in determin- 
ing the rates which ought to be charged. As shown by the above 
figures, this element would appear to have had its effect. But a 
more careful analysis shows that reductions in tariffs are chiefly re- 
ferable to other causes than the volition of the roads. This decline 
is attributable to improved methods in all railway operations, ad- 
vance in the economies of transportation, rivalries in competing 
lines and the effect of water-ways. The people of this State are 
entitled, by the logic of vQlume and railway improvements, to a fall- 
ing rate, to a greater extent than has yet been granted. Low 
freights stimulate business and increase the volume. The general 
post office has regularly reduced its letter postage on the principle 
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that the increased volume of business would compensate for the loss 
in price. Every reduction so made has abundantly verified the ex- 
pectation. 

The same principle will apply to the operation of railways. 
Indeed there is a species of analogy between these two things. The 
people expect that their postage and their transportation will be 
furnished them at as nearly cost as may be reasonable ; for that 
object they surrender the imperial right of eminent domain to those 
performing such duties. It is very difficult to tell just the influ- 
ences that have controlled railway managers in determining some 
rates which they charge. When there are no competing points* 
even the best of them are a law unto themselves. In a new terri- 
tory where they have no rivals, they generally charge "all the 
commodity will bear." In our State there is a long array of specific 
complaints, elsewhere noticed. Many of these have been filed in 
this office; others have been presented verbally. We know there- 
fore that they exist. The roads, since 1873, have had an unrestricted 
liberty. What they will do when left to themselves, is manifest* 
It is before us in the present system, and the result is the uniform 
complaint of our citizens. We believe that rates should be reason- 
able, and under like circumstances equal. The railways and the 
public will probably never agree as to what reasonable rates consist 
in. Blackstone long ago declared, that even the omnipotence of 
parliament cannot make a man a proper judge in his own cause. 
This is true of a railway company as of an individual. We can 
conceive that a legislature can so act in this matter as not to wrong 
the corporations, but rather aid them in the work of adjusting rates- 
Indeed we are not sure but such a law, properly prepared, would 
be the means of preventing the roads from sometimes devour- 
ing each other. It is idle for the roads to say that such a policy on 
the part of the State will drive away capital. The War of Bates 
recently existing among four of the great lines in this State, ha* 
done more to intimidate capital seeking.such investments than all 
the granger legislation ever had. They dare to destroy the prop- 
erty of their stockholders. Let the State dare to protect the 
defenseless stockholder. The State would insure the stockholder the 
essential element of stability in his investment. The manager often 
exhibits his disposition, unrestrained, to gamble it away. 

Constrained, therefore, by the facts as we find them under the 
unrestricted management of the roads, we feel it to be a public duty 
to recommend the legislature to pass a law establishing rules for 
maximum rates. We have approached this conclusion with regret. 
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.The State tried once and failed. Let not history repeat itself. Let us 
be cautioned by experience to consider well the step we take* 
lest we be compelled to step backwards again. We had thought to 
reduce to a minimum the necessity for legislation, by recommend- 
ing the legislature to pass a maximum law of rates, which should 
only be published and enforced after an effort had been made, upon 
full examination of all the facts, to persuade the roads to adopt 
reasonable rates; and in case of failure, the Railway Commissioners, to 
whom the examination would be entrusted, through the Executive 
of the State, might publish the law for its enforcement. But the 
principle settled in the late five million loan bill controversy, was, 
that the legislature could not delegate its power in any such man- 
ner. We desired to make it a voluntary matter with the roads, 
as far as might be. 

Another view we entertained was this, that the Railroad Com- 
missioner should be instructed by the legislature to carefully inves- 
tigate all the obtainable facts bearing upon excessive rates, both 
from the railways and the public; to have these facts properly col- 
lected and digested; let them be compared with the tariffs of other 
roads, in other states, under like circumstances; let the cost, the 
present value, the equipment, the volume of business, and the pro- 
portion of operating expenses to gross earnings, all be carefully 
considered. Let the testimony of experts and business men .be also 
taken. Then, if it should be found that any company, in any par- 
ticular ease, had tariffs deemed unreasonable, or extortionate, it 
should be made the duty of the Commissioner to present the facts 
to such company so offending, and ask that the same be remedied, 
voluntarily. Should the railways fail to remedy such unreasonable 
charges, then let such facts be presented to the next legislature, 
and ask a law compelling equitable rates. Personally, we inclined 
strongly to this plan as an initiative, for the reason that we wanted 
to apply fully the doctrine of publicity and the force of public 
opinion, as a method in Minnesota. We are not so sure yet but 
the legislature will act wisely by adopting this method. We 
indulge the belief that the railway companies of this State will re- 
spect the force of public opinion once fully brought to bear upon 
them. Let it be remembered that this office has for years been 
silent; and that the roads have had no official notification from the 
State, that there were grounds of complaint, or public displeasure. 
The time has come, however, when that policy has changed. We 
shall most assuredly present any railway company to the legisla- 
ture, for discipline, when we find, by actual facts, that they have 
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sinned against the public in any of their duties as common carriers. 
This change of policy alone, on the part of the State, might go far 
in changing the conduct of the roads. We would have the 
Commissioner aided in his judgment upon such matters by a tri- 
bunal, composed of His Excellency the Governor of the State, and 
the State Auditor. For to no one man's judgment should such 
grave questions be left. This was our second method. 

But in deference to a general demand of public opinion, which 
has reached us in various forms, and the fact that the roads 
themselves have evinced no willingness to voluntarily adjust 
rates to a reasonable standard, we have dismissed both plans. 
We believe that a law can be so framed, high enough in its maxi- 
mum character to admit of real flexibility, and so based upon 
proper elements of value and cost, that we may be able to make 
all the roads of the State wheel into line, controlled by a central 
power, prescribing general rules, constraining equity, moderation 
and stability. We would carry with it statutory prohibition of all 
such discriminations as are manifestly unjust, and which do not 
grow out of unavoidable circumstances; and also inhibit all rebates, 
or secret favors. The enacting authority should not fail to attach 
to the law such penalties as will make it a most serious inconven- 
ience to evade its provisions. 

Whether the legislature itself will fix such maximum rates, or 
leave to a commission such as we have indicated, the authority to 
determine, under such rules as may be prescribed, what shall be 
reasonable rates, it is for the wisdom of that body to determine. It 
may be truly said that there neither is, nor can be a fixed standard 
for just and reasonable rates. Certainly the fact that a railway 
company fixes a rate, is not conclusive that it is reasonable. Nor 
would it be more conclusive, if the tribunal referred to were to fix the 
rates. But the legislature may prescribe a rule whereby reasonable 
rates shall be ascertained, and when that rule is applied, it will be 
prima facie evidence that they are reasonable. Whatever mode 
the legislative authority may elect to reach the desired end, they 
will find in this office cordial co-operation and support.

CONCERNING THE CONSOLIDATION OP RAILWAY LINES. 

The recent absorption of the Omaha interest, practically at least, 
by the Northwestern system, has revived the inquiry as to the 
policy of consolidating lines of railway. A recent general act, ap- 
proved March 3d, 1881, grants general authority for that purpose, 
with restrictions to the effect that the lines so consolidated shall 
be parts of lines, which such consolidation shall make u one 
continuous main line,' 1 and parallel or competing lines shall not 
be so consolidated. To meet the question of fact as to what con- 
stitutes a parallel or competing line, there is no mode of determin- 
ing, except by resort to the courts. But the provisions of the law 
are easily evaded by one company purchasing a controlling inter- 
est in the stock of another company owning a parallel or compet- 
ing line. Such purchases cannot be prohibited, for persons may 
sell or buy such personal property as they choose. So that the 
same effect can be reached, practically, as if a consolidation had 
actually taken place legally. The roads under one ownership are 
run in one interest. This is a difficulty which no legislation can 
reach. But some restrictions as to consolidation, in and under all 
circumstances, should be provided. No consolidation of railway 
corporations under any circumstances, by law, should be authorita- 
tive until the proposed consolidation had been submittted to, and 
approved by, the Board of Railway Commissioners, who shall deter- 
mine, prima facie, whether the proposed lines are competing or 
parallel, and whether it is policy for the State to permit any con- 
solidation in a given case. This is the Massachusetts law. It is 
therefore respectfully recommended that the act of March 3d, 1881, 
be amended in this important particular. 

CONCERNING THE BUILDING OF NEW ROADS AND THE PARALLELING 

OF EXISTING LINES. 

In the multiplicity of railways, a new question presents itself 
in the general problem. It is as to the policy of giving to individ- 
uals the unlimited right of constructing railways, whether a public 
necessity exists or not. We suggest the points for the information 
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of the legislature. Massachusetts has a law requiring the approval 
of the Board of Railroad Commissioners for every new route sought 
to be established. It must be shown that the public good demands 
such a road; and in its location, on petition from citizens inter- 
ested, the board can " fix the route," — that is, the public shall be 
served in the manner of its location through towns and cities, 
rather than the arbitary will of the company building the road. 
Under the Massachusetts law, the Board of Railway Commissioners 
judge of the exigency for a road; and when a question is raised, by 
residents, as to route in particular places, the board also settle that 
on a hearing of the facts. Indeed the board is clothed with a veto 
power. It is beginning to be seriously discussed whether it is for 
the interest of the public to have as many roads built as individuals 
may choose. Our railroad law presupposes that there is an exi- 
gency for any railway, which any set of corporators can find 
money to build, no matter where, and permits them to con- 
struct it through what city or land they please, exercising the 
right of eminent domain, provided they pay the damages assessed. 
Massachusetts substitutes the power of the State for the selfish 
will of individuals in this high concern. The interests which move 
a selfish corporation to build a road, are not always those that 
consult the public advantage. As roads multiply, these new phases 
appear. In our State we have had experience upon some of these 
points already. The question of paralleling lines is a part of this 
doctrine. That two roads benefit a common territory may be taken 
as an accepted axiom; but when a third is proposed for the same 
territory, it may raise a question of doubt. All that might be 
gained by competition, may be reached by two lines, and the busi- 
ness of the country may not be able to support but two. If a third 
is built by some corporation, from selfish motives, the business, 
unable to sustain this new candidate for favor, under the system of 
"pooling" which maintains, may be tribly taxed, and the public 
compelled to give an equal support to this third road, which is in 
fact a pauper, and only appears to raise rates, instead of lessening 
the cost. Parallel lines thus mean virtual consolidation, and the 
public have more roads to support than business requires. Such 
lines are sometimes built from motives of revenge or other insuffi- 
cient reasons. Why waste capital, make railway interests insecure, 
and shake confidence in such properties? This is the larger philo- 
sophy of such conditions, and requires thoughtful consideration. 
Whether some power to restrict ought not to exist, is a question for 
the legislature carefully to examine. The paralleling of the Cannon 
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Valley Railway by the Milwaukee & St. Paul is a case in hand. 
Also the collision of interests in more than one locality between 
the Northern Pacific and Manitoba systems, and many other like 
conflicts of interest haye appeared in different parts of the State. 
The whole question is respectfully submitted for the consideration 
of the legislature as an important one, as our experience has 
proved, and the constant increase of lines will increase the import- 
ance of the subject. 

POOLING — ITS EVILS AWD BENEFITS. 

It used to be thought, that competition was the best cure for 
abuses in the carrying trade, but the railways have circumvented 
that specific rdmedy in a very artful, if not complete manner. The 
new species of combination called " pooling," disposes of competi- 
tion as a sure remedy. The far-sighted George Stephenson de- 
clared that, " when combination is possible, competition is impos- 
sible ;" that is the entire philosophy, laconically expressed. The 
natural tendency of competitive roads would be to regulate rates in 
the interests of the public. But the railways, where there are two 
or more rival lines, now generally make a secret agreement " to pool 
their issues," charge what rates they jointly see fit to, and divide 
the earnings. So the public, instead of receiving the benefit hoped 
for, have two roads to support, instead of one. The combined roads 
can put up the rates as they see fit, and the public have no remedy. 
Our laws do not attempt to prevent pooling. So great an agency 
has pooling become in railway science, that it deserves very careful 
and thoughtful consideration. There is much to be said upon both 
sides of the question. It is said that free, open competition degen- 
erates into general demoralization, and hence come wars of rates, 
also that with open competition, things are at loose ends, and a war 
of rates is at any time possible and impending. Each road intent 
upon holding its sbare of the traffic, will resort to any scheme neces- 
sary to secure it ; hence rebates, secret discriminations, etc. The 
best thing that can be said of pooling is, that it would seem to pre- 
vent rebates and secret discriminations, if the pool is honestly kept. 
But even a general pool does not prevent a war of rates. The recent 
war of rates in our State was made by breaking the pool, because a 
particular company thought it did not get its rightful share of the 
profits. So frictional and warring elements reside even in the midst 
of the pacific pool. The " pool " generally relates to territory, to 
rates, to route of traffic, to classification of freight, and to the di- 
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vision of results among the pro-rating roads. In fact this confeder- 
ation exercises all power over traffic. Their object however, must 
always be distinctly remembered by the public in philosophizing 
on the question, and that is, " what share of the competitive traffic 
are we to have?" Not how is the public to be best and most equit- 
ably served ; but how much money is a given road to get out of 
the scheme? The motive is not of the best, though its results may 
and does better some evils. It is a most serious objection to pool- 
ing that its operations are exclusively confined to competing points, 
and leaves isolated and local interests wholly at the mercy of the 
road. And the roads generally recoup any losses sustained at com- 
peting points, by levying excessive rates on local traffic. Pooling 
stimulates this evil and so works a general injustice. If all rebates 
and discriminations were absolutely prohibited, and the local traffic 
placed upon an equality with that of competitive points by law, 
pooling would meet with more favor. Still there ever remains the 
inherent difficulty in all railway confederations, — they will not im- 
plicitly trust one another. Somebody is getting cheated, and the 
first the public are aware the whole arrangement is void. Recent 
events have shaken public faith in the permanency of pooling con- 
federations, and have estopped the roads from pleading this prin- 
ciple as a sovereign specific. When a road enters the pooling con- 
federation, its independence is gone. It has no individual rights 
and can correct no evils ; it is part of a confederation, and its hands 
are tied. But one fact is apparent, that we have not, by either 
system, competition or pooling, reached a solution as to the true 
regulative principle. We are taught also that no system yet in- 
vented by the roads, can be relied upon as rendering a complete 
measure of justice to the public. The government must therefore 
combine to formulate such rules for the control of their common 
carriers, as changing conditions and the results of experience may 
suggest as best. If pooling is to exist in our State, its operations 
should be regulated by law, and the legislature should take such 
action as will bring this principle of railway confederation, within 
the operation of a regulating statute. 

We will illustrate for the legislature the principle of pooling, as 
it may not be generally understood. We will give a supposititious 
case: Suppose three roads, A, B and C, propose to pool. They 
agree on the percentages each is to have, they earn in a certain 
month as follows: A earns $6,500 ; B, $7,000 ; and C $4,500. 
Now we first eliminate from each of these, fifty per cent., for ex- 
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penses, which is about the general proportion for that purpose, and 
we have this result : 

A earns $6,500, — 50 per cent, deducted for expenses $3,250 

B •• 7,000.-50 •' " " 3,500 

C " 4,500,-SO " " " 2,250 

Total gross.. $18,000 Total net $9,000 

Now they wish to divide the net poolable earnings, on the basis 
of the percentage agreed upon in the pool. They would take $3,000 
each if they were equal. But A and B having an excess over C, 
beyond which they are entitled in the pool, must make good the 
deficiency to C, (or between themselves if it is required,) to equalize 
the proportional amount due each. As will be seen, G is short $750; 
to equalize this, A must pay G $250, and B must pay G $500; then 
each will have $3,000, being the equal division of the net earnings. 
It makes no difference that G has not earned the money, or done 
the business. It illustrates that G is comparatively a railway pau- 
per, supported largely by A and B, and all three supported by the 
public. But G's strong position is this: that he will cut the rates, 
and injure A and B if they don't take him into the pool. 

THE GENERAL RAILWAY PROBLEM. 

It is vain to hope that what is generally called the " railway 
problem" will be solved by any sudden discovery, or burst of genius. 
Such solution of the general difficulties, will only come by patient 
striving on the part of both people and railways, to meet such facts 
as experience shall clearly demonstrate to be wrongs. There will 
come, through the avenue of a hard experience, the solution of 
many a problem which now weighs heavilj upon the public. There 
will come, too, a better and safer ground for the railways them- 
selves. The railway structure is not yet half built; the corpora- 
tions and the people are still in the dark as to its future form. Out 
of the general struggle, the true science, of the conduct of railway 
service, will slowly evolve. If there still remains an impending con- 
flict between the sovereignty of the State and railway sovereignty, 
to such an issue there can be but one result. Corporate citizens, 
like other citizens, must be subject to the restraint of law. The 
people will never be at the mercy of corporations; they prefer that 
corporations should be at the mercy of the State. They mean to 
have railways and they mean to be their masters. The legal rela- 
tions between the railways and the public have been settled by the 
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highest judicial authority, therefore the question of legislative 
control is res adjudicate*. It lies now with the railways to give 
occasion for the exercise of that power by such conduct as amounts 
to an abuse of their great privileges. If they choose to invite legis- 
lation, they should receive it. The exercise of power must keep 
pace with the cunning advice of the roads, if they so presume to 
transgress. The State must deal with them as with other rebels 
against law. The avenues to injustice, under their control, are 
alwas open, therefore they must be watched and made to feel that 
the sheriff is always at the door. 

On the other hand, the authority of the State must be exercised 
with deliberate caution. That it is the high purpose of the law- 
making power to do naught but justice, is a principle which lies 
at the base of organized society. For this very reason an injustice 
by the State results in the highest injury. Popular bodies, to deal 
justly, must go slow. It is sometimes better to endure even con- 
ceded abuses for a season, than by hasty action, for a state to be 
compelled to modify and rescind ill-considered legislation. 

We have observed that men engage in the railway business, not 
from motives of philanthrophy, or charity, or any other virtue, but 
solely for the purpose of making money. Moral attributes are no 
special part of the business. They, therefore, bring to this work 
a plentiful amount of human nature. They descend to cunning 
devices to deceive the people, such as watering stock, secret con- 
tracts, making special rates, rebates, neutralizing competition by 
pooling, extortionate rates at non-competing points, mystifying 
their accounts by specious entries, and such-like evasive and unphi- 
losophical expedients, which bring them into disrepute with the 
people. 

The creation, too, of fabulous fortunes like that of Gould and 
Vanderbilt are not the results of honest labor. There must be 
some radical defects in the workings of a system which make such 
results possible. These men tax the whole harvest field of national 
industry without contributing an honest dollar to the wealth of 
the world. Such a system must be inherently wrong. It substi- 
tutes the gambler's method for plodding virtuous labor. True, we 
can accomplish nothing great in large operations but through 
associated capital. It digs our mines, enlarges our manufactures, 
provides ships upon the sea, and transports our products over the 
earth. Society owes to itself not to cripple such an agency. 
But society owes to itself also, not to be enslaved by such agen- 
cies. The law must fix bounds for its rapacity, and establish rules 
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to insure equity and justice in its operations. Not long since there 
were more than a thousand railways in the United States. But 
the strong devour the weak, and by great organized confederations 
they are rapidly passing into the hands of a few men. Our fathers 
who forbade the granting of patents of nobility and the entailment 
of primogeniture, overlooked the fact that both principles were 
contained in the power and perpetuity of the corporative system. 
Death itself is no leveller to perennial corporate existence. It goes 
on accumulating and creating its own ranks of nobility. The 
holdings get in still fewer hands, and we are threatened with auto- 
cracy itself. 

But still against this arrray of the greatest moneyed power the 
world has ever yet seen, an enlightened public opinion will assert 
its just supremacy. It will sweep away the cobwebs of the law 
and the mossy precedents of the courts and build anew the safe- 
guards of the people against the aggressions of corporate power. 

We sometimes think that the railway of the future will be one 
so based on the principle of justice that all men and all business 
interests will be treated with perfect equality; that it will really 
serve the people for a consideration based on proper elements of 
cost ; taking for its reward a reasonable interest on actual invest- 
ment, and that all of its accounts will be soygiven to the public 
that the statement will prove and defend the business. Then 
wars of rates and all manner of discriminations and immoral prac- 
tices, would disappear, and railway property become of perman- 
ent worth. Then a railroad bond would have as fixed a value in 
the market as a government security, Railway men must grasp 
this higher philosophy and build broader and better than the war- 
ing, make-shift expedients which now tax the brains of the coun- 
try's ablest men. The public must coerce a tendency in this gen- 
eral direction. We must strive for railway betterments, as we bat- 
tle for other improvements in political or social life. Let us do 
this firmly, thoughtfully, persistently, discreetly, and we will yet 
subordinate the railways to their true position as the common car- 
riers of the great public, whom alone they were created to serve, 
and at the same time give the real stockholders a safe, a prudent, 
and a well-guarded investment. 

DOOTRDTE OF QEOSS EARNINGS. 

The following letter, which was the result of a controversy with 
the officers of the Northern Pacific railroad company concerning 
the taxes upon its gross earnings on the leased line of the St. Paul, 
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Minneapolis and Manitoba railway, expresses so fully the views of 
this office on the question of what properly constitutes gross earn- 
ings, that it is reproduced here for information and preservation. 
It is believed that it comprises the essential doctrine of "gross 
earnings" as expounded by the courts of the country, and such as 
should be maintained on this subject by the State : / 

St. Paul, March 1. 
M. P. Martin, Esq., Auditor Northern Pacific Railroad Company: 

This office has had under consideration the special report of the gross earnings 
of the Northern Pacific railroad company, on the leased line of the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba, from Sauk Rapids to St. Paul. It appears therein 
that by advice of counsel, your company ''declines" to pay tax upon such gross 
earnings, "for the reason that it is not the owner or lessee of the railway on 
which said earnings accrued/ 1 

Endless confusion would ensue if the State entered into all the minor consid- 
erations of leases, rentals, rebates, etc., as between roads. The State has only 
to do with "gross earnings 11 of whatever form or nature. The legislative 
authority has established, and your company has accepted, the mode and rule of 
measuring these taxes. In this return there are gross earnings of $415,567.68 
so rendered to this office under oath, as earned by your company. As these 
earnings cannot hope to escape taxation, who is liable for the tax? By the 
terms of your " agreement " with the Manitoba line, your company receives and 
enjoys these earnings, and therefore should pay the tax. We find by reference 
to this " agreement 11 of your company with the Manitoba company, bearing 
date August 1, 1S79. that your company is, as a matter of fact, the lessee of that 
portion of the Manitoba system on which these said earnings accrued. In thai 
said " agreement " it is set down that the Northern Pacific " desires to run and 
operate through trains of ears and engines from St. Paul to Sauk Rapids, 11 and 
vice versa; and to " establish connections and a division of business which shall 
be just and equitable.' 1 This was done, as appears, " to avoid the construction 
of iateral competing lines. 11 And in said "agreement 11 it is further set forth 
that the Northern Pacific " shall henceforth have, possess and enjoy the free 
and unobstructed perpetual use, and the right to such use, in common with 11 the 
Manitoba line. For these said privileges and rights the Northern Pacific agrees 
to pay $40,000 per year in perpetuity. This state of facts, as shown by the 
articles of agreement between the two companies constitute 

THE ESSENTIAL ELEMENTS OF A LEASE. 

But whether it be a lease or not, in the judgment of this office, the State has 
nothing to do with the relations which subsist between the lessor and lessee. 
The Northern Pacific company have sworn to said gross earnings muring to 
their benefit and enjoyment, and the State, therefore, looks to that company for 
the tax. and declines to discuss the question as to who " operates n the line in 
question. To admit such a principle of evasion, would establish a precedent, 
which, pursued to its logical end, might rob the State of every dollar of its rail- 
way tax. For all any railway company would have to do would be to make 
such an "agreement with parties running trains upon their track, and there 
would then be, in your view, no one liable for taxes. We take this occasion to 
say that the " gross earnings " of a railway are held by this office to embrace all 
the gross income of any line, or company, from all sources whatever; rentals,, 
rebates, use of bridges, bonuses for business, and all appendages and appur- 
tenances of the railway proper, which produce income exclusive of its lands. 
No matter whether the road is operated by its own company, or in common 
with another or wholly by another party. All gross income of whatever 
nature, derived from the operation of a railway proper, is the subject of this tax. 
The railways of this State enjoy extraordinary privileges in exemption from 
every other form of tax by reason of this percentage on gross income. Their 
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lands are exempt until gold, and no matter what may be the dire exigencies of 
the State in increasing taxation upon the private citizen, the very constitution 
itself now exempts the railways from additional burthens in this direction, no 
difFerenre bow vast their properties and wealth. They should not therefore seek 
to evade by specious pretexts the payment of these just taxes. These views have 
received the approval of the Honorable Attorney General, and in accordance 
therewith J have this day certified the tax on these gross earnings to the Auditor 
of State. This will be $1,246.70 in addition to your other regular returns.

RELATION OF BAILWAY TAXES TO THE SUPPORT OP THE STATE 

GOVERNMENT. 

If we desire to ascertain what relation the taxes paid by railways 
bear to the support of the expenses of the State proper, we submit 
the following facts and estimates: For the year 1881, the several 
railways paid $415,222.99 in taxes. During the same year the State 
expenses proper amounted to the sum of $875,000, being in general 
terms about double the receipt from railway taxes. For the year 
1882, we have data to show that the income from railway taxation 
will be slightly in excess of $500,000. The general expenses of the 
State for the same year, with careful estimate, will be about $900,- 
000. Taking into consideration that in the above expenses for 1882, 
is now included $200,000, of which but a small amount figured in 
the calculation of 1881, the bulk of this amount being in the re- 
funded debt of the old railroad bonds, then, but for this new rail- 
way factor the relation between railway taxes and expenses would 
have been as 5 to 7; this new item, however, makes the relation as 
5 to 9. This discrepancy would disappear in four or five years 
should the railways continue to correspondingly increase their 
product of taxes, and the State not increase its expenses. 

There is also an income from special taxes on insurance com- 
panies, which in 1S81 amounted to $32,115.62, and for the current 
year is estimated at $40,000. To this should also be added the 
special tax, now, for tHe first time, derived from telegraph com- 
anies, viz.: $3,395. Taking the basis of all special taxes, the calcu- 
lation would be as 5£ to 9. It would seem from these facts that 
the time is not far distant when the State tax levy, once 3.5 mills, 
and now for 1882 reduced to 1 and 1-10 mills, will entirely disap- 
pear, provided the State expenses do not largely increase. 

The value of the Railroad Commissioner's office, were its duties 
confined solely to the careful inspection and securing of all railway 
taxes, would far more than justify its expenses. But this is but a 
fraction of its duties to the public. 
3 
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OUB RAILWAY SERVICE, PRE8EKT AND FUTURE. 

No State can flourish well under the conditions of our modern 
civilization, without adequate means of communication. We have 
now in this State 3,749.13 miles of railway. It is one linear 
mile of road to each 22.28 square miles of territory. And if 
we should consider only the southern half of the State, it would be 
about one linear mile of railway to every ten square miles of terri- 
tory. Massachusetts has one mile of railway to four square miles 
of territory. Iowa has one mile of railway to ten of territory, and 
Wisconsin 1 to 17. Kansas, which has 80,891 square miles of area, 
has one mile of railway to every 23.52 square miles of territory. 
We have 83,531 square miles of territory; therefore Kansas will 
compare with us nearer than any other state; but if we consider 
population as well as territory, we are as well served as Massachu- 
setts or any of the older states. Railway mileage is extending 
with us more rapidly than population. Whether our railway ser- 
vice is equal to our requirements, it is difficult to estimate, as we 
have no fixed standard upon which to base our calculations. Much 
of our State is uninhabited and will be for years; yet let not the 
bleak metamorphic rocks north of Lake Superior be despised. We 
have a belief that there is a wealth of minerals (iron, silver and 
copper), which will yet make a demand in that region for the ser- 
vice of railways. Already we have one in that direction initiated. 
That portion of our State which is chiefly agricultural and manu- 
facturing is being pretty rapidly supplied. 

What our railway service will ultimately be, is difficult to fore- 
shadow. Should our State be as well supplied as Massachusetts, in 
regard to its area, we would have about 20,000 miles of railway. 
Indeed the potentialities of the North West cannot be measured. 
Science, machinery, and the highest human energy, are at work in 
our area on a scale never before equalled in the history of the 
world. Such a people as are building this empire, will find 
means of transportation and communication. Our railways are 
yet but in their infancy. Railways beget railways. Dakota, and 
the territories beyond, must pass our gates to the east. We have 
no standing armies to consume our substance, as in European 
states. The accumulations of wealth will largely seek new rail- 
ways for investment. Should we increase in the ratio of the past 
eight years, in 1890 we will bave about 6,000 miles of railway. 
The elements inciting railway construction in Minnesota, are every- 
where at work. Peace and industry i our fertile lands, raanufactur- 
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ing enterprises and eligible location, together with the aspirations 
of an indomitable people, are the forces which will cover our State 
with abundant railways. 

BLEVAT0R8. 

It is no statutory part of the duties of this office, to look after 
elevators. But there are provisions of law, regulating their rela- 
tion to railways in the handling and shipping of grain, so that the 
association is a legal one, and therefore, indirectly, we have to do 
with the subject, so far as railways are concerned. Railway 
companies should have no identity of interests with the elevators. 
It is the business of railways to haul grain to market ; it is the 
business Oi elevators to handle and store it. In any wrongs which 
may exist in this system, the railways ought to be on the side of 
the people. They should not insist that elevators of a certain size or 
character, should alone ship grain ; but when the farmer can get more 
for his grain than the elevator men offer, it should be his privilege 
to ignore the elevator in shipping. While the elevator, if honestly 
handled, is a great convenience to both the farmer and the roads 
in shipping, yet if it is the only means authorized by the roads, they 
have at once established a monopoly. This conclusion is inevitable. 
We would therefore favor the extension of side tracks, and the free 
and unrestricted privilege granted to any person to erect a grain 
house, on such track, subject only to reasonable restrictions as to 
fire, and provision for speedy shipment. Any other principle in- 
volves the creation of a monopoly. The railways are created prim- 
arily for the public, and each individual has a right to claim equal 
privileges in the matter of shipment. The control and shipment of 
wheat should not be left in the hands of a few men, and competition 
stamped out by arbitrary rules. Let any person so desiring to en- 
gage in the shipment of grain, apply to the railway company for 
the privilege of erecting a grain house, and if refused, let him ap- 
peal to this office, and if the Board of Railway Commissioners, on a 
hearing of all the facts, shall determine his application to be a rea- 
sonable one, let the railway company be required to give him a lo- 
cation. This is the way such things are done in Massachusetts. 
No scheme ought to be tolerated by the State, which drives out the 
independent buyer and prevents competition. We admit that 
larger elevators are a convenience to both the public and the rail- 
ways ; and that it would appear that a party building one should 
have some protection for his money invested. But in point of 
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principle he has no more right to such special protection, than any 
other person engaged in any other business. Merchants or shoe- 
makers, receive no such protection. Have elevator men rights su- 
perior to those of other avocations ? They put their money into a pro- 
ject and take the chances on the investment as other men do, subject 
to the natural laws of competition. We cannot, on any ground 
which the State can approve, adopt a restrictive method of handling 
and shipping grain. If this results in an inconvenience to the 
roads, the answer is, that is what they are paid for ; to serve the 
public as common carriers, with such inconveniences as are at- 
tached to that business, is a part of the functions for which they 
are duly rewarded. Let us have free rivalry in this, as in other 
business, and no unjust restrictions. For the information of the 
legislature, this office has prepared a list of all elevators in the 
State, showing their location, capacity and proprietorship. We be- 
lieve that it would be well for the legislative authority to provide, 
that elevator companies and proprietors, be required to keep ac- 
curate statistics of the grain they handle, its grades, when shipped > 
etc., upon blanks to be furnished by this office, so the State may be 
accurately informed upon the subject. This is done in Illinois and 
gives satisfaction to the people. Such statistics would be of great 
value in furnishing an inside view of their operations, and give the 
public actual figures of wheat handled. 

The inspection and grading of grain is something which does 
not come within the sphere of our legitimate duties. 

We have taken great pains to ascertain the storage capacity for 
grain in the State, which shows, as will be seen by table number 
XXI, the total storage capacity to be 13,080,000, distributed on the 
several lines of railway as follows: 

Northern Pacific 3,749,000 

Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha 323,000 

Minneapolis & St. Louis 585,000 

Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 1,050,000 

Chicago & Northwestern 3,485,000 

St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 3,888,000 

COST OF OUR RAILWAYS TO THE STATE. IN LANDS AND BONDS, 

EQUIVALENT TO CASH. 

An inquiry into the cost of our railways to the people of the 
State, is instructive as showing what amount they have given as 
contributions to the building of our lines; which creates a species 
of right, aside from other general interests in them as common car- 
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riers. The State has contributed a much larger amount than is 
generally supposed. The congressional grants are 12,151,527 acres. 
In addition there has been granted by legislative authority 1,811,- 
750 acres of swamp lauds, making a grand total, in lands, of 13,- 
963,277, or 4,259 acres for every mile of railway in the State at the 
close of last year. By computing these lands at an average value, 
as shown by the official reports of sales, at five dollars per acre, we 
have $21,295 per mile as a grant in lands. This office, by circulars 
sent to the county auditors, has ascertained that the State has given 
in aid of railways in municipal, county and township bonds $2,420,- 
405. To this amount we must now add the final result of the five 
million loan bill, amounting to $4,253,000, making a total in cash 
bonds of $6,673,405, or an equivalent in cash of $2,035 per mile. 
This, with the lands, gives us a grand total of gifts, amounting to 
$76,489,790 or $23,331 for each and every mile of railway in the 
State, December 31, 1881. These royal contributions are sufficient, 
with economy, to have built some of the lines. They represent the 
large property interest the people of the State have in our railways. 
It is another form of demonstration that our railways are a quasi 
public property, 

OUR PASSENGER AND FREIGHT TARIFFS CONSIDERED. 

The question of passenger tariffs is one of profound interest to 
the great traveling public. The American people are a traveling 
people. They expect and should receive the lowest tariff the situa- 
tion will justify. On Minnesota roads and those out of the State 
forming a part of our systems the average earning on each passen- 
ger was $1.13, and the average earning per mile on each passenger 
was .0290 cts. compared with other lines in other states similarly 
situated, or nearly so, show that tariffs on our lines are high. 

Decending to particulars, we find as shown in tables VII,-VIII. 
that the Northern Pacific has the highest average rate per mile. 
The Manitoba stands next in order, while the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis shows the lowest. These general facts are susceptible of 
some explanations which tend to modify the conclusions 
to which they seem to point. The amount of through fares 
in proportion to the local fares has a large influence in deter- 
mining the average rate. Such facts must be carefully considered 
lest an injustice be done some roads. It will be observed that all 
our roads show a regular reduction of rates through a series of 
years. Our tables include ten years. 
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It will be seen, for instance, that the Omaha system, which in 
1873 averaged .0421 cts. per passenger per mile, has been reduced 
through succeeding years to .0243 cts. in 1881. The Manitoba 
system (old St. Paul & Pacific) is reduced from .0432 cts. in 1873 to 
.0323 cts. in 1881. 

The highest tariff is on the Northern Pacific which, while it re- 
duced its local tariffs December 1st, 1882 from 5 and 4£ to 4 cts. 
per mile, still retains 5 cenijs per mile from Brainerd east to Du- 
luth. The Manitoba lines maintain a local tariff of about 4 cents 
within the State, and local tariffs on other lines are about the 
same. 

It is to be noted that all our lines favor the home traveling pub- 
lic with reduced rates by means of milage or round trip local tickets. 
It is well to study our tables carefully for a thorough understanding 
of this whole question. 

The average passenger tariff of the Northern Pacific Railway 
(.0391 cents per mile); that of the St. Paul & Duluth Railway (.0353); 
the Manitoba system (.0323 cents), are all so manifestly high that 
no sufficient reason exists, in the judgment of the Commissioner, 
nor has any adequate reason been presented by the railway com- 
panies, why a reduction in passenger tariffs might not be made. 
This office has so informed the companies interested and has asked 
them to make such reduction as will be reasonable and just. 

Freight tariffs are of vital interest to the whole business com- 
munity. We present such tables on the subject as make a 
revelation of all facts essential to be known for just comparisons. 
Tables IX. and X. present the general facts. It will be seen that 
the Manitoba and the Northern Pacific lead the other roads in the 
average rate per ton per mil 3. These tables show that their rates, 
in comparison with those of other roads in other states, are not 
merely high, but very high. Taking all the facts into considera- 
tion, we know of no reason why these rates should not be greatly 
modified. Even conceding that the cost of operating these remote 
northern lines is greater than that of those in lower and more 
favorable latitudes, the cost of fuel, maintenance of roadway and 
track being in excess of those of other roads similarly situated ; 
yet, notwithstanding all these additional elements of expense, the 
facts do not, in our judgment, justify the high rates which the 
tables develop. 

Let it be remembered that these figures are upon a basis which 
includes all rebates, commissions, and all deductions made from 
published rates. 
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The increase in the volume of business, both East and West, is so 
great on these and all of our railways, that a decreased rate per ton 
per mile, can be made upon the principle of the relation of volume 
to rates. In connection with this the decreased cost of operating 
expenses on account of all manner of improved methods as well as 
improved equipment, presents still stronger reasons why rates 
should be reduced. 

In all justice to the railways it should be noted that they have 
regularly reduced rates on freights, considered through a series of 
years, to an extent which is truly remarkable, yet it must be con- 
fessed that these reductions, when not compelled by competition, 
have hardly kept pace with the improvement in methods and the 
increased volume of traffic. 

Tables IX and X will clearly illustrate the reductions here men- 
tioned ; as in the case of the Chicago and Northwestern from 
2 34-100 cts. per ton per mile in 1873 to 1 47-100 cts. in 1882 ; and 
the Manitoba (St. Paul and Pacific) from 4 29-100 cts. in 1873 to 
2 88-100 cts. in 1881. 

In view of all the additional causes enhancing the cost of trans- 
portation in the remote North West, and considering also the uni- 
form reductions shown by these tables, yet, when we compare the 
average rate per ton per mile on all freight carried on such roads 
as the Northern Pacific .0216 cents, the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba, .0288 cents in the year 1881, this, with the rate per ton 
per mile for all the roads in the state of Michigan, which is .0092 
cents per mile in 1881, the discrepancy is too great. It is but just 
to state that the commodities, such as iron from the south shore, so 
easily handled, tend to reduce the rates in Michigan. But the Lake 
Shore Railway Company has reduced the average to .0063 cents per 
ton per mile and makes annual dividends at the rate of seven (7) per 
cent. The great gaps between these roads in their freight tariffs, are 
manifestly not warranted by the differences in cost of operating 
expenses and fixed charges. To present this point clearly, we make 
a comparison of rates in mills, which shows the average rate per ton 
per mile for freight on the Northern Pacific, 21 mills; the Manitoba, 
28; while on the Lake shore it is only 9, or an average comparison 
of 9 mills to 25. 

These comments upon the general state of our tariffs have no 
relation to the vexed questions of rebates, discriminations, draw- 
backs, &c. This consideration only relates to tariffs in their broader 
aspects. 
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THE WAR OF RATES — EXPLANATIONS BY THE RAILWAY PRESIDENTS — 

COMMENTS BY THE COMMISSIONER. 

The railway year in Minnesota has been marked by one of those 
phenomenal occurrences in railway management — a war of rates. 
An organized system of their own, imperium in imperio, colossal 
in extent and power, within the body of the republic, they carry 
on war, declare peace, exercise diplomatic power, make truces, exe- 
cute treaties and break them, with all the pomp and circumstance 
of European courts. As usual in such cases, it is not precisely 
clear what one thing caused the war. If it had been the effect of 
natural carjses, they would have been apparent. But in the midst 
of profound peace, abundant crops, good and well equipped roads 
with plenty of business, this war came with a suddenness which 
alarmed and perplexed the mercantile transactions of our people. 
On a survey of the extraordinary situation, we considered it to be 
our duty to ascertain, for the information of the legislature, from 
the responsible chiefs, the cause of this sudden cut in rates. With 
this comment, the following correspondence will explain itself: 

commissioner's letter to the presidents of the warring 

ROADS. 

St. Paul, Nov. 28fch, 1882. 
Sir: After a consultation with His Excellency, the Governor of the State, 
this office has reached the purpose of respectfully requesting an explanation as 
to the origin and cause of the war of rates now existing among certain railways 
in our State. In the midst of profound peace, abundant crops, good roadbeds, 
improved equipment, and a healthful commercial atmosphere, the business 
interests of Minnesota have been startled, if not imperilled, by this phenomenal 
battle between certain great lines of railways, which, as common carriers, have 
undertaken to serve our people. Tou are in a position to inform the State as to 
the real cause of this unexpected war. As it is made my duty, by law, to inquire 
into these things, I rely upon your respect foi the State to give such an explana- 
tion of the situation as the facts may warrant. An early reply will oblige.

RESPONSES FROM RAILWAY PRESIDENTS. 

Chicago, December 2, 1882. 

To Hon J. H, Baker, Railroad Commissioner, St Paul, Minn. 

My Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your letter of the 28th ultimo, inquiring as 
to the causes of the so called " war " between the different railway companies of 
your State; and in reply I would say that I understand the cause to be an in- 
tense competition among" the various companies for the business; which has re- 
sulted in an utter breaking down of the regular traffic rates, thereby giving the 
people in the districts affected by it, transportation at rates very far below its 
cost and inflicting upon the companies large losses.

Sir : I have the honor to say in reply to your inquiry under date of the 28th 
inst., that several months since, a line was established by the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern and the Minneapolis 
k St. Louis Railway Companies, lor the transportation of traffic between Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul, and Chicago. This is what is generally known as the 
Albert Lea Line. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company, while 
asserting the right of its construction company to invade the territory of. rail- 
ways where profits can be realized from construction, denies the right of 
Albert Lea Line to share in the traffic furnished to railroads by the people of 
Minnesota. We asserted our right by securing a share of the traffic at reason- 
able rates. The St. Paul company is attempting to drive us from the State by 
compelling us to do business at rates which do not remunerate. The Albert Lea 
Line proposes to do its share of the business, preferring remunerative rates, but 
accepting those which are not, when it cannot do better. When a reasonable 
share of traffic at reasonable rates, is conceded by rival lines, the war will end so 
far as it is concerned. 

The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Company insists upon the set- 
tlement of other questions, as a condition of peace. While tho companies with 
which I am connected, have suffered with nearly all railway companies in the 
North West, from the predatory policy of the Milwaukee Construction Company, 
which subordinates the interests of the people and of the railroads of the country, 
to the private profit of its own members, we propose to fight the war out on this 
line — our share of the Minnesota traffic. Respectfully,

Sir: Tour favor of Nov. 28th to Mr. £. W. Winter, assistant president of 
this company, has been handed to me by him, with a request that I reply. 

I have just returned from New York, and must go back again to-day, and 
have not the time now to make such a reply as 1 would like. I will do it later, 
either in New York or on my return here, but the cause of the trouble to which 
you refer has been the construction, by railroad directors, for speculative pur- 
poses, where there is no merit, and where there is not enough business to sup- 
port existing roads, of additional competitive railroads. The result of this 
must be either to destroy the capital invested, or to make the rates for transpor- 
tation so high as to dissatisfy the public; for it is plain that where twice the 
amount of capital is invested, to do the same amount of work, the receipts must 
either be made high enough to pay the interest on a doubled capital, or the 
investor must lose some of his money. 

At the rate that railroad construction has been carried on in the North West 
for the last two or three years, we are last tending towards a worse panic than 
we had in 1873, and 1 believe that you and any thinking man will agree that a 
check in this now is much better than later.

Dear Sir: — In reply to your letter ot the 28th ult., requesting me to give 

fou "an explanation of the origin and cause of the war of rates now existing,'* 
beg to submit the following statement of facts : For some years past, as you 
doubtless know, the passenger and freight business between Minneapolis and 
St. Paul, and Milwaukee, and Chicago has been pooled by this company and the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha and the Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
ways — the last two constituting one line ; and this pool was terminable by 
either party on forty-five days notice. As between themselves, the "Omaha 
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Road " has exclusive control of the rates on " through business " from Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, and the " Northwestern Road " has like control oyer 
" through business " lrom Chicago and Milwaukee. 

It is due to this that west-bouud rates are maintained while east-bound rates 
have gone to pieces. 

In addition to this pool, we have also had an agreement with the Omaha and 
Northwestern roads (as one line), the Duluth Road, and the Minneapolis & St. 
Louis Road, relative to the division of the tonnage of flour and mill stuffs pro- 
duced at Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

By the provisions of this agreement each road was entitled to take out of the 
two cities the product of all the wheat it brought into them ; while the product 
of wheat purchased in either place or coming from the Manitoba or Northern 
Pacific railroads, was divided in certain fixed proportions among all the lines. 

But besides the wheat which is floured at these cities, there is a certain amount 
from northern and northwestern Minnesota und Dakota which passes through 
them, destined chiefly to mills in the central and southern part of your State and 
in Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois ; and this naturally takes the route which has 
the largest milling demand on its line. This wheat has not been subject to any 
pool or other agreement, and we have tarried the larger share of it, because of 
the larger requirements of our mills. 

At a conference in Minneapolis in the early part of October, Mr. Cable of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, and Mr. Porter of the Omaha road 
(who with a few others control the Minneapolis & St. Louis Railway) demanded 
that this " free wheat " should be put into a pool with the flour and mill stuffs, 
and Mr. Cable insisted that of this business the Albert Lea route (made up of 
the Minneapolis & St. Lous, the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern, and the 
Chicago & Rock Island railways) should have one- third, and that (excepting 
live stock on which he would be satisfied with 15 per cent.) he should also have 
one-third of the general business to and from Minneapolis and 22 per cent, of 
the general business to and from St. Paul. 

As this new route has no line to Milwaukee and its Chicago line is 120 miles 
longer than our own, and as our milling interests are greater than those of all 
our competitors combined, these demands were rejected as unreasonable and un- 
just. 

Without attempting further negotiation, Mr. Cable at once reduced his passen- 
ger rate to Chicago, at first to $7, and subsequently to $3, and Mr. Porter gave 
notice that at the expiration of 45 days he would terminate the east-bound pool, 
at the same time expressing his wish to terminate it on the spot. 

Mr. Merrill, however, insisted upon ha>ing the full notice required by the 
agreement. 

Up to almost the last moment we hoped that Mr Porter would reconsider his 
action, or at any rate would join with us in restricting the war to the narrowest 
limits, and in this hope, on November 13th, Mr. Merrill addressed him the fol- 
lowing telegram and received the subjoined reply, which left no doubt as to his 
intentions : — 

"Milwaukee, Nov. 13, 1882. 
"To H. H. Porter, New York: 

" Are you disposed to agree with me to continue, subject to a fair notice from 
either side, the present agreed rates to and from all common points and adjacent 
points in common territory, or do you prefer that all agreements regarding 
rates to and from such points shall terminate on the 19th, when you propose to 
end the east-bound pool ? (Signed)

New York. Nov. 13, 1882. 
"To S. S. Merrill, Milwaukee: 

" My judgment is to have everything off everywhere. There is no good sense 
in any understandings that do not cover everything and everybody, and it is 
better to have it out now all around, not only in rates and divisions, but tern- 
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tory as well. I go in for the lowest rates and legislation this winter to enforce 
them if necessary. The present poticy I consider ruin, and the quicker it comes, 



the soonest mended. (Signed)

On November 19th, Messrs. Cable and Porter, acting in harmony, commenced 
cutting rates at all points, and we had no alternative bat to defend ourselves by 
retaliation — the progress of the war since that time you know as well as we. 

We sincerely deprecate the present state of affairs, which has been brought 
about through no action of this company. 

We have at all times been willing to consider and agree to any fair proposition 
for a division of business at competing points, but we have no right to sacrifice 
the vast interests committed to our charge by yielding to unjust demands ; and 
it is to maintain the rights of this company and to carry on its business in ac- 
cordance with its charter and the requirements of the people of the various states 
through which its lines run, that we are now engaged in this " war of rates. 11

COMMENTS BY COMMISSIONER. 

While it is apparent that these distinguished gentlemen are not 
exactly in accord as to the primary causes of the rate- war, still it 
is manifest that there are no very essential disagreements as to the 
general agencies producing the result. The letter of President 
Mitchell tends to unravel many of the inner particulars surround- 
ing the situation. Its detail lets light into the subordinate and 
initial causes leading to the rupture. President Keep, disdain- 
ing details, tells us in a compact phrase that the cause is " intense 
competition " for the Minnesota traffic. Mr. Gable wanted to give 
our people another outlet at " reasonable rates," but the Milwau- 
kee forbade it. President Porter, as his method is, declares sharply 
that it is over-construction by railway directors for speculative 
purposes, with its attendant train of evils, But in the body of 
President Mitchell's response there is quoted a telegram from 
President Porter which, probably, is a summary of the pretended 
causes. " It is better to have it out no^v all around, not only in 
rates and divisions, but territory as well? These three things 
appear to be the essential facts of the controversy, as developed by 
these responses. It further appears that President Porter precipi- 
tated the war, and on the 19th of November, in connection with 
Mr. Cable of the Rock Island, commenced cutting rates at all 
points. Thereupon the war became general between the four 
great lines interested, and a slaughter of freight tariffs followed 
those of passenger rates. The State can have to do with these 
statements only so far as they assert principles affecting our people 
generally. If we subject these letters to close analysis, we find 
that certain salient points appear. The first obtruder into the 
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existing pacific pool was the Rock Island combination. It came 
into our State as a new solicitor of public favor in the carrying 
business. If it came proposing to do business on a free, open 
commercial plan, it was welcome. If it came, however, to join " a 
pool, 11 and to force that pool to divide earnings with it, without 
doing a proportional amount of the business, and in a way to 
really make the rates of transportation higher, instead of lower, 
its motives are not of a kind to invite public approval. But if its 
business was purely and honestly to secure a share of the traffic at 
reasonable rates, the new line is most welcome, and should not "be 
driven from the State. 1 ' The real offense of the Milwaukee Co. 4 
considered as among the roads themselves, on examination, appears 
to be that it is building too many roads, and building roads into 
everybody's " territory." With its object in building these roads, 
whether it is a predatory policy, through the instrumentality of a 
construction company or not, the public have no concern. Under 
our laws, it would have the right to build roads wherever it pleases, 
if it has the money to pay for them. And under the present 
system, we do not desire to have restrictions placed upon such 
right. Free competition is the accepted principle of American 
railway construction. The only limitation placed upon it, is in the 
location of roads through Congressional grants, and in the more 
specific form of fixed points in lines of railway by legislative 
enactment. And this is only intended to meet the exigency of a 
first railway for a new community. President Porter develops the 
principle of "territory "as a pre-existing element in the contro- 
versy. As among roads, the question of a division of territory is 
believed to be a good one, if railways, under that principle, were 
conducted as they are in France, with all the governmental regu- 
lations which there protect the community. But if they are 
left to do as they please, as with us, the principle of "territory " 
is wholly against public policy. Under our system, it cannot 
for one moment be admitted by the State. That railway powers 
should parcel out the country among themselves would be an 
intolerable usurpation. But if the government could control the 
rates, and make this one system serve equally and fairly every part 
of such territory, then doubtless the public would receive a cheaper, 
a more effective and uniform service. The gradual absorption of 
all the small lines may in the end lead us to the French system, 
controlled, as there, by the State. This may be the coming phase 
of the railway problem. The question of a territorial division of 
railway service is a new one to our people. Unless the whole 
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system, through absorption, drifts to that method, it is now too 
late for the experiment. President Porter has no ground, which 
the public can regard, on which to base any pretensions to terri- 
torial rights ; though we can readily see the force of the argument 
he has made from the standpoint of the roads. 

The remaining ingredient in the controversy is the " pooling 
principle." A "pool" was in existence, and the Rock Island 
"intruder," with President Porter's aid, broke it. We are aware 
that Commissioner Fink and other railway philosophers believe the 
public interests are best subserved by the pooling system. The 
u pool" exists only by secret arrangement between the lines. That 
they are secret is an argument against them. The State has not 
yet recognized them. The only binding force they have is the 
interests of the roads to keep them. If those interests are invaded 
or threatened, they are written in sand. If pooling is a correct 
principle, it will never be a safe one till controlled and regulated 
by the State. The " pool " which was broken was of no essential 
interest to the public, being a mere private affair with whose 
secrets the public were not intrusted. 

It is impossible, among all the causes noted by these eminent 
railway men, to discover any sufficient cause to justify their action 
in imperiling the commercial stability of the whole State and coun- 
try. To the public, therefore, in the presence of the defense of the 
chiefs themselves, we believe they all stand indicted as principals 
in a riotous proceeding against the public peace. Such vast pow- 
ers should not be left to the discretion of any man or confederation 
of men, to so imperil our commercial world. Even if the general 
government, with its sovereign power, proposes to change the 
tariff or the tax on whisky, it does it openly by long discussion, 
and finally there comes a law by which all are advised. But the 
railway magnates change rates with the suddenness of an imperial 
edict, and throw values into doubt, loss and confusion, without re- 
gard to public rights. If the government were to act as they do, 
it would produce revolution. And are our mercantile values to be 
left to the caprice of these men because Mr. Porter chooses to wage 
war against Mr. Mitchell ? These magnates should be shorn oi 
such imperial powers. Within the ra lge of their operations such 
wars unsettle all commercial values and entail losses upon the gen- 
eral public without adequate motives, and without a single element 
of justice to defend them. This very war demonstrates that our 
railway powers require a master, and there can be no master save 
! the State. Whether the control shall ultimately come from the 
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State or the general government, is still an open question. Bat as 
a proper step in defending our people from periodic recurrences of 
such dangerous wars, it is recommended that, for the present at 
least, a law be passed preventing railways from making violent 
changes of rates, without due notice to the people of the State, 
through this office, to the end that business interests may have a 
reasonable time in which to accommodate themselves to the pro- 
posed variations. Concentrated capital is one of the essential and 
beneficent agencies of our civilization, in ministering to our grow- 
ing necessities and luxuries. We would not cripple that power, 
save when it menaces the public safety. We would then only mas- 
ter it as a friend, and not as an enemy. 

There is another view of public duty. When the managers 
commit a folly, the stockholders suffer. The State should go to the 
extent of protecting the defenseless stockholder against the possible 
gambling propensity of reckless managers. With their present 
powers, a conspiracy for stockjobbing purposes is at any time pos- 
sible. Nor must it be overlooked that to such wars a still larger 
result is possible. They may precipitate a wide-spread panic and 
unsettle all values. Therefore it is the duty of the State to use the 
hand of power heavily in the prevention of all these dangers. 

There is somewhere, in the adjustment which is reported, the 
lurking suspicion, of a combination of powers to limit the 
construction of railways in the North West. Nothing could 
more fully arouse the people than a belief of the existence of 
an agreement for that purpose. This war of rates has done 
more to bar out capital from railway investments in the North 
West, than all the granger legislation ever had. If now they are 
to add to that an alliance to prevent railway development in a 
region requiring and thirsting for growth, in its largest manner, 
then indeed they will receive the retaliation they would justly 
merit. No such limited alliance could possibly prevent, or much 
retard, railway expansion in this growing empire. But the effort 
would serve to measure the extent of governmental intervention 
reqnired to remand moneyed audacity to its legitimate sphere of 
operation. 

Since the above was written, it appears that, as a result of the 
rate-war, the Omaha system passes under the Vanderbilt control. 
It remains to be seen whether the distinctive Minnesota policy 
which has hitherto marked the superintendence of that line, shall 
be essentially changed by the new ownership. The Omaha has 
met the fate which seems to be appointed for all small railway sys- 
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terns, and has been captured by the giants. The Minneapolis ft 
St. Louis has also been alienated from State ownership. Absorp- 
tion marches on to its conquests. The State has had forty distinct 
railways. These are now absorbed into seven great systems. The 
distinctive life of the Omaha is now blotted out, and it is hence- 
forth merged into the North Western, the control of which is in the 
hands of strangers. The Manitoba is the only remaining system 
distinctly our own. 

Directly Mr. Hill will be tired of overwork and that line will 
pass into the jaws of the anaconda, which is swallowing the smaller 
lines as fast as it can digest and assimilate them. Henceforth all 
our Eastern tariffs will be adjusted in Chicago or New York. 

The lesson the State should learn from all this, is, to provide 
prompt legislation to the end, that we may be able to protect our- 
selves against total subordination to a foreign power. Whether 
the Vanderbilt invasion of the North Western empire is to wholly 
subordinate us to the uses of Eastern systems and to the Vander- 
bilt methods, or that we are to be granted sufficient autonomy to 
guard our interests, remains for experience to determine. 

There is one point to which we desire to direct attention. The 
true policy of the present Omaha management is to serve both of 
our great commercial cities equally, and to afford equal terminal 
facilities for each. Traffic arrangements with other lines are not 
sufficient. Each line must rise to the level of an independent sys- 
tem. We assert the broad and general fact, that no railway system 
in this State, with proper regard to its own interests, to say nothing 
of the concern of the general public, can afford to leave either of 
the two great commercial cities of our State out of their general 
scheme and plan. 

TABLE SHOWING GR088 EARNING8 AKD TAXES FOR ALL YEARS. 

A most careful and elaborate table has been prepared, exhibiting 
the gross earnings and taxes of all our railways, for all years, to 
date of this report. This table shows the gross earnings and 
amount of taxes received and paid each year, in parallel columns. 
The first nine years are consolidated ; but each succeeding year, 
embracing a decade, has a separate column. They convey to the 
eye, at a single glance, the exact and rapid increase of the business 
of our roads, together with the ample amounts they yield to the 
treasury of the State. This table is history in itself. It maps the 
railway growth of our State. For instance, it will be observed 
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that we were at a comparative standstill from 1873 to 1877, while 
we were in rapid growth from 1879 to date. Though the figures 
in this table differ somewhat from those heretofore published, yet 
those' given in this table maybe relied upon as correct, as the 
receipts of taxes for each year have been faithfully compared with 
the books of the State Treasurer, and the gross earnings with the 
returns of the several roads. See table number XXIV. 

PAY OF RAILWAY EMPLOYES. 

We present, for the first time, a table showing as far as the data 
obtained will permit, the salaries paid to railway employes. The 
salaries of the higher officers, such as President, General Manager 
and Superintendents are not generally kept on the regular pay-rolls 
but paid from separate vouchers. We know only that such salaries 
are generally large. Yet we are not prepared to say that the pay does 
not bear some reasonable proportion to the ability, experience, and 
responsibility required. There are railway men of such command- 
ing ability it is said, as to be able to secure $40,000 per year. But 
they are few. We have no means of ascertaining what .Railway 
Presidents in Minnesota receive. General Managers receive from 
$10,000 to $15,000 per year. General Superintendents $6,500. Gen- 
eral Traffic Managers from $5,000 to $10,000. Auditors $3,000, and 
for services rendered, are poorly paid. Division Superintendents 
receive from $3,000 to $3,500 per year. Master Mechanics in charge 
of motive power and machinery, $150 to $300 per month; Master 
Carpenters in charge of cars and car equipments $150 to $200 per 
month; Superintendents of Telegraph $150 to $200 per month; 
Train Dispatchers $125 to $175 per month. Elsewhere we give a 
table showing the pay of the subordinate employes on the different 
roads. 

DELAY IN PREPARING REPORT. 

The Commissioner is required by law to make his report by 
December 1st. There has been a necessary delay in preparing the 
report, due to the following causes: This office has not been pro- 
vided with the clerical force that would enable it promptly to per- 
form the business pressing upon it. The law requires that the 
railway companies shall file their reports in the month of October. 
This they uniformly fail to do. Several of the reports when finally 
received, were inaccurate, and time was consumed in procuring the 
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necessary corrections. It is true there is a penalty of $100 for each 
and every day after the 31st day of October that such return shall 
be " willfully delayed, or refused." The penalty is nugatory for the 
reason that it can be alleged, and probably truthfully, that there 
was no " willful delay," but the cause of the delay was the 
large and complicated business of the roads, was such, that their 
statistics could not be put in shape and digested between July 1st, 
when the year is concluded, and October 31st. The law gives them 
four months, however, in which to work up their statistics, while 
it gives the Commissioner but one. The object of a finished report 
by December 1st, is, that the Governor may be informed of the 
condition of the railways before preparing his message, and thai 
the report itself may be ready by the assembling of the legislature. 
It is believed that the roads have sufficient time in the four months 
in which to work up their statibtics, complicated as they are; and 
that the language of the statute enforcing the penalty should be 
changed, so as to compel them to do so. This being done, and ad* 
equate clerical force being given, this office can reasonably make 
the attempt for a finished report at the date now required by law. 

B0KD8 ISSUED OT AID 07 RAILWAYS. 

This office has prepared an authentic table, exhibiting in detail, 
the bonds voted in this State by Counties, Municipalities and 
townships, in aid of railways. We herewith append a consolidated 
statement showing what lines have received the benefit of the 
aggregate amounts.

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TAXATION OP OUB RAILWAYS. 

The best method of railway taxation is a subject which has 
attracted great attention. It has been the subject of frequent dis- 
cussion in the annual conventions of railway commissioners, and 
it was the opinion of the committee, charged with its consideration, 
at the head of which was C. F. Adams, Jr., of Massachusetts, that 
the Qlinois Central system, founded upon a per cent, of gross 
receipts, was the most satisfactory method yet attained. This is 
the system which now obtains in our State. The method is 
simple, fixed, easily ascertainable and susceptible of ready levy. 
This principle should remain unchanged if taxation under it is 
relatively equitable. Are our railways, under this system, paying 
an equitable proportion of the general taxes? If we can reach a 
relative valuation of railway property as compared with other 
property, the relative amount of taxes can be easily ascertained. 
Taking the valuation placed on railway property by the State of 
Kansas, as an illustration, for the purpose of taxation, viz: an 
average of $7,000 per mile, which is supposed to be two-thirds of 
its real value, and taking the whole number of miles of railway in 
our State, December 30, 1881, viz: 3,278, and add one-tenth for the 
valuation of terminal facilities, and the result is, the roads paid for 
the year 1881, on that valuation, at the rate of 1.64 per cent., while 
the property of the balance of the State paid at the rate of 1.73 per 
cent. If we take the same basis of calculation for 1880, jvhen there 
was but 3,100 miles of railway, the railways paid at the rate of 1.32 
per cent., and the remainder of the State at the rate of 1.54 per cent. 
It will be seen that upon this basis of calculation the railways 
cannot claim to have paid their equitable share of the general 
taxes. To this must be added the fact that their vast land grants 
are exempt from taxation. 

The question will arise, is the basis of $7,000 per mile here used, 
its in Kansas, for the valuation of our railways, a fair one? We 
Relieve, that upon a full consideration of the whole question, it is. 
Let every man consider the relation his own assessment bears to 
•the actual value of his property, and he will realize that this valua- 
tion, comparatively, is a just one. As a rule, we believe men gen- 
erally would refuse double the amount of the assessed valuation for 
rthe property they own, except in cases of some kinds of personal 
property. If the cost of our railways was the basis of value 
for taxation, an effort to ascertain the cost might be made. If this 
cost was represented by the stock and mortgage bonds, including 
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equipment, oar railways, upon that basis, have cost over $43,000 
per mile. They would probably not object to a dividend upon that 
basis. It should be further stated in this connection that railway 
property has been decided by our courts to be exempt from assess- 
ment for local improvements. (23 Minn., City of St. Paul vs. St. 
Paul & Sioux City RR. Co., page 469. Also 14 Minn., 297 and 21 
Minn., page 526.) It is also held by the Attorney General, that 
when railway lands are sold by contract, the interests of the pur- 
chaser in the land and his improvements only are taxable, thus 
exempting whatever interests belong to the roads. It is true, also, 
of general property, that it pays tax whether productive or not; 
while the railways only pay on actual income. These exemptions 
still further affect the equation under consideration. We believe, 
therefore, in general, that while the principle of our railway taxa- 
tion should remain unchanged, there should be no reduction in the 
rate. 

TAXATION OJ RAILWAY LAKDS. 

Whether any lands which hava been granted in aid of any rail- 
way in this State evade taxation after they have been sold or 
contracted to be sold, is a question of serious importance. In 
March, 1881, the legislature had the question under advisement. 
A special committee was appointed for its examination, which, after 
having taken into consideration a large amount of testimony now 
on file in the Attorney General's office, made a report, a copy of 
which will be found in the Appendix for general information. The 
recommendations of this committee were adopted by the House, and 
in accordance therewith the Attorney General after careful consider- 
ation of the testimony, advised the Auditor of State to cause the 
Thompson & Wykoff trust lands, and the lands held by what is called 
the " 233 land trust certificates," formerly belonging to the A Southern 
Minnesota railway Company to be placed upon the tax list in the 
respective counties. This was done in the spring of 1882. The 
total number of acres so given to taxation was about 76,000. To 
this action of the State authorities, no resistance on the part of the 
company has thus far developed itself. In accordance with this 
report of the committee, the Attorney General took action in the 
other class of cases mentioned by the committee. Certain tracts of 
land belonging to the Sioux City & St. Paul and St. Paul & Sioux 
City and Chicago & St. Paul railway companies, were ordered by 
the State Auditor on the tax duplicates in Hennepin county. To 
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make a test suit, each of said companies applied to the District 
Court of Hennepin county for an injunction restraining the County 
Auditor from extending the lands on the lists, and the County 
Treasurer from collecting any such tax. The general facts were 
set up in the companies 1 complaint, as they understand them. The 
answer of the State set up further facts, showing, or tending to 
show, a sale or conveyance of the lands in question for the purpose 
of evading taxation. These cases are set for the December term of 
the Hennepin County District Court, but as there is some important 
testimony yet to be taken in New York, it is believed that they 
will not be reached during the present term. In the case of the 
land of the Stillwater & Taylor's Falls Company, the State Auditor,, 
at the instance of this office, has also directed that they be placed 
on the tax list, which has been done. What action resisting this- 
the company may take, if any, will not develop itself until another 
year. Thus it will be seen that the requirements of the resolution 
of the House has been fully complied with, and test suits are now 
pending which will settle all classes of cases where railway lands 
have been placed in a situation whereby they might evade taxation. 
There remains only two other matters pertaining to taxation of 
railway lands. One is as to taxes upon railway lands contracted 
to be sold. The Attorney General has decided and instructed the 
State Auditor that such lands are subject to taxation to the extent 
of the purchasers' interest therein, together with the purchasers'" 
improvements thereon, and are to be assessed as real estate. The 
Auditor's instructions as to this class are published in the appen- 
dix. The remaining class is comprised in such outside lands or city 
lots as any railway company may purchase for any speculative or 
other purpose, other than for use in the direct operations of the 
road. AH such lands and lots, the Attorney General has decided,, 
are subject to taxation. 

The report of the special committee on taxation of railway landa 
for 1881, will be found published in the appendix for the conven- 
ience of the legislature. 

A POSSIBLE DANGER AS TO RAILWAY TAXATION. 

By reason of the refusal of two railway companies to pay taxes- 
upon certain gross earnings, upon grounds quite the opposite, there 
is a possible way by which a railway may secure immunity from 
all taxation, if the principles sought to be established by the com- 
panies are sustained by the courts. In the first place the district 
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court of Ramsey county, Hon. J. Simons presiding, has sustained 
the claims of the company. An appeal has been taken to the 
supreme court, where the case is now pending. The second case is 
now pending in the same district court. 

These cases are as follows : 

1st. The Manitoba and the Northern Pacific Companies 
entered into a mutual agreement, the object of which was, as stated 
in the articles of agreement, " to avoid the building of competing 
lines of road. 11 In these articles it was stipulated that the Northern 
Pacific Company should have the perpetual right to use all the line 
of the Manitoba road between Sauk Rapids and St. Paul, with 
connecting branches into St. Cloud and Minneapolis, in common 
and on equal terms with the Manitoba Company; and agreed, in 
consideration of such use, to pay one half the cost of repairs of the 
road, togther with the sum of $40,000 per annum to the Manitoba 
Company. The Railroad Commissioner required the Manitoba Com- 
pany to report this $40,000, which they received for the use of the 
road, as part of the gross earnings of that road. They did make 
such return, under protest however, but refused to pay the three (3) 
per cent, tax thereon. Upon the Commissioner presenting the case 
to the Attorney General, that officer promptly brought suit in the 
district court of Ramsey county to compel the payment of such 
tax to the State. The case was fully argued, the facts not being in 
controversy, before his Honor Judge Simons. The decision was 
adverse to the State. 

It must be observed that the essential point in this case is, was 
this sum of $40,000 to be considered as gross earnings? It was 
claimed in behalf of the State that unless it was so considered, any 
of the roads could lease their track, or rolling stock to other com- 
panies, ceasing to operate themselves, still however owning the 
road and receiving large sums for its use, which, no longer being 
considered as gross earnings, would thus escape taxation, the com- 
pany only being liable on a gross earnings' tax and exempt from 
all others. 

2d. The other case is as follows : 

The Northern Pacific Company had previously made return of 
its earnings on this same line, operated under this same agreement 
referred to in the former case, and had regularly paid its taxes on 
its gross earnings on this leased line. At this juncture, its counsel 
suddenly advised it to refuse to pay further taxes on the gross 
earnings of this leased line, claiming that it was not liable on the 
ground that they were not the owners of this line. On a represen- 
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tation of the facts by the Railroad Commissioner, the Attorney Gen- 
eral brought suit to compel such payment, and this suit is now 
pending in the same district court. It will be observed that these 
cases are essentially the opposite of each other. Should both cases 
be sustained by the court, it will only be a matter of option for 
any railway in the State to evade its taxes by a similar process of 
leasing. The one refuses to pay tax because of the claim that a 
rental for the use of a railway, is not a gross earning, therefore 
non-taxable; while the other party to the same agreement refuses 
to pay taxes on gross earnings, on the same line, because they claim 
they do not own the road. Between the two assumptions, the 
State will have lost the taxes in both instances. This office does not 
assume that any scheme exists by the companies to these co-relative 
suits, to pave the way for immunity from taxation. Such action 
would exasperate the public beyond endurance. But it is the duty 
of this office to invite attention to the strange peculiarities and 
possible dangers of the situation as presented in these suits. Any 
evasion on the part of the roads of the present system of taxation 
on gross earnings, would probably result in sweeping changes of 
the law, and induce a system of local taxation which might make 
the companies regret such a course. 



COMPLAINTS. 

W. 8. WBLLS VS. ST. PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS & MANITOBA RAILWAY 

COMPANY, PILED APRIL 25, 1882. 

W. S. Wells, president of the Forest Mills Company, in Good- 
hue county, on the 26th of April last, made complaint that he has 
been purchasing and shipping wheat from Benson, on the Mani- 
toba line, as an independent shipper; but is now denied further 
privileges by the .managers of that road, except upon conditions he 
deems unreasonable, and therefore appeals to this office for such as- 
sistance as it may be able to render. The Commissioner duly and 
fully presented the case to Manager Manvel, of that line, on the 
26th of April, Verbally, and by letter, the matter has been fully 
discussed and understood between this office and the railway offici- 
als during the past summer. As it is an important case involving 
an important principle, those letters which more clearly present 
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the issues are herewith published for the information of the legis- 
lature. We first publish Mr. Wells 1 letter, which outlines the com- 
plaint, and also replies to the position taken by Manager Manvel in 
his first statement to this office. Following this, is Manager Man- 
vel's reply to this office, giving the position of the company upon 
the question. The case is* concluded with a carefully prepared 
opinion from this office, covering all the points in the case, as the 
Commissioner understands them. 

Forest Mills, Goodhue County, Mink., Jane 6, 1882. 

Gen. J. H. Baker, Railroad Commissioner State of Minnesota: 

Sir: Enclosed please find letter of Mr. Manvel returned. I note your request 
in your letter for matters of fact and also for any remarks in the matter under 
consideration. 

I wish to say that I have no unfriendly feeling towards the St. P., M. & M. 
B. R., or any other railroad, and only wish them success. Yet it seems to me 
that the policy indicated, of compelling shippers to build elevators, to be one 
which fosters (monopoly, works injustice to the producer, and is detrimental to 
the best interests of the country which supports such roads. 

In this particular case the facts are as follows: Last fall, wishing wheat to 
manufacture, we decided to begin buying wheat at Benson. Before doing so we 
wrote to Mr. Alexander, general freight agent, asking if any obstacles would 
be thrown in our way, to which he replied, naming rates which were satisfactory, 
and saying that he would be glad to have us buy all we could and ship the same. 
After shipping for three months our agent at Benson was notified that we could 
not ship any more and that no more cars would be furnished us. Whereupon 
we wrote Mr. Alexander again, who replied that the road would not furnish us 
cars to load from side track and that we could ship out our accumulations but 
no more. We then wrote Mr. Alexander asking what we must do to have the 
privilege of shipping wheat over their road. To which he replied, " build an 
elevator of 30,000 bushels capacity or more." 

Now, as I have already buddings at Benson capable of holding 10,000 bushels 
of wheat, which were on my own land, and as we had never either detained cars 
or used side track to the detriment of others, I deemed the action of the railroad 
authorities rather unjust and oppressive; hence my appeal to you for justice in 
the matter. 

a I note what Mr. Manvel says, and reply as follows: If the railroad authori- 
ties have the right to prescribe the size of houses shippers shall use for wheat, 
why cannot they with equal propriety say what size buildings shall be used for 
stores or dwellings along the line? 

Here at Zumbrota there are two railroads and three elevators, and every farmer 
understands that if he does not wish to sell his wheat to the elevators he can 
order a car and ship it himself. This knowledge on the part of the farmer, satis- 
fies him that the railways and elevators are not co-partners, and none of them 
care to avail themselves of the privilege. Tet the knowledge that if fair prices 
are not paid, the farmer can ship his own wheat, has a tendency to sustain prices 
at the elevators. 

Farmers as a rule do not wish to ship wheat unless it will pay; yet any rule 
which debars them from realizing the highest prices for their product, by reduc- 
ing competition, works injustice to all. 

It would seem that when the railway company received its full tariff charges, 
it ought to have no other interest in grain. 

The rule forcing shippers Jto build elevators will work, in fact as it now is 
working, to cause a few men to own all the elevators in the great Northwest, 
who by combination give to each railway its share of a territorial divide, thus 
driving out all competition and compelling the producer to take what is offered 
for his product — not what it is worth. 
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The whole point at iisue is this: Mr. Manvel says practically, " Build a 
$6,000 elevator and our road will act as a common carrier. If you do not build 
as we say, we will not permit you to ship over our road."

Hon. J. H. Baker, Railroad Commissioner, SU Paul, Minn: 

Dear Sra: Various absences from the city must be my excuse for delaying 1 so 
ong an answer to your communication of April 26th, and in reply to same now, 
would say, that this company has found it necessary for the proper transaction 
of its business with the general public at all points on its lines where the size of 
the place and importance of its business seems to demand it, to make a general 
regulation applicable to all such places in regard to size of elevators and grain 
warehouses. In furtherance of this object the company leases to any responsible 
party desiring the privilege of erecting such buildings, at a nominal rent, con- 
venient grounds on its right of way for such purpose. It has been found that to 
make these buildings of sufficient capacity to accommodate parties doing busi- 
ness at them and provide storage so that in the event of a temporary inability to 
supply cars, the producer can at all times find a place to market and store his 
crop, and at the same time not to cover the company's right of way with nu- 
merous small structures involving unnecessary length of side-tracks, to require 
lessees to put up elevators or warehouses of a capacity of at least 30,000 bushels, 
which, while not being of great cost, are about as small as can be practically 
operated for the mutual interests and accommodation of the owners, the public 
and the railway company. 

The plan has so far worked with entire satisfaction to all, and the regulation is 
undoubtedly a reasonable and proper one. 

So far as the general public is concerned, the accommodations of this kind 
furnished at Benson for the receiving and handling of grain, are ample at the 
elevators erected on the company's right of way. 

Mr. Wells has long been aware of the regulation of the company, in the above 
respect, and has had ample time and ability to conform to it. 

Should he pr3fer to sack his wheat, instead of delivering it at the elevators on 
the side-track, or of constructing his own elevator, the company will of course 
receive it in that shape if delivered at the freight house at Benson, conformable 
to the usual custom, but it does not deem his request that it furnish him cars on 
side-track in which to load from wagons in bulk, in any respect reasonable or 
proper. If Mr. Wells is entitled to this privilege, every person on the line of the 
road wherever there may be a side-track, can with equal propriety make the 
same demand for cars, whether they may have one bushel or a thousand to de- 
liver, or one or ten wagon loads. The effect would be, if allowed and persisted 
in, not only to fill up all side-tracks with standing cars for the benefit of 
single individuals, but seriously to interfere with, if not wholly impracticable for 
the company to perform its duties to the general public. 

It is not believed that any reasonable or proper construction of Sec. 9, Chap. 
103, Laws 1875, referred to by you, even if admitted to be applicable to this 
company, would oblige it to comply with such demands, and it would seem far 
better for the interests of all concerned, and the most satisfactory arrangement 
of the matter, if such a regulaton as that above referred to should be enforced 
at all points of sufficient importance to justify it. 

This regulation, as a matter of course, does not and is not intended to apply 
to newly opened stations where no proper facilities exist for the handling of grain, 
or to points where the business is insufficient to call for the erection of such ele- 
vators. In these cases, the company has always endeavored, to the extent of its 
ability, to furnish cars and transportation for the accommodation of such business 
when called for. 

The company believes that it is furnishing at Benson, and all other points on 
its line similarly situated, all reasonoble and suitable facilities for the receiving 
and handling of grain, under the terms of the statute cited, and that the com- 
plaint of Mr. Wells ought not to be sustained.

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THE POSITION OF THE COMMISSIONER. 

Office of the State Railho ad Commissioner, St. Paul, Juke 28, 1882. — 
A. Manvel, Esq., General Manager of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Hail way — Sir: The question involved in the complaint at Benson is one of gen- 
eral application, and must, therefore, be considered in its larger aspects. The 
situation is briefly this: There are now two elevators in Benson, on your track, 
receiving and shipping grain according to your regulations. In addition to these 
W. T. Wells has a warehouse at that place of 10,000 bushels capacity, not on your 
brack, but upon his own ground. He is an independent buyer of wheat, desiring 
the privilege of shipping by the car load, on cars furnished by your company, on 
your side tracks, loading from wagons. Mr. Wells has enjoyed this privilege 
for some time by the assent of your company. You have notified him, how- 
ever, that you no longer desire him to ship wheat under these conditions, 
claiming it to be an inconvenience which has caused you to '* make a general 
regulation applicable to all such places, in regard to size of elevators and ware- 
houses, 11 and location of the same. Further, that you do not " deem his request 
to furnish him with cars on side track in which to load from wagons in bulk, 
in any respect reasonable or proper.* 1 Therefore you have required of him, as a 
-condition of his further shipping grain from that station, that ne shall build an 
elevator of 30,000 bushels capacity, or more, on the company's ground. First, 
-as to the public policy of the conditions you would enjoin: It is more than doubt- 
ful if railway companies should have the power to prescribe the size and loca- 
tion of buildings, shippers on their line shall use. Any restrictions upon the 
rights and privileges of the general public, bv the authority of a common carrier, 
would wholly change the proper relations between the two. The exercise of 
such an authority would subject shippers to control by the railways, in such a 
manner as to destroy their independence. It is especially to be desired that all 
•elevators shall be free from any control by railway companies. Were such 
control or dictation permitted, the general public would believe that some sort of 
a co-partnership existed between the railways and the elevators. I am informed 
by the citizens of Benson, that Mr. Wells is an independent buyer of wheat in 
that market. He buys for his mills on its merit, irrespective of grades sought to 
( be established. The independent buyer is in truth the factor who regulates the 
local price of wheat, and his existence should always be encouraged as a matter 
•of public policy. Just as in a larger sense the little wheat we sell in Liverpool 
controls and regulates the price of the entire crop, just in like manner does 
the independent local buyer regulate the local price of wheat. Not only 
should the mdependent local buyer be encouraged by equal shipping privi- 
leges, but the farmer himself should have the privilege of loading a car 
and shipping it at any time. Tour proposed regulation would deny the 
farmer this right. Farmers as a rule, do not ship wheat, but they should 
not be debarred the right. Local prices may be unsatisfactory, and they 
may therefore desire to ship on their own account. The elevators may conspire 
against them ; from this they might have no deliverance if they did not possess 
the privilege of shipping. The mere fact that all independent parties have the 
open privilege of shipping, will always prevent a monopoly by those running ele- 
vators. Every consideration, therefore, of public policy would open the widest 
privilege to those desiring to ship wheat. Railways ought to have no interest in 
the matter other than to receive a reasonable rate for transportation. To force 
shippers to build elevators, would make a monopoly of the whole mode of ship- 
ping, and in effect would cause a few men to own all the elevators. The tend- 
ency | that way is now sufficiently strong, and nothing should be done to give it 
greater encouragement. The man of limited means should come to the common 
carrier on the same footing as his better equipped neighbor. To this broad and 
■equal privilege the railways must come in their own interest. It is their safe 
refuge from popular storms. 

While we would insist on the largest shipping privileges for the general 
public, the public itself must be reasonable. The man with one bushel or one 
wagon load should not receive the same facilities as the man who ships a car 
load. The road regulations themselves prevent this, for car lot rates are much 
less than they are for small lots. This fact is a preventive of the difficulties they 
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seam to apprehend in that direction. Not only so, but neither this offioe nor 
public sentiment would sustain unreasonable demands on the part of s hipp ers,, 
no more than unreasonable restrictions on the part of common carriers. What- 
ever reasonable regulations the railways find necessary, in order to practically 
handle their cars with a view to promptly and efficiently serve the public, should 
be cheerfully complied with by shippers. In the absence of any controlling sta- 
tute, a railway regulation should be reasonable and in consonance with the general 
public good. Second— as to law of the case. 

A railway company's regulations should not rise above the statute. The pro- 
visions of law governing such cases will be found as follows: Sec. 75, p. 95; 
Sec. 64, p. 380, and Sec. 10, p. 1 ,01 1 , 6. S. 1878. These statute provisions are sim- 
ply an affirmation of the common law rule, applicable to common carriers. As a 
principle every railway is a common carrier, and is, therefore, under obligations 
to receive and ship all grain offered. The railway cannot have a choice of cus- 
tomers. There can be no preferences. In a business point of view, it is very de- 
sirable that elevators should be erected for the better accommodation of the 
public, and that persons embarking their money in such enterprises, should re- 
ceive some assurance of protection. But even this consideration of seeming good 
Solicy cannot take away or in any manner impair the legal rights of other par- 
es. Railways, like innkeepers, must take all that come till the quarters 
are full. (Schouler's Bailments, 854.) By your regulation it is practically said 
to the applicant that unless he builds an elevator of 30,000 bushels capacity, he 
will be denied the privilege of shipping grain on your line. No such regulation 
can be held to be a resonable one, nor a sufficient excuse for a refusal to carry. 
(Schouler's Bailments, 365; Story on Bailments, Sec. 508; Redfield on Railways, 
Sec. 158.) The rule laid down by Kent, (Com. 599), which is the general princi- 
ple since followed by the courts, is as follows: " Common carriers undertake 
generally, and not as a casual occupation, and for all people indifferently, to 
carry goods and deliver them at a place appointed, for hire, as a business, and 
with or without special agreement as to price. * * * As they hold 
themselves to the world as common carriers for a reasonable compensation, they 
assume to do, and are bound to do, what is required of them in the course or their 
employment, if they have the requisite convenience to carry, and are offered a 
reasonable customary price, and if they refuse without some just ground they are 
liable to an action. 1 ' You can, therefore, make no restriction upon your common 
law obligations to carry "for all people indifferently. 11 The decisions of the 
courts uniformly sustain this principle. Inability to furnish cais to meet the 
demands of business at Benson, would be a justification in refusing them to Mr. 
Wells. But he would be entitled to his proportion of that which the capacity of 
your rolling stock did leave for your patrons at that place. It is true that it may 
be, and unquestionably is, a practical inconvenience, and a somewhat greater ex- 
pense to receive the grain in the manner proposed, loading from wagons instead 
of from an elevator, but this cannot prejudice the le°ral right of the party. The 
laws and rules relating to carriers have not yet suffered them to impose such limi- 
tations upon the reception of goods. (Johnson vs. tons of coal, 44 Con. 554). 
The granted extensions. 

Third — In 1877 your predecessors were present at the legislature asking an ex- 
tension of time as to the completion of important extension lines of your system 
to save their franchise and lands. By the act of March 1, 1877, the legislature 
granted an extension upon certain conditions, one of* which (section 11, March 1, 
1877) is as follows: " Freight and passengers shall at all times be carried over 
all parts of said lines of railroad on equal and reasonable terms, which shall be 
subject to regulation and revision by the legislature or under its authority, and 
without unjust discrimination in favor of or against any person or places. " These 
conditions were accepted and are a merger and extinguishment of any exceptional 
advantages supposed to attach to the charter of the Minnesota & Pacific Railroad 
company, and brings all your extension lines subordinate to all the general laws 
now or hereinafter enacted for the government of railways in this State. 

Finally, the doctrines of the well-known Granger cases, as settled by the su- 
preme courts ot the United States, would compel your company to subordinate- 
itself in all its rules and regulations to the statutes of the State (Munn vs. Illi- 
nois, and cases following, 94 United States reports.) The conclusions therefore 
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reached by this office are that as a matter of sound public policy your proposed 
regulation would be inadmissable; and as a matter of law the position could not 
be successfully maintained. This office therefore indulges the hope that on more 
mature reflection you will agree with the general doctrine herein set forth, and 
that you will permit the complainant the privilege to ship grain under conditions 
heretofore existing. Be pleased to advise this office of your final determination 
in the premises. Very respectfully,

This letter and opinion was duly presented to Manager Manvel, 
on the 28th of June. No reply has been received by this office up 
to this time. But on the contrary, the manager of the road, on 
the 30th of June issued the following general order, directing all 
the small grain houses, or flats, to be removed from the premises of 
the Manitoba lines. It definitely fixes the policy of the road, as in 
direct antagonism with what the Commissioner fully believes to be 
just, fair, and lawful. 

We also subjoin a copy of an official letter from the General 
Traffic Manager oi the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha 
railway, showing that the Omaha line has assumed the same posi- 
tion relative to furnishing cars to be loaded from wagons.

The difficulty of securing the erection of suitable and commodious storage and 
elevating capacity to properly handle the rapidly increasing grain business, while 
the grounds of the company are allowed to be taken up by small warehouses with 
out power, and with insufficient capacity, has rendered it necessary that all build- 
ings of that class be enlarged to the minimum capacity now required by our 
leases, say 30,000 bushels, or removed from our premises to make room for 
buildings of suitable size. 

The above action is rendered necessary to properly protect producers and ship- 
pers, and give them at all times a market and place to store their grain, and also 
to afford tha Railway Company an opportunity to get the best results for them- 
selves and the public from the movement of their cars.

Yon would not think it right in case you had invested your money in 
a warehouse at a station on our line. Now let another man come along who 
has no money invested in this way and be allowed to load cars direct from teams. 
It is not fair for the mam who owns the warehouse, neither is it fair to us, as it 
delays our cars.

The Commissioner has but little to add to his opinion given on 
the principle involved, as above, issued June 28, 1882. We have a 
high regard for Manager Manvel's professional skill and ability. 
But he has manifested the infirmity common to purely professional 
railway men, — he has forgotten that there is a public who have 
rights which must be respected. Manager Manvel bases his 
defense of a railway to prescribe the size of elevators which 
shall be used on their lines, mainly on the ground of con- 
venience to the road in shipping grain. The road is paid for just 
such inconveniences. It is not the convenience of the road which 
is to be studied, but the convenience of the public. The road 
undertakes, for pay, to serve the public ; if it declines, it must be 
made to do it by law. In extenuation of his position, Mr. Manvel 
insists that by large elevators the public are best served. The 
public, in order to gain a small advantage in shipping, can not 
surrender a vital principle. That vital principle is, that railways 
are public highways, constructed for the benefit of the people, of 
whom each individual has a right to claim equal privileges in the 
matter of shipping and transportation. There can be no favored 
parties, as elevator men would be if Mr. Manvel is right. Rail- 
ways are invested with no such dangerous powers as to give one 
man privileges, and preclude another on any ground. Such a 
method kills competition and drives out the independent buyer. 
The road ought not to compel Mr. Wells to use their elevator if he 
don't wish to. They ought not to have the power to destroy Mr. 
Wells' property, which they do if he can't use it. They have no 
right to dictate the mode and manner in which he shall ship his 
grain. The road has no right to forbid competition, which they 
do if they prevent Mr. Wells from doing business. These are 
principles which cannot safely be conceded by the State. We 
therefore most earnestly recommend stringent legislation compel- 
ling the roads to perform their duties as common carriers in respect 
to shipping grain. 

As to other facts involved, there is no warehouse at Benson by 
which coarse grain, such as corn and oats, can be shipped. On 
application to the managerial authority for permission to erect one 
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suitable for the business, the privilege was denied, unless its storage 
capacity would be 30,000 bushels. Oue of smaller size was suf- 
ficient for the coarse grain trade at Benson. Such are the results 
of this arbitrary sway. None but a rich man can build an elevator 
such as is now required by these regulations. They cost from six 
to seven thousand dollars. View this assumption of railway power 
as we may, it is wholly inadmissable by the State, and against public 
policy. As in Massachusetts, it should be made unlawful for a 
railway company to seek to enforce any such order or regulation 
unless first approved by the State board of Railway Commissioners. 
In issuing such a regulation the Manitoba Railway Company have 
sought to enact a sumptuary law. 

ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS. 

The past year has been painfully prolific in railway accidents in 
Minnesota. The accident record is 110 larger than any previous 
year. This office has considered the subject as worthy of special 
study, and has spared no labor in presenting the matter in every 
phase which the facts accessible would permit. In the reports of 
the several companies will be found a detailed statement of the 
causes, together with the names of all persons killed and injured 
during the last year. We present, in this connection, a series of 
tables which exhibit the subject in various lights. The whole 
number of persons injured the present year was 315, against 249 
for last year. The number of persons killed was 117, against 73 
for last year, being a total of killed and injured of 432 the present 
year, as against 322 for last year. The number of employes killed 
was 75, injured 246 as against 46 killed, and 196 injured the pre* 
vious year. The number of passengers killed, 2 ; injured, 21 ; the 
corresponding number last year was, 2 killed and 24 injured. Of 
all other classes 40 were killed and 48 injured, against 23 killed 
and 21 injured the previous year. See table XVI. 

We have also prepared a table showing the total number of acci- 
dents to persons, with causes of same, during the past eight years, 
beginning with 1874, at which time regular tables of this kind 
were kept. The whole number killed, as officially stated, during 
these eight years, was 359, injured 1,096 ; total killed and injured, 
1,455. No regular record was kept previous to this time ; but we 
find statements showing that during 1871, 12 persons were killed 
and 11 injured ; during 1872, 14 persons were killed and 19 injured ; 
during 1873, 19 persons were killed and 49 injured, making a total 
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during the three years of killed and injured, 124. This would 
make the total number^ killed and injured since 1871, 1,579. Pre- 
vious to this we have no record whatever. See table XVIII. 

Table No. XVII. exhibits the accidents to persons for the year 
ending June 30, 1882, and the total number for the year previous. 
It should be noted that this table is prepared from reports submit- 
ted by the respective railway companies, and is from their stand- 
point. For instance, when it is said that so many employes are 
killed or injured "from their own misconduct/ 7 the employes 
might attribute the accident to some cause other than their own 
negligence. The statement, therefore, is in a certain sense, ex parte. 
In the absence of facts, however, we accept the companies 9 reports 
as substantially correct. 

While the continued increase of these accidents is generally due 
to the extension of our railway system and the steady increase of 
our freight and passenger traffic, yet a careful analysis of the causes 
should be made, so that remedies may be applied to prevent this 
terrible waste of life. For as we advance in railway improvement 
we ought also to advance in measures of safety. The number ot 
injuries, fatal and otherwise, is alarming, and calls for new vigilance 
in the use of safety appliances, in the employment of fit persons, 
and in a generally rigid and healthful discipline. We believe fur- 
ther that it will be necessary to supplement the action of the roads 
themselves J>y legislation, the better to protect the citizens employed 
or traveling upon the railways within her borders. Character, habit, 
and 6 ven education, should not be overlooked in selecting brakemen, 
as well as conductors. A civil service, genuine in its character, 
can be applied to the railway service. We believe this principle 
generally maintains. It requires capacity, intelligence, quickness 
of apprehension, integrity of purpose and a modicum of politeness 
to make a good conductor or brakeman. Conductors are generally 
underpaid. Nor will forty-five dollars a month retain men suitable 
for the grave responsibilities of brakemen. Half of that money 
goes for the cost of living, and the remaining half is no compen- 
sation for the services rendered and risks run. Better pay will 
secure better men and make them more willing to protect the prop- 
erty of the company. The loss in wrecks arising from don't-care 
negligence, point intelligent managers a way to elevate the morale 
of the service. 
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ACCIDENTS TO PASSENGERS. 

During the year 2 passengers were killed and 21 injured. The 
total number of passengers carried was 9,962,893. A comparative 
statement would be that about one in five million were killed, and 
one in 474,399 injured. In 1881 the proportion of passengers 
killed in Masschusetts was one in every 12,458,622 of those carried. 
Thus nearly two and one half times as many persons are killed in 
Minnesota, in relation to the number carried, as in Massachusetts. 
It will thus be seen that we have something yet to learn in the way. 
•of vigilance and eaution as compared with older states. Of course 
a. single great disaster would materially vary a given report. But 
the above is an average comparative statement. A reference to 
our tables will further illustrate what may be desired in this direc- 
tion. It will be observed that the Northern Pacific is the only 
•company which has not killed or injured a single passenger during 
the year in our State. 

AOOIDBHTS TO CHILDREN AND OTHEBS HAXGOTG TO TRAINS WHILE 

IN MOTION. 

It is within the experience of most persons accustomed to rail- 
way travel that the children in cities and villages, during the pas- 
sage of trains, habitually frequent the track and expose themselves 
to danger in the most daring manner. Parents so commonly neg- 
lect their duty in regard to their children in this particular, that it 
would not be amiss if even in the schools, the children should be 
taught the perils of the railway. Children should not be allowed to 
frequent the track. The police of cities and towns are authorized 
by law to arrest persons hanging to trains, or getting on or off 
while in motion. (See act of February 18th, 1879.) It provides a 
penalty for such audacious conduct, and should be rigidly enforced 
by municipal authorities. Of this class of reckless persons, eleven 
were killed and twenty-eight injured during the year. This is a 
large contribution from carelessnessness and audacity. 

ACCIDENTS TO EMPLOYES. 

An analysis of the various tables will show that but a very small 
percentage of the accidents occur to passengers. It is chiefly the 
•employes who suffer. To them the railway service is at present, 
in the West, a slaughter-house. The whole number of peisons 
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killed and injured this year was 432, of these, 321 were employes.. 
Of the 1,579 persons killed or injured, in the past eleven years, 
1,117 were employes. To enter so perilous a service must fill one 
with dismal forebodings. Massachusetts has in operation about 
the same number of miles of railway as Minnesota, but very many 
more trains are run there than here. The total number of em- 
ployes killed and injured in Massachusetts in 1881, was 200, while 
in Minnesota the present year, 321 were killed and injured. Take 
the train miles run and Minnesota railways kill or maim three 
employes to Massachusetts 1 one. This discrepancy maintains gen- 
eially in the Eastern States. The inference is plain, that both the 
companies and the men are more careless in the West, than the 
East. It is admitted that in the West there seems to be a restive 
impatience on the part of railwav employes as to discipline. They 
will find by consulting our tables that it is far better for them to 
yield implicitly to the wholesome restraints of judicious rules, than 
to take the consequences of a wanton disregard of orders. The 
insurance companies charge a rate for railway men largely in excess 
of other persons, This fact reveals the chances of the service. It 
admonishes them not to add to the general chances of the service 
that of recklessness in conduct. The intelligent manager should 
not be discouraged, but stride to enforce discipline and consult the 
dictates of humanity by the exercise of every possible precaution, 
and without regard to expense, use every safety appliance for the 
protection of those engaged in the operation of their roads. Some 
responsibility in this regard must also rest upon the shoulders of 
the management. In the greed to make money, are not the consid- 
erations of humanity largely neglected? A considerate public 
opinion must insist, that the railway corporations shall blend 
humanity with gain, and so elevate the morality of the service. 
The railway service has increased in our State so rapidly that many 
new and unskilled men must be employed. Some of the accidents 
may be referable to this cause. It is generally true that in the 
immense'and growing business of the railways in the Northwest, 
brakemen and trainmen generally are overworked and underpaid. 
They are pushed to a point of physical endurance beyond which 
caution for safety is not thought of. Better pay and less labor will 
lessen the dangers of the service, and all of our companies are 
financially able to do this. 
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COUPLING OABS. 

The coupling of cars continues to be a great source of accident 
to brakemen. Eight persons have been killed and 89 injured from 
this cause alone this year. This subject has enlisted the attention 
of the legislatures of several states. The genius which has worked 
so many great improvements in railway mechanics, seems to have 
thus far failed to meet this dangerous duty. The work of killing 
and maiming brakemen from this cause still goes on. The Master 
Gar-Builders 1 Association has not given this subject the attention 
its importance demands. It is in the performance of this duty 
that the employe takes his greatest chance. They do not obey 
orders in using " the stick ;" they persist in using the hand, and 
the one-handed men are getting numerous. Whenever an auto- 
matic coupler can be found for freight cars which meets with 
general approval, legislation should be had compelling its use. 
We do not believe that managers have done their duty in seeking 
for a better coupler. When this office reports that 97 citizens of 
the State have either been killed or maimed for life, in only one 
line of railway duty for the past three hundred and sixty-five 
days, and that this dismal thing goes on without abatement from 
year to year, it ought to arouse public attention and secure serious 
action on the part of all railway officials. This is simply barbar- 
ous. It is proper enough to provide for the comfort and safety of 
passengers, but we plead that something also be done for the 
security of the employes. Let the Superintendents and Presi- 
dents be put to coupling cars, and we would see that a remedy 
would soon be discovered, 

FALLING FROM TRAINS. 

Another fruitful cause of accidents to employes is falling from 
trains or freight cars when climbing or jumping from one car to 
another. The spaces between the car roofs vary from twenty-one 
to forty-three inches. It is always hazardous to make this step, 
but in the darkness of night it is perilous; and in winter, with the 
snow and ice of our climate, it is still more so. From this cause 
seventeen employes were killed and eighteen injured during the 
year. This statement shows the fatality of such accidents. Surely 
this liability to destruction could be lessened. 
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AT WORK ABOUT TRAINS. 

Employes at work about trains are exposed to great dangers. 
Of persons so engaged 12 were killed and 29 injured. This results 
generally from the carelessness of those handling the trains while 
others are at work about them. These facts exhibit the general 
hazard of the railroad service and demonstrate that railway officials 
have not fully considered nor provided adequate modes of safety 
for the citizens of the State so engaged, and that therefore legisla- 
tive interference would be legitimate and proper. 

COLLISIONS, DERAILMENTS, &0. 

This has been a sad year for train accidents in Minnesota. "The 
chronicle of collisions/' w terrible accidents," " criminal careless- 
ness," on our railways constantly salutes our eyes. We have become 
so familiar with these murderous accounts, that the public mind has 
become almost callous to the horror. A preventive service should 
be organized whose sole duty might be to study the causes of rail- 
way accidents and the science of their preventibility. Such whole- 
sale slaughter would justify the most earnest efforts of society to 
protect itself. We have sanitary societies of all kinds, why not a 
society for the prevention of railway accidents? Railway officials 
in their management do not meet the necessities of the case. Even 
legislative enactment upon the subject should be founded on more 
careful study than is generally given to such questions by such 
bodies. The law of the State contemplates that the Railroad Com- 
missioner shall carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in this State, and of its equipment and the manner of its 
conduct with relation to the public safety. This is proper enough 
and should be zealously performed. But the Legislature has left 
the office without the necessary assistance and means of perform- 
ing this duty. Every accident should be examined into by this 
office immediately upon its occurrence and testimony taken to fix 
responsibility. This office should be so organized and equipped 
that it can do these things, otherwise it should not be held to a 
large measure of responsibility. The Commissioner with his 
increasing and varied duties, and without assistance has not been 
able to visit the scenes of these accidents and inquire into the 
responsibility. He has, however, obtained such facts as he was 
able, and required of the companies special reports in all cases. 
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THE DI8ASTER ON THE GRAVEL TRAIN HEAR ATWATER. 

The most notable and destructive accident of the year was the 
one near Atwater on the Manitoba line, on the 24th of June. We 
give herewith the verdict of the coroner's jury, which finds that 
the cause of the accident u was the reckless manner in which the 
train was run. 11 The inquisition fixed the responsibility directly 
upon the company, as will be found by the verdict. We give also 
the statement of the general manager, Mr. Manvel, as to the facts 
in the case from the company's standpoint, together with accompa- 
nying letters. It will be seen by the manager's statement that the 
speed of engines, moving backward, is left wholly to the discretion 
of the engineer and conductor. That this is the general practice, 
the manager has shown by the accompanying statements of the 
managers of the other Northwestern roads. The manager claims, 
from the general facts surrounding the case, that the company is 
not to blame or responsible for the accident. As the facts are not 
fully known to this office, we suspend judgment for the present. 
But the end of the case has not yet come, as the conductor and en- 
gineer have both been indicted by the authorities of Kandiyohi 
county. An indictment was found against the conductor, James 
Goran, for manslaughter in the third degree, at the September term 
of court in Kandiyohi county, for the June accident. Ai the ad- 
journed term in November he pleaded not guilty, and the case went 
over. He was defended by the attorney of the railroad company. 
It is probable that the evidence adduced in this trial will go far 
towards fixing the responsibility.

speed of such trains in going down grade.

MANAGER MAHYEl/s STATEMENT AS TO THE ATWATER TRAGEDY, WITH 

ACCOMPANYING PAPERS. 

St. Paul, July 17th, 1882. 
Hon. J. H. Baker, State Railroad Commissioner, St. Paul, Minn. : 

Dear Sir : — On the 24th day of June last at about 3 p. m. engine No. 43. 
moving east and backing up with a caboose and nineteen flats used as a working 
train, and carrying, distributed over the cars, but principally upon the second car 
from the engine, between forty and fifty laborers, was derailed from some 
unknown and unascertainable cause, and the accident resulted in the death of 
thirteen and serious injury to two and slight injury to five persons. 

The details of the accident are fully covered by the reports hereto attached from 
the division superintendent and master of road. 

You ask what rules we have governing the speed of engines moving back- 
wards, and in reply, I would state, that this is a matter, which, in common with 
the practice on other lines, is left to the discretion of the engineer and conductor. 
The employes selected for this duty it is intended (and was so in this particular 
case) shall be of such skill and experience, and of such judgment in handling their 
train as will permit them to act as the condition of the track, the tonnage they 
are carrying and other circumstances will render proper without special rules for 
their guidance, except the general rules which govern the running of all trains, 
and the other general rule to always take the safe course in case of doubt. 

That our rule in this respect is the usual and approved one will be shown by 
the copies herewith enclosed of the rules governing the movement of trains upon 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway, the C, St. P., M. & 0. Railway, 
the N. P. Railway, the C. R. I. & P. Railway, the M. & St. L. Railway, 
and the C. & N. W. Railway, in which you will find no rule restrict- 
ing or defining the speed of working trains. In my experience elsewhere 
the practice has been the same as upon the lines of this company. As 
further evidence that this is the usual and approved practice, I hand you letters 
from several railway officers of experience whose statements are confirmatory of 
my statement, and whose practice is in accordance with that of this company. 
I shall be glad to afford you, if desired, an opportunity of personally visiting the 
place where the accident occurred. I respectfully submit that from the condition 
of the track and of the engine, the skill and experience of the men in charge, 
the rate of speed as shown by the dispatcher's sheets, that this company is not 
in any way censurable or responsible for the accident, having used proper care, 
skill and watchfulness for its prevention.

Dear Sir : — In regard to the speed of the construction train which met with 
the accident June 24th, near Atwater, will say that, for one week previous to 
the accident their average rate of speed for all trips made eastward, backing up, 
was just eighteen miles per hour ; westward, with engines headed west, twenty 
miles per hour. 

Conductors and engineers employed on these trains are always selected with 
especial reference to their capability and trustworthiness, and the fact that the 
speed of the train backing up is uniformly less than when running ahead shows 
that these men were handling their train with due reference to safety. On the 
day of the accident they ran from Willmar to Kandiyohi, five miles, in fifteen 
minutes, or, at the rate of twenty miles per hour, a perfectly safe rate of speed, 
and as they had forty minutes in which to run the next seven miles to meet a 
freight train there would be no necessity of fast running on that account. 

The Chief Dispatcher, whose duty it is to watch the movement of trains, 
never noticed any instances of excessive speed on the part of this crew. 

Geo. Floody, the engineer, had been in our employ since April, 1878, and as 
engineer since September, 1879 ; was promoted from fireman on account of his 
capabilities, trustworthiness and good habits, and was a man we were accus- 
tomed to select for special service requiring capability and good judgment ; in 
fact, was considered one of our very best men. 

Goran, the conductor, came to us October 13th, 1881, from the Vermont Cen- 
tral road, where he run a train seven years, had letters to show for good service, 
and that he left thatjcompany of his own accord; he went to work here as a brake- 
man and remained in that capacity until May 17th, when he. was given this train 
as conductor. 

I cannot see how the train could have been better officered and fully believe it 
was being well handled at the time of accident, and that the accident was una- 
voidable.

Dear Sir: — In reply to your inquiry regarding accident to gravel train near 
Atwater June 24th, would say that I am Division Superintendent for that part of 
the line where accident occurred; that my railroad experience covers a period of 
sixteen years, as conductor of working, freight and passenger trains, and division 
superintendent. 

In my experience as conductor of working trains I was never limited to any 
particular rate of speed, being governed in that matter by the condition of the 
track, the state of the weather and the load I was carrying. The matter of speed 
and the way in which engine was attached to the train, was governed by the cir- 
cumstances of the case and left to my own judgment and experience: as Super- 
intendent, I have in all cases, where men were to be placed in the position 
referred to, had in mind the responsible character of the position, and the ap- 
pointments have been made with this fully in view. 

The engineer, George Floody, had been in the employ of the company six 
years, most of the time under my supervision; was a man of the first class, thor- 
oughly familiar with the line and all its characteristics; was sober and intelli- 
gent, and one in whose discretion and judgment, in the management of his 
engine, I had the fullest confidence. 

To the desire for a good record he had added responsibility of his own safety, 
which would be imperiled by any recklessness or lack of judgment on his part. 

The conductor, Joseph Goran, has been in the employ of {his company since 
October, 1881; had been in the employ of the Vermont Central R. K. Co., as 
conductor, for six years previous; had left their employ in good standing, bring- 
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ing excellent letters of recommendation from the officers of that company, on the 
strength of which 1 employed him. Letters enclosed. 

The track at the point where engine left the tract? was a straight line, laid 
with steel rails, in proper surface and line, and no apparent cause for derailment 
could be discovered. 

The engine had been in similar service, similarly run, for a number of days 
previous to the accident; was received new on the line January, 1879; was thor- 
oughly overhauled and examined in March last, and was in eyery way, as far as 
could be observed, in first-class condition. 

I proceeded to the spot as soon as possible after the accident, and carefully ex- 
amined all parts of the line and of the engine, but from the broken condition of 
the latter, it was impossible' to determine, with any degree of certainty, whether 
the derailment was caused by the giving way of any part of the machinery or 
not, and am really unable to say, from the results of my investigations, what the 
cause of derailment was. 

The condition of the track and engine was such that I should have had no ap- 
prehension in the matter, even had the record shown a higher rate of speed than 
it is shown to have been.

Dear Sir : — I enclose herewith a letter from Road Master Costello, referring 
to wreck of his construction train on Road Master Mayer's division, near At- 
water. 

As Mayer was an interested party in any question as to the condition of the 
track at Atwater, I did not call on him for any statement, but preferred to 
have the condition of the track at that point settled by having it examined by 
Road Master Costello, who was getting the gravel, and who, having no respon- 
sibility for track, would give the matter a careful and unprejudiced examination. 
Mayer's personal statement to me was that the track was in good line and sur- 
face and that he could not account for the jump. Tou will see from Costello's 
etter that he finds no fault with Mayer's track. 
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I have had a good many year's experience in handling 1 and working with con- 
struction trains, naving been emnloyed for several years on the Pennsylvania 
roads, then five years on the Carolina and Virginia roads, three years on the 
44 Rock Island," three on the " Cinn. Southern road and always in direct charge 
of large forces of men and a greater or less number of construction trains. I 
have handled engines myself, working with trains, and ridden on them many 
thousand miles, attached, as the case might be, either to the ballast, " work, 
or pile-drivei trains, and have worked largely with the material trains " up to 
the front, 1 * on track laying, and general construction work, and have now under 
my charge fifteen construction and ballast trains. 

Going back over the field of experience, and consideiing that " work trains " 
are always irregular or third class trains, and counting up total accidents to 
44 work trains, I conclude that, as a rule, they are handled by experienced and 
careful men. 

In twelve years of continued connection with work trains I have had but two 
fatal accidents to occur to them. I specify this because many persons think that 
44 backing up " is extra hazardous, and work trains are necessarily "backing up 
at various rates of speed for half of their working time. I never hesitate now to 
ride on a work engine when she is backing up, and my experience has taught 
me that 44 work trains " meet with fewer accidents, proportionately to their 
rights, than an average freight train 

As to speed of work trains I have noticed them very generally and that 
usually twenty miles per hour is about their fastest gait. Engines used with our 
work trains are large heavy new engines made for hauling long heavy freight 
trains at a general speed of from fifteen to eighteen miles per hour, and not 
suited for fast light service. And the men who run them give much more 
thought to keeping up their engines by moderate running than they give to 
hauling an extra train of ballast and '* pounding out " their big engines. En- 
gineer Floody was a good sober man. I have never seen him handle his train at 
over twenty miles per hour. His conductor is a man of long experince and known 
as a careful, prompt and decisive man. 

Taking in view all the points of this accident I can only think that a broken 
journal or flange was the cause of the wreck. 

I have not seen anything in the points shown hi the "Atwater" wreck to 
cause me to issue any new, or to change any old orders as to handling our work 
trains. These trains are working every hour of every day over the entire line. 
The wreck was the one in ten thousand, and may happen again within one 
hour, or may not again in this entire year. 

And in this connection please note that more lives are lost by mowing ma- 
chines and in the use of common building derricks than are lost by the opera- 
tions of work trains, considering the relative number of men employed in these 
different occupations.

Dear Sir : — I write you the full particulars of the wreck that occurred yester- 
day at mile post 93. 

As the tram was going east to the gravel pit to load up, the engine was back- 
ing up, with caboose next to engine and twenty empty flats, for some reason 
unknown to me or train crew, the tank of engine jumped the track, throw- 
ing engine, caboose and fourteen flats off the track, and killed thirteen men, 
including Engineer Floody among them, and badly injuring eight or ten others, 
including foreman and fireman. 

I examined track carefully where tank left the rail. As it was on straight line 
and track is in good surface and good line, I cannot account in any way for the 
accident, except a broken flange. 

I am in hopes to resume work in a few days, as soon as I can organize another 
crew of men, and will do so as soon as possible. I will send requisition for some 
shovels and tools for gravel train. Please have them sent as soon as possible as 
most of our shovels were broken and are not fit for use.

Dear Sir : — In reply to your inquiries, I beg leave to state that we have no 
rules on the N. P. which specially regulate the speed of work trains, and I have 
never known a road upon which such rules have been established. 

It is necessary to leave the matter of speed to the discretion of the conductor 
and engineer in charge, and it is usual to place the most experienced men upon 
such trains. The speed necessarily depends upon the condition of the track and 
various other circumstances, and forty miles per hour on some roads or on cer- 
tain portions of road may be far safer than ten or even five miles upon other por- 
tions. 

If any limit should be prescribed by rules, conductors might claim the privi- 
lege of running up to this limit on portions of track where such speed would be 
entirely unsafe, and it is therefore preferable to rely upon the discretion of the 
conductor under the general rule of consulting safety and running no risks.

THE WRECK OF THE GRAVEL TRAIN NEAR WASECA, ON MINNEAPOLIS 

6 ST. LOUIS ROAD. 

Another accident, arising probably from the rapid backing of a 
gravel train, occurred near Waseca, August 10th. We have not 
been able to secure any statement in this case exeept that furnished 
by Manager Hudson, which is submitted.

Dear Sib : — I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your recent note 
requesting a report upon the accident which occurred near Waseca, August 10th, 
and in response thereto beg to submit the following statement ; 

Engine No. 40, between the hours of 7 and 8 p. m., was backing northward 
toward Waseca, from the gravel pit, drawing a caboose in which there were fifty 
men, most of them being workingmen upon the track. The flat, or gravel cars, 
had all been left at the gravel pit. When about one mile north of the gravel 
pit the car was thrown from the track and down the bank, which at this point 
was three or four feet high, and rolled over upon its side. The men, of course, 
were thrown upon the side of the car and two of them considerably injured. 
Twenty-four others were bruised and scratched more or less, most of them but 
slightly. Most of the men resumed work in a few days. 
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The cause of the accident is thus far unexplained, our investigations showing 
that the track was in good condition both as to line and surface, and although 
the rail was of iron, it was perfectly safe and we had no hesitancy in running 
our passenger trains oyer it without slacking speed. We were relaying our en- 
tire line between Minneapolis and Albert Lea with steel, but had not yet reached 
this point with our new rails. 

The car turning oyer twisted off the long drawbar connecting it with the front 
of the engine, at the same time pulling the front of the engine from the track, 
the engine truck and drivers being off by the side of the rail. When the en- 
gine stopped the tender was on the track in good order. The engine was pulled 
on without trouble. The car stopped at a point about 125 or 130 feet from where 
it first left the track and the engine was 50 to 75 feet beyond it, their positions 
being shown by the sketch below. 

The following extracts from the testimony of the men indicate the speed of the 
train: 

Engineer Hamilton said: " We started from the pit about seven or eight 
minutes to 8 and had thirteen minutes to make Waseca for No. 24 " (about o% 
miles). 

Q. — " No. 24 is due at Waseea at 8.05. You say you left the pit at 7.52." 

A. — " Yes, sir: I think we had twelve or thirteen minutes to go to Waseca for 
No. 24. **♦*****! gtated when the accident happened that we 
were going about fifteen miles per hour. 1 ' 

Q.— " Don't you thinsWt was faster?" 

A. — " No, sir; I do not." 

The fireman said : " I don't think we were going over twelve to fifteen miles 
per hour." 

So far as we have been able to ascertain both engine and car were in good 
order.

ACCIDENT AT NORMAN STATION— BACKING A FREIGHT TRAIN — NORTH- 
ERST PACIFIC ROAD. 

On the 14th of October a serious accident occurred at Norman, 
which resulted in the serious injury of several railway laborers and 
the death of Joseph Lush. Gen. Haupt, Manager of the road, 
furnishes the following statement as to the cause. On its face it 
shows that the accident was referable to sheer carelessness.

Dear Sir : — In answer to your favor of the 18th inst I would say that the 
accident referred to therein was a collision between a caboose and a flat car. 

The flat car was standing upon a side track at Norman Station, and the 
caboose, which was filled with a work party returning home from their day's 
work, was backed into it. 

The proper signals were given to the engineer to stop backing while at a safe 
distance from the flat car. The engineer claims that he did not see the signal. 
Seven men were standing upon the rear platform of the caboose and the col- 
lision forced the platform of the caboose under the edge of the flat car, crushing 
the limbs of the men who were standing on the platform. 

The names of the injured men are as follows ; Joseph Lush, Charles James, 
Isky Johnson, Daniel Philips, Erick Halstrum, Elick Talburt and Elick Bune — 
employees on Conductor Sherman's work train. Of these Joseph Lush has since 
died of his injuries.

My Dear Sir : — I find, on my return home to-day, yours of the 24th, inquir* 
ing as to the accident on the Hastings & Stillwater Branch. The circumstances 
were as follows : On the morning of November 23d, passenger train No. 51 
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left Hastings for Stillwater on time at 5.15 a. m., arriving at St. Croix Junction, 
where we tarn off from the River Division for Stillwater, the switchman was at 
his poet and turned the switch for the train and signaled for the engineer to 
come ahead, which he did. For some unaccountable reason the forward truck 
on the engine left the track on the switch, the engine passing up the main track 
and the tender, baggage car and coaches taking the Branch line. The engine 
tipped oyer on its side a distance of about 100 feet from the switch, and one 
coach tipped over on the Stillwater Line, the baggage car and tender remaining 
on the track. We are satisfied in our minds that the engineer was running at a 
high rate of speed, in violation of instructions. The engineer, Mr. Vander- 
worker, who was killed, has been with our company as an engineer for several 
years, and was always considered to be one of our best engineers. The follow- 
ing is a list of the injured : R. P. Treadwell, injured on the head and hand. 
Geo. M. Leach, fireman, injured about the abdomen and collar bone dislocated. 
Peter Peterson, Hans Peterson, and John S. Smith received very slight flesh 
wounds.

BETTERMENTS OF THE TEAR 

OMAHA SYSTEM. 

Very important general improvements have been made on this 
system. Though there have been no extensions of the line within 
the State, seventy (70) miles of the main track has been relaid 
with 60-lb. steel rails, and the road-bed well ballasted during the 
relay. The grade has been materially improved and sags taken out. 
The bridges and culverts on the entire line within the State are in 
good condition. We regard the main line, after careful examina- 
tion, so materially improved as now to be one of the safest and 
most agreeable road-beds to ride upon in the West. No less than 
fifteen miles of side track have been added, six miles of the same being 
in the city of Minneapolis. There have been important improve, 
nients, both in Minneapolis and St. Paul this year. In Minneapolis, 
two large yards have been added to meet the growing demand of 
business, one on each side of the Mississippi river. In St. Paul, 
the road has built an elegant structure at its own expense, the 
Westminster Street Iron Bridge, at a cost of a little less than 
$50,000. Some of the spurs, notably the Blue Earth City Branch, 
have not yet been brought up to the standard of the main line. In 
the buildings, depots, &c., there has been no special change. The 
telegraphs upon this line, originally poorly built, have within two 
years past all been rebuilt and are in excellent order. The decided 
advance in equipment is fully set forth in the subjoined statement. 
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The following table shows the equipment purchased by the Chi- 
Qago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Railway Company during the 
year 1882, and the amount owned by it December 31st, 1882 :

MANITOBA SYSTEM. 

Perhaps no road in the country, of equal mileage, has invested 
more money in extensions and betterments during the past year, 
than the Manitoba. The track from St. Paul to St. Vincent has 
now been entirely relaid with steel rails of fifty-six pounds. Also the 
same from Minneapolis to Breckenridge. This has been accom- 
panied with new ballasting, widening of ditches and embankments, 
and the remedying of bad grades and curvatures. Nearly fifty 
miles of side-track have been laid. The high water difficulty at 
St. Vincent has been entirely overcome by the building of a new 
line three miles in length, and a new connection made with the 
Canadian Pacific. A new water-way of 1,000 feet in length has 
been provided at this locality, so that future high water in the Red 
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River will no longer obstruct or impede operations in that vicinity. 
New station buildings have been erected at St. Cloud, Fergus Falls, 
Felton, Beltrami, Donelson, Kenedy and Grookston. New ma- 
chine shops, car houses, and round houses have been erected at St, 
Paul, New round houses have been built at Willmar, St. Cloud, 
Barnesvilie, and Crookston. Many bridges and culverts have been 
renewed. Indeed, the main tracks within the State, have generally 
received very valuable betterments. The track is now of such a 
substantial character that it commends itself to the public as a 
superior road of its class. The telegraph lines have been thor- 
oughly re-constructed, with new poles and wires, and are fully 
equipped for all the business of the territory they supply. The 
improvements began and contemplated at Minneapolis by the 
44 Minneapolis Union Railway Company," a company subordinate 
to the Manitoba System, are on a large and munificient scale. 
These improvements contemplate a Union Depot, for the joint ben- 
efit of the Manitoba, Northern Pacific and Omaha systems. The 
bridge at Minneapolis will be one of the best structures of the 
kind in this country. The foundations are now in, and seven of 
the great arches covered. The whole of these noble improvements, 
including new and extensive yards, contemplate an expenditure of 
quite $2,000,000. The new equipments for the year have been 
upon a scale commensurate with the growing business of the road. 
The increase during the year was as follows: Locomotives, 48; 
sleeping cars, 13; passenger cars, 60; box cars, 945; flat cars, 240; 
caboose and boarding cars, 27; derrick and tool cars, 2. Also 931 
additional freight cars have been lately ordered for spring business. 

ST. PAUL AND DULUTH RAILROAD. 

This road has made important betterments during this season. 
Thirty-eight miles of the track has been relaid with 56 lb. steel 
rails, and the four miles this side of Duluth with 60 lb. steel rails. 
Six miles of new siding has been laid, 55,000 new ties 
have been placed, and $30,000 spent in ballasting, and a large 
amount in grading and fencing. The five large trestles near the 
St. Louis river were all rebuilt in 1880 and 1881, and the work on 
them is first-class. Indeed the road bed is now in excellent order. 
The company have expended on new buildings, on the entire line, 
$51,000. The total expenditures for new improvements and equip- 
ments for the whole year amount to $600,000. The business of the 
road has greatly increased. The earnings of their fiscal year for 
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1881 were $732,630.25; for 1882, $1,100,000: the month of De- 
cember being estimated, passenger business has increased 65 per 
cent. Should the Duluth & Iron Range Railroad be built, it would 
materially affect the business of this road. The Duluth is now op- 
erating the White Bear & East Minneapolis Railroad a distance of 
13 miles. They pay that road 35 per cent, on gross earnings, less 
the State tax. The following shows the state of equipment:

NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

This great trunk line has made many marked betterments in our 
State during the season. They have relaid the entire track of the 
Western Railroad, irom Sauk Center to Brainerd, with steel rails; 
also from Thompson's Junction to Brainerd, 62 miles, with steel 
rails. This gives a complete steel rail track from Duluth to Fargo. 
Full 25 miles of new side track has been laid, six miles in Brainerd 
alone. No less than 200,000 ties have been replaced. Sixty-two 
miles have been thoroughly reballasted. 

The number and character of new buildings is a marked feature 
of the year. The new buildings and shqps at Brainerd are amdhg 
the best of their kind. The system in that city comprises eight 
new and important buildings, erected at a cost of $260,006.12. 
They are brick, with stone trimmings and slate roofs. The round 
house is an admirable building, with 44 stalls. It is one of the best 
structures of its class in the United States. They have also large 
machine shops, blacksmith shops, boiler and tank shops, mostly 
built, and others largely improved during the season. The extent 
of the company's business at Brainerd may be inferred from the 
number of workmen employed. They carry 2,500 men on the pay 
rolls. At Duluth, the company this year erected a large bonded 
warehouse and two new coal docks, one 600 and the other 200 feet 
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in length. They propose, the next season, to put a new iron bridge 
over the Bed river at Fargo, which will be first-class in every par- 
ticular. 

One of the marked features of the Northern Pacific is the hospital 
at West Brainerd. It is a large building. 40x60 feet, with four 
general and several private wards. The company have put this 
building in complete order, and, together with additional grounds, 
it has been turned over to the u Northern Pacific Beneficial Associa- 
tion, " whose object is to provide relief for its members when dis- 
abled by accident or sickness, and at their deaths, for their families. 
The whole plan has received the indorsement and co-operation of 
the company. It is supported chiefly by monthly assessments, but 
Vice-President Oakes has authorized the general manager to guar- 
antee all benefits payable by the association >to its members to the 
extent of $6,000 per annum. This is practically a contribution to 
the funds by the Northern Pacific Company of $100,000, if interest 
be considered at six per cent.; but at the rates of government bonds 
it would be equivalent to not less than $150,000 invested in such 
securities for the benefit of the association. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Railway is the only one which has a similar institution. There are 
now 30 patients in the hospital, mostly from causes of sickness. 
Dr. Chas. H. Boardman, of St. Paul, has been appointed superin- 
tending surgeon, and Dr. D. P. Bigger is resident surgeon. 

All the improvements of this company, in solidity and extent, 
comport with its character as one of the great trans-continental 
highways of the nation. 

wnsroKA & ST. peter railway. 

This company has laid twenty-four miles of steel rails in the 
State during the past season. It has graded and ballasted forty- 
six mileg of track, it has laid twelve and eight tenths miles (12.8) 
of side track, erected two new depots and filled 4,000 feet of 
trestle with dirt. No other details of betterments made have been 
furnished this office by the company, though a full report was 
solicited. 

CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL RAILWAY. 

We have been unable, from the pressure of public duties, to in- 
spect the different branches of this extended line, with a view of 
noting such improvemenis as have been made. But we are able 
to present the following summary of amounts actually expended 
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in this State for betterments during the year. It will be seen that 
a very large sum has been generously denoted to the bettering of 
the Minnesota branches of the Milwaukee system:

During the year, by stipulation between the Oregon and Trans- 
continental Company (Northern Pacific), and Manitoba Company, 
the right to use certain lines in this State conjointly, has been ar- 
ranged, which are as follows: These companies will use conjointly 
the line between Morris and Sauk Center, and between Brecken- 
ridge and Fergus Falls. Also the line from Morris to Brown's 
Valley, The Manitoba line has purchased of the Northern Pacific 
the line from Fergus Falis to Pelican Rapids. The time at which 
such joint use will begin, has not yet been definitely fixed. 

NEW ENTERPRISES. 

Several new railway enterprises have been begun and some com- 
pleted during the year, which are of great importance to our rail- 
way system. The remarks on this subject are not intended to in- 
clude the fiscal year alone, which closes June 30th, but to embrace 
a general statement of all new enterprises begun or finished up to 
the time of this report going to press. The Omaha and Chicago 
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& North Western have not added anything to their system in this 
State during the season. All other systems have increased their 
mileage, and some very materially. The more important of them 
are here enumerated. 

The Manitoba system has led the great lines this year in the ex- 
tent and value of its spurs and extensions in Minnesota. It has 
made four important additions to its system which afford railway 
facilities of the most beneficial character to the northwestern 
portions of our State, opening up new country to settlement and 
development. 

THE MINNEAPOLIS & NORTHWESTERN. 

The first of these is the Minneapolis & North Western Railway, 
extending from Minneapolis via Clearwater, to St. Cloud, a distance 
of 62.77 miles. This road was built under an old charter, 
familiarly known as the u Osseo Branch/ 9 This line gives a large 
population west of the Mississippi river railway facilities. The 
first division, from Minneapolis to Clearwater, was opened for busi- 
ness January 18, 1882, and the remainder from Clearwater to St. 
Cloud September 2, 1882. 

SAUK CENTER NORTHERN. 

This line extends north from Sauk Center, in Stearns County, 
through Todd County to some point on the Northern Pacific line be- 
tween Motley and Perham. The whole distance will be about 70 
miles. The first division, from Sauk Center to Browerville, a dis- 
tance of 26 miles, was finished and duly opened for business No- 
vember 10, 1882. On that day it was officially examined by the 
Governor of the State, accompanied by the Railroad Commissioner. 
The road was built by an independent local organization, and will 
be run by the Manitoba as substantially a branch ot that line. 
J. Y. Brower is the president, and Edward Sawyer secretary and 
treasurer of the local organization. This line is to receive local aid 
from Todd County to the extent of $60,800 for the entire line in 
that county. On the opening of the first division on the first of 
November, one-half of these bonds, $80,400, were delivered to the 
company on the formal acceptance of the road by the Governor of 
the State on the 10th day of November, 1882. Upon the question of 
issuing the bonds, an election was held May 17, 1881, under an act 
approved March 8, 1881. It resulted in 765 yeas and 858 nays. 
6 
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MINNEAPOLIS & 8T. CLOUD RAILWAY, HINCKLEY BRANCH. 

This is an important branch of the Manitoba System, extending 
from St. Cloud to Hinckley, a station on the St. Paul & Duluth 
road, a distance of 67 miles. The important feature of this line is, 
that it gives the Manitoba, and the producers along that line, a new 
outlet to the lakes, at Duluth. It passes through the counties of 
Benton, Mille Lacs, and Kanabec, and terminates at Hinckley, in 
Pine County, It opens up an entire new country to settlement, 
and furnishes an outlet to much good timber. This railway grows 
out of the old Minneapolis & St. Cloud Railway Company, organized 
in 1856, and carries with it a swamp land grant of ten sections to 
the mile. This road was re-organized in 1881, with James J. Hill 
as President, and Edward Sawyer, Secretary. 

NORTHERN PACIFIC, FERGUS FALLS & BLACK HILLS RAILWAY, 

This is a new line under the auspices of the Northern Pacific, 
extending from Wadena, via Battle Lake, to Fergus Falls and 
thence to Breckenridge, or the State line at the Red river. The 
whole distance from Wadena to the middle of the Red river, 
at Breckenridge, is 76.6 miles. Trains began running on the 
first division, to Fergus Falls, January 4, 1882, and to the State 
line, October 16, 1882, It will prove of the highest importance in 
the development of the splendid resources of Otter Tail County. 
It also crosses through the county of Wilkin. The road was officially 
examined October 26, 1882, with a view of determining the right 
of the company to certain bonds voted by the county of Otter 
Tail. The road was found to have been built in a satisfactory 
manner. 

THE PELICAN VALLEY RAILROAD. 

This is a branch of the Northern Pacific, Fergus Falls & Black 
Hills Railway, and extends from the city of Fergus Falls, northerly, 
up the Pelican Valley, to Pelican Rapids. This branch was com- 
pleted and officially examined on the 30th of June last. On that 
day the Treasurer of the State inspected it, and as the conditions of 
its building and equipment were fully complied with, delivered the 
bonds, which had been voted in its aid, to the company. The bonds 
so voted amounted to $150,000, and were conditioned to building 
the road from range 3t>, near Wadena, on the Northern Pacific line, 
via. East Battle Lake to Fergus Falls, and thence northerly to Pel- 
ican Rapids, a distance of 72 miles. An additional sum of $50,000 
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was voted and delivered on the completion of the line from Fergus 
Falls to the western line of the State at Breckenridge. 

This branch has lately been transferred by the Northern Pacific 
Company to the Manitoba. 

LITTLE FALLS A DAKOTA. 

This new road commences at Little Falls, on the Northern 
Pacific line, in Morrison county, and runs southwesterly through 
Sauk Center and Glen wood to Morris, on the line of the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Railway, a distance of 87.8 miles. It 
was opened for business November 10th, 1882. The equipment for 
operating it is furnished by the Northern Pacific Company. The 
line was intended to run to Ortonville, Minn., but no steps have 
been taken as yet to extend it beyond Morris. The line was con- 
structed by DeGraff & Co. There is one passenger and two freight 
trains running each way per day. The present directors are chiefly 
residents of the City of New York. The original Board of Direc- 
tors was as follows : J. Simmons and N. Richardson, Little Falls; 
A. Barto, Sauk Centre ; J. G. Whitman and R. J. Kenny, Glen- 
wood ; H. W. Stone and N. B. Stedney, Morris. The president of 
the Company is Gen. H. Haupt, and the secretary George V. Sims, 
No. 17, Broad street, New York. Counsel, Wm, P. Clough, St. 
Paul. This line gives a large scope of country a direct line to the 
port of Duluth, giving a speedy route to the great waterway of the 
lakes. It passes through Morrison, Todd, Pope and Stevens coun- 
ties. 

MI1TOEAPOLIS, LYffDALB £ MIKKETOKKA R^LWAY. 

This new line is an outgrowth of the Minneapolis Street Rail- 
way System. It was originally built in 1879, to Lake Calhoun and 
operated as a Steam Street Railway. In 1880 it was extended to 
Lake Harriet, one mile further, and in 1881, to Lake Minnetonka, 
making in all twenty miles. It began operating this completed 
line July 20th, 1882. Even under the disadvantages of construc- 
tion, it has carried during the year to October 31st, 283,023 pas- 
sengers, which shows that the road was waitted by the public. We 
look for a further extension of this active little line, in a westerly 
direction, from its present terminus. 
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THE MINNESOTA CENTRAL, OB CANNON YALLET RAILWAY. 

The Minnesota Central Railway is a new and important enter- 
prise, which was begun in June last. It extends from Bed Wing, 
along the Gannon Valley, in Goodhue county, via Northfield to 
Mankato, in Blue Earth county. Sixty-six miles of this line has been 
completed, being from Red Wing to Waterville, in Le Sueur 
county. This local enterprise was paralleled by the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, under circumstances which do not reflect credit 
upon that strong corporation. It is now the purpose of the Min- 
nesota Central to extend its line from Mankato to New Ulm. It 
is intended that the line shall reach Mankato early next June, and 
to continue it without delay, to New Ulm. It was opened for busi- 
ness between Red Wing and Waterville, on the 20th of December, 
1882. It was built by a construction company, under the control 
of A. B. Stickney. Hon. L. F. Hubbard is the President, L. Z. 
Rogers, Secretary, and M. Auerbach, Treasurer. It is a thoroughly 
built line, with steel rails, and first-class in its character. It is be- 
ing operated directly by the Minneapolis & St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany, and indirectly by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific. 

PACIFIC DIVISION OF THE MINNEAPOLIS A ST. LOUI8 BAILWAY. 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis Railway have, during the season, 
made a valuable extension of their Pacific division from a short 
distance beyond Winthrop, in Sibley county, to Morrison, at the 
crossing of the Minnesota river, the distance being 31 miles. The 
objective point of this line is Redwood Falls. There it would meet 
the Minnesota Valley Railway, which is a branch of the Chicago 
& Northwestern. This road gives railway advantages to a good 
country in Sibley and Renville counties. 

HASTINGS TO STILLWATER AND NORTHFIELD TO RED WING BY THE 

MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St, Paul have added two spurs to 
their system in Minnesota during the year. One is a road from 
Hastings to Stillwater, a distance of 24.7 miles, which is of im- 
portance to Washington county and the flourishing city of Still- 
water. The other is from near Northfield to Red Wing, a distance 
of 32 miles, which parallels the Minnesota Central Railway, (Can- 
non Valley). The general object of this spur seems to have been 
to compete with a. rival line covering about the same territory. 
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PROPOSED RAILWAYS. 

There are many new railway projects, which, we have reason to 
believe will be realized daring the coming year. Among those 
which will most probably be built, we may mention the St. Cloud 
Mankato & Austin Railway. This is a projected line from St. 
Cloud, via Litchfield, Huthinson and Mankato, to Austin, and 
thence to Mona, or the southern line of the State. The whole 
line will be about 185 miles in length. It penetrates one of our 
richest agricultural regions, and has sometimes been called the 
u timber line," for the reason that the great belt of timber, extend- 
ing through that entire region, is always in sight of the located 
line. Great interest will attach to the building of such a line 
through the heart of the State. If it should be operated by the 
Illinois Central, it would give a continuous line of railway from 
New Orleans to the head waters of the Mississippi river, all under 
the control of one company. This entire road will be built the next 
season, a contract having been made with responsible parties. 
This line has a swamp land grant of four sections to the mile. 



NORTH SHORE RAILWAYS. 

DULUTH & IRON RANGE RAILWAY. 

This is a corporation formed to build a railroad from Duluth to 
the Iron Range on the north shore of Lake Superior. It was or- 
ganized December 21st, 1874. The subscribed capital stock is 
$500,000, and the amount of capital authorized is $3,000,000. It 
received a swamp land grant from the State in 1875 of ten sections 
per mile, the said lands to be selected in the counties of St, Louis, 
Cook and Lake. The present proposed length of this line is about 
100 miles, extending from Duluth to Vermillion Lake. This will 
touch the Vermillion iron ore beds, where there are inexhaustible 
deposits of hard specular hematite (Bessemer) ore, of the highest 
grade. The writer hereof, six years since, traced this general iron 
deposit over forty miles. The object of this road is the transpor- 
tation of this ore to the lakeside, and possibly to St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis. Two corps of engineers have been in the field during

the fall, permanently locating the line, which work may be regarded 
as finished. The highest elevation found on the line was the 
Masaba Pass, which was found to be 246 feet above the waters of 
the Vermillion Lake. This height is 24 miles south of that lake. 
Vermillion Lake is about 1,000 feet above Lake Superior. The 
grade from Lake Superior, for a distance of about six miles, will be 
heavy. The general character of the country is not unfavorable 
for a railway, and all the difficulties of location have been over- 
come. This road, when built, will be part of a line which will ul- 
timately extend along the north shore through a rich mining region 
to a connection with the Canadian Pacific, and bring the Canadian 
system te us at Duluth. There is already a project on foot at 
Prince Arthur's Landing, in Thunder Bay, to build a railway from 
there southwesterly, along Arrow Lake to Baker Lake. This line, 
if built, would make a connection with the Duluth & Iron Range 
road. The ultimate advantages to accrue from these railway devel- 
opments in our mineral region are of the highest importance to 
our State. The following comprise a list of the officers of the 
road :

DULUTH £ WlffKIPEG RAILWAY. 

This road upon which work was begun last season, bat is at pres- 
ent suspended, extends from Duluth, to a point on the international 
boundary near the Red River of the North, a distance of about 300 
miles. It was intended then to connect with new systems into 
Manitoba. An order in council disallowed an act incorporating 
any such road, because it interfered with a provision in the charter 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, which prohibits the building of 
any other line of road, across, to, or within a belt of fifteen (15) 
miles along the international boundary. It is believed that this 
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opposition will be removed. This lines if built, will be very im- 
portant to the State, as it would lead to the development of the 
great lake region, which surrounds the sources of the Mississippi 
river. The road is located for 200 miles from Duluth, between 
Leech Lake and Lake Winnibigoshish, to Red Lake river, in town 
150, range 44. Maps showing location are nearly ready to file with 
the State. Some grading has been done for about fifteen miles out 
from Duluth. Some $200,000, it is claimed, has been expended on 
the enterprise. The general features of the country through which 
it is located, are very much better than the general public are 
aware of. It will present the shortest route from the grain fields 
of the great North West to the lake port, at Duluth. It is claimed 
that the distance from Winnipeg to Lake Superior is one hundred 
(100) miles less by this route, than by the Canadian Pacific, and 
about 100 less than by the Manitoba and Northern Pacific. We 
are informed that work will be resumed on this enterprise in the 
spring, William W. Spaulding, of Duluth, is President, and H. 
J. Boardman, of Boston, Secretary. 

BED RIVER AHD LAKE OF THE WOODS RAILWAY. 

This road extends from Shirley, on the Manitoba line, xl the 
county of Polk, to St. Hilaire, in the same county, at Bed Lake 
Falls, a distance of 21.46 miles. The road is graded and ready 
for the iron, which will be laid at once if the weather permits; if 
not this winter, then early in the spring. This road is built as a 
spur of the Manitoba system, and will be operated by that com- 
pany. Frank Ives, of Crookston, is the President; J. J. Hill, Vice 
President; and E. Sawyer, Secretary and Treasurer. The company 
was organized March 14th, 1882. The road will receive no local 
aid. The present line lies wholly within Polk county. The west- 
ern terminus is intended to be some point on Bed River, between 
the northern boundary of town 147 and the south line of town 150; 
and the northern terminus, some point on the Lake of the Woods. 

SAUK CENTRE NORTHERN" AND SOUTHERN. 

This line will be extended in the spring from Browerville, in 
Todd county, to the northwestern boundary of said county. Also 
the Sauk Centre Southern will be built next season, from Sauk 
Center, in a general southern direction, with no fixed terminal 
point, but furnishing railway facilities for the rich portions of the 
western part of Stearns county. 
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MINNESOTA RAILWAYS OOICPARED WITH THOSE OF WISCONSIN. 

As Wisconsin is oar neighbor, largely interwoven with us in 
common railway interests, a comparison as to railway development 
and results of operation are not without public interest. 

We subjoin a friendly comparison, taking a common date, June 
30, ,1882. It will be seen that Minnesota has outstripped her elder 
neighbor at every point of the comparison. 

When we consider that Wisconsin gets the long haul on so large 
a share of the Minnesota business, the showing is one in which we 
may take just pride.

GENERAL REMARKS AND HISTORY OF YOTJB COMPANY. 

The original Northern Pacific Railroad Company was chartered by act of Congress 
July 2nd, 1864, and b> joint resolution of May 31st. 1870, was authorized to issue its bonds 
and secure the same by mortgage on all its property rights and franchises, including 
the franchise to be a corporation. Some (30.000.00u) of bonds were issued January 1st, 
1874, the company made default in the payment of interest and said default continuing, 
on the 16th day of April, 1875, the trustees and certain bondholders commenced pro- 
ceedings to foreclose. A committee appointed by the bondholders, under a plan of 
reorganization became the purchasers of its railroad and ail property and franchise 
mortgaged for the benefit of all the bondholders who should assent to said plan, and 
exchange their bonds for preferred stock in the reorganization. The reorganization 
was perfected September 29th, 1875. '

' The Western Railroad Company of Minnesota was on January 29, 1874, incorporated 
under the provisions of Title 1, On. 34 of the General Statutes, and amendments thereto, of 
January 29, 1874.

each year of the first five years, and 40 per cent thereafter.

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TAXATION OP RAILROAD LANDS. 



BBPOBT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OH TAXATION 07 RAILROAD 

LANDS. 

To the Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

The committee of the House appointed " to investigate and report 
whether any lands granted by this State to aid in the building of 
any line of railroads, have been or are held exempt from taxation 
after they have been sold or contracted to be sold, or after they 
have become the private property ot any person or persons, natural 
or artificial, other than the railroad companies to which they were 
granted as aforesaid, and what, if any legislation may in its judg- 
ment be necessary in the premises," etc., respectfully report : 

That while they have not been able to so thoroughly investigate 
the subject committed to them as they desired, yet they have exam- 
ined witnesses as to the grants to the St. Paul & Chicago Railway 
Company, — the line of road from St. Paul to Winona, — to the 
Southern Minnesota Railway Company, to the St. Paul & Sioux 
City Railway Company, to the Hastings & Dakota Railroad Com- 
pany, to the Minnesota Central Railway Company, to the Winona 
& St. Peter Railroad Company, to the Duluth & St. Paul Railway 
Company; and find the following state of facts to exist : 

The grant of lands to aid in the building: these several lines of 
railroad whereby the Legislature exempted from taxation until 
such lands should be sold or contracted to be sold by the respective 
companies. 

The St. Paul & Chicago Railway Company — the company own- 
ing the line from St. Paul to Winona — on the 29th day of June, 
1869, entered into a contract, a copy of which is set out in the evi- 
dence herewith reported, with the Minnesota Railway Construction 
Company, for the building of said line of road from St. Paul to 
Winona, by which contract the former company agreed to pay or 
deliver to the latter as a part consideration for the building of said 
line of road "$3,000,000 of special preferred capital stock of the St. 
Paul & Chicago Railway Company, which special preferred capital 
stock is to be limited to $3,000,000 in amount and is to be created 
and issued under and in pursuance of an act of the State of Min- 
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nesota, entitled ' An act to amend the charter of the St. Paul & 
Pacific Railroad, approved February 6, 1864, * * * * 
* * and shall give the holders thereof a preference from said 
railway of ten per centum per annum of the net earnings of said 
railway, and the absolute, separate ownership of all the lands 
which shall be hereafter granted, or to be acquired by said railway 
company, in aid of the construction of said railway, either by or 
from the United States, or by or from the State of Minnesota, or 
by or from any municipality or corporation, or individual whatso- 
ever, excepting lands used or necessary for the right of way, gravel 
pits and depot purposes. * * * * *.* It is 
mutually agreed that the road shall be built according to the direc- 
tions and in the manner and time which shall be prescribed by said 
railway company, and that the construction company are to be paid 
and are to receive all their payment for the construction in advance- 

^r ^h ^h ^h ^h 

Fifth. The St. Paul & Chicago Railway Company hereby agrees 
to make and deliver to the Minnesota Railway Construction Com- 
pany any and all further documents and instruments in writing 
which the Minnesota Construction Company shall require or be ad- 
vised by counsel as necessary or important to them that they shall 
have to more effectually carry out the true intent and meaning of 
this agreement." 

Under this agreement the road was built from St. Paul to 
Winona, and thus the Minnesota Construction Company become 
absolutely entitled to every acre of the lands enuring under that 
grant. After these lands had been thus earned by the Minnesota 
Construction Company, as aforesaid, namely on February 3, 1871, 
Russell Sage, the president of the last named company, addressed a 
letter to the Hon. Edmund Rice, President of the St. Paul & Chicago, 
Railway Company, in which he used the following language: 

" By the terms of our contract with your company for the con- 
struction and equipment of the railway from St. Paul to Winona, 
we are to receive in part payment $3,000,000 of special preferred 
stock, bearing ten per cent, interest per annum, payable from the 
earnings of that company, and representing exclusive and absolute 
ownership of all the lands donated to aid in the building of the 
railway, excepting lands used or necessary for right of way, gravel 
pits and depot purposes. * * * * We do not propose to re- 
pudiate our contract, but we do propose to you to so modify and 
change it that instead of giving us the $3,000,000 of special pre- 
ferred stock, you will allow us to return the same to you to be can- 
celled, and that you will give us in lieu thereof, a land grant 
mortgage bond of the same amount as the stock, and at the same 
rate of interest, and secured by a mortgage on all the lands, the 
ownership of which is now represented by the special preferred 
stock." 

This arrangement was perfected. The evidence shows that the 
$3,000,000 which was proposed to secure by the mortgage on said 
lands according to said suggestion, was then due and has ever since 
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been due. The evidence also shows that the lands are not worth to 
exceed the sum of $600,000, and that no offer or attempt has, since 
the making of said mortgage, been made to foreclose the mortgage. 
The evidence further shows that the Minnesota Railway Construc- 
tion Company is the owner of all the stock (except $2,000,000) of 
the Railway Company; has the absolute control of the last named 
company; and, to use the language of Mr. Selah Chamberlain, a 
member of both the Railway Company and the Construction Com- 
pany, and who was examined as a witness by your committee: u We 
know no object in keeping: in existence the organization of the 
Railway Company, except to hold these lands exempt from taxation, 
as the Railway Company long; since sold its line of road and the 
equipment thereof to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Conpany." 

The number of acres of land involved here and held by this road 
at this time exempt from taxation is about 430,000 acres. It may 
be here added in brief that the lines of railroads with all the ap- 
purtenances and equipments thereof, belonging to either this rail- 
road company, the Hastings & Dakota Railway Company, or the 
Minnesota Central Railway Company have been sold, and those so- 
called railway companies have now respectively no functions to 
perform, except those of land companies. The number of acres of 
land now held by the Hastings & Dakota Railway Company, so- 
called, and by the Minnesota Central Railway Company, so-called, 
is as follows: By the former, 148,000; by the latter, 25,000. 

As to the St. Paul & Sioux City Railway Company the following 
is substantially the facts as developed by the evidence: 

Under the laws of the State, and in pursuance of certain reso- 
lutions and contracts of the company, certain special or land stock 
was issued, and the owners of railroad stock were permitted by the 
payment of one dollar for each share of $100 of said land stock, to 
subscribe for and take a certain amount of such stock. In this 
report we confine ourselves particularly to a statement of the facts 
touching one block of lands of 400,000 acres. There was issued of 
said special land stock $2,400,000 which became payable only out 
of said block of lands of 400 000 acres, which were specially desig- 
nated and set apart. By the agreement or resolution under and in 
pursuance of which said land stock was issued it was provided as 
follows: 

" Sbo. 6. In consideration that the stockholders of the St. Paul 
k Sioux City Railroad Company have purchased and paid for the 
shares of special stock herein provided, said company covenants 
and agrees with the Hon. William R. Marshall, as trustee for all 
the holders of stock issued in pursuance hereof, that the lands 
granted by Congress to aid in constructing said company's road, to 
the extent and quantity of 400,000 acres, are hereby set apart and 
specially appropriated to the payment of dividends, and the final 
extinction and payment of the full par value of the stock issued 
under this agreement, and to more fully secure the appropriation 
of said lands to that purpose, said company agrees to and with said 
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trustee, to make and deliver herewith to Elias F. Drake, an irrevo- 
cable power of attorney, authorizing said Elias P/Drake, in the 
name of said company, as attorney in fact, to contract, sell and 
convey any or all of said lands at discretion, and apply the pro- 
ceeds to the payment of dividends due on said stock, and the excess 
to the liquidation and reduction of the principal thereof, as herein 
provided, to be apropriated ratably on such stock. 

It is further agreed that the board of the time being, whether of 
directors or trustees, who by the provisions hereof may have 
control of the lands set apart for the benefit of the stock herein 
created; may determine at what rate and to what extent, such 
special stock may be received in payment for lands at their 
appraised value, and from time to time alter or discontinue the 
sales and conditions for receiving the same, and any stock so 
received shall be sunk, and the rights of holders thereof to any 
benefits on account thereof ceases, but no such stock shall be 
received in payment for lands, except at a price believed by them 
to be for the interest and profit of the remaining holders oi stock. 

"Sec. 7. The holders of said special stock may, whenever 
demanded by owners of not less than one-fourth of the entire 
amount of said stock outstanding, call a meeting of all holders of 
the same, by giving thirty days public notice in one or more news- 
papers of general circulation in St. Paul and in New York, of the 
time and place in the city of St. Paul or the city of New York, 
where the same will be held, and said meeting, if holders of one- 
halt ot said stock are present, in person or by proxy, may elect, in 
the same manner that directors of the company are elected, five 
trustees, who may choose a president and secretary, and the per- 
sons so elected and chosen shall hold their office for the term of one 
year and until their successors are elected or chosen. The trustees 
so elected may make such rules and by-laws for the government of 
land trustee and attorney in fact, in the discharge of their duties as 
they may think proper, and may choose and appoint all needful 
agents, and a treasurer or custodian, who shall receive and disburse 
all the funds arising from the sale of said lands. 

" Seo. 8. The said trustees as chosen may at pleasure remove 
any and all officers, agents and servants employed in or about the 
management of said lands or property, and appoint others; also 
remove said land trustee and attorney in fact, and appoint their 
successors, and so remove and appoint from time to time all such 
persons, whenever in their opinion the interests of the holders of 
such stock require the same. 

44 Sec. 9. The board of trustees of said special stock shall have 
the right to contest and direct the attorney in fact as to the price 
and manner of selling any of said lands, and through said attorney 
they may grant right of way for improvements on any of said lands, 
compromise claims, make releases, and generally do all such acts as 
the owners of the same might do, and such acts shall be binding 
on all parties interested, until such time as the holders of said 
special stock shall, as herein provided, choose a board of trustees. 
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The board of directors of the Saint Paul & Sioux City Railroad 
Company sh^ll have power to do ail the things pertaining to the 
duties of such board of trustees, but such power shall cease and 
determine as soon as trustees shall be chosen and enter on their 
duties/' 

The evidence shows these lands on an average to have been worth 
$3 or $4 per acre. This land scrip which was issued, was locatable 
on such lands as it will be observed, by the owners thereof, at such 
prices as the board of trustees of the special stock should fix ; and 
it will also be observed that unless the lands were worth to exceed 
$6 per acre, that the stock would absorb all the lands without any 
payment of interest on the stock. It is further proper to state that 
this stock was not payable out of any other fund than these lands, 
From this statement of facts it is quite apparent that while the 
owners of the land stock have not the naked, legal title to the 
lands, they have a right thereto, which they can at any minute- 
make effectual, and change their equitable title or right, into an 
absolute legal title to such lands, it remaining subject to their 
volition to control these lands bj r this stock, the absolute, It-gal 
title remaining in the railroad company, or to take and hold the 
absolute legal title in themselves individually. 

Mr. H. H. Porter, the president of the St. Paul & Sioux City 
Railroad Company, having been examined as a witness, testified 
that he has not, since he became president of that company, in 
May or June last, believed that the company had any right to say 
anything about the control of these lands, and that in fact they 
did not assume any control, but that the lands were controlled and 
governed by the owners of the land stock. It may perhaps be 
well to add that this land stock has sold in the market at the high- 
est, from fifty to sixty cents on the dollar. 

As to the remaining lands of the St. Paul & Sioux City Railroad 
Company, your committee have not had sufficient time to particu- 
larly examine any questions that may be involved, nor as to the 
lands of the Stillwater & Taylor's Falls Company. Including this 
block of 400,000 acres, to which we have above referred, the St. 
Paul & Sioux City Railroad Company now holds exempt from tax- 
ation nearly 500,000 acres of land, and the Sioux City & St. Paul 
Railroad company about 118,000 acres, and the Stillwater & Tay- 
lor's Falls Company about 30,000 acres, all Of which lands are, if 
not in the same position as the block of 400.000 acres above re- 
fered to, covered and controlled by special land stock, somewhat 
similar to the stock which covers and controls the 400,000 acres 
aforesaid. 

We now ask attention to the Southern Minnesota Railway Com- 
pany. Without going over seriatim the facts made apparent by 
the evidence, we would say that it seems quite clear that there are 
two several blocks of land, one of about 25,000 acres, and another 
of about 51,000 acres, which are clearly subject to taxation, and 
which have been held exempt from taxation thus far. This may 
be called the Clark W. Thompson trust, and the lands held by 

17 
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what is called the 233 land-trust certificates. As to the other lands 
of that company there was no evidence to justify your committee 
in reporting them as subject to taxation. 

As to the Winona & St. Peter Railroad Company, the evidence 
sho»ws that some 317,000 acres of land of that company were given 
to the parties who built the road from Winona to Waseca, a dis- 
tance of 105 miles, which lands are now and have been for a num- 
ber of years taxed ; the remainder of the lands ot that company 
are still held by the company, and under the law exempt from tax- 
ation. 

As to the St. Paul & Duluth Company the evidence shows that 
the lands are still held by the company, but certain evidence intro- 
duced does also show that sales are made of stum page, so called, as 
follows, towit : The timber on the lands is sold, giving a length 
of time shorter or longer in different instances, for the removal of 
such timber. And it was also testified that the land, when the 
timber was removed, was wsrthless. Except in one instance there 
was no evidence to justify your committee in assuming that there 
was any attempt in this arrangement to evade legal taxation, and 
in that instance the evidence was not sufficiently clear and satis- 
factory to justify your committee to say that there was any illegal 
purpose ; yet this, perhaps, is a matter to which attention should 
be called. 

The evidence from which these conclusions are drawn is here- 
with returned, and these conclusions may further be varied by such 
evidence as might be deduced by litigation. 

As to the St. Paul & Sioux City Railroad Company especially it 
is fair to say that the evidence is not nearly so lull as it should 
have been, had your committee had further time to investigate, and 
it is claimed by the holders of special land stock that they can es- 
tablish a state of facts which will clearly show the lands exempt 
from taxation, and your committee do not wish to decide or inti- 
mate that such proof cannot be adduced. 

Your committee would therefore recommend that the State 
Auditor be instructed by the House to cause to be placed on the 
tax lists the lands granted to the St. Paul & Chicago Railway Com- 
pany ; to the St. Paul & Sioux City Railroad Company ; to the 
Sioux City & St P ul Railroad Company ; to the Stillwater & Tay- 
lor's Falls Railroad Company, and to the Southern Minnesota Rail- 
way Company, so far as the lands of the last named company are 
Included in the said Thompson trust, and the so-called 233 land- 
trust certificates. 

That the Attorney General be instructed to appear for the State 
in support of such taxes, in case any default is made to the same 
or to any part thereof, in order that the question of the taxability 
of such bonds may be thoroughly tested in the courts and settled. 

Your committee would also farther recommend that the Attor- 
ney General be instructed to institute such proceedings in the 
courts as to him may seem proper to test the question in the courts, 
whether any of the railroad companies aforesaid have forfeited their 
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franchises or right to he a corporation, hy the transfer of their lines 
of roacfs, and of the right to operate the same, or by any other acts 
whatever. 

That the Attorney General may employ such counsel, (if any) as 
may to him seem necessary to aid him in the defense of such tax 
suits, if any such there shall be, provided that no attorney who 
may have advised or recommended such action or prosecution in 
the Legislature, shall be employed as such assistant attorney, and 
that such fee shall be paid to such assistant attorney as the 
Attorney General and the Governor shall deem proper. Provided, 
That the majority report of the committee be submitted to the. 
Attorney General and that he may in his discretion stipulate with 
the different companies mentioned, for the bringing of test suits to 
determine the taxability of the bonds in said report mentioned, and 
in case said course is agreed upon that the other lands of such com- 
panies not embraced in such test suits, may in the discretion and 
on the direction of the Attorney General, not be placed on the tax 
roll until such test suits are determided.

NOTE — Section 18 of the charter of Minnesota and Pacific 
Railroad Company provides, u that in consideration of the grants, 
privileges and franchises herein conferred on said company, the 
said company shall and will, on or before the first day of March in 
each year pay into the treasury of the territory or future State 
three per centum of the gross earnings of the said railroad for the 
year ending on the last day of the preceding December in lieu of 
all taxes and assessments whatsoever," etc. 

The single question presented by this case is, is the $40,000 pay- 
able annually by the Northern Pacific Raihoad Company to the 
defendant under the agreement set forth in said stipulation of facts 
a part of the yearly gross earnings of the defendant's railroad within 
the intent and meaning of said charter? 

In my judgment that question must be answered in the negative. 
The statute does not in terms apply to or include the entire annual 
income which accrues to the defendant from its railroad. 
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The three per centum is to be paid on the gross yearly earnings 
only, and if the railroad is productive of income other than earn- 
ings as the word is used in the statute, such income is not subject 
to this special assessment. 

The word "earnings," as employed in this statute, is to be under- 
stood according to its ordinary and popular meaning and accepta- 
tion, viz: that which is directly earned, gained or merited by labor 
services or performances. 

The usual way in which a railroad earns money is by its being 
used and operated in the carriage of freight and passengers for 
hire, and I see no reason for supposing that the Legislature in this 
instance had in view any other than the ordinary method of earn- 
ing money by the railroad in question. 

The statute further provides that u forthe purpose of ascertaining 
the said earnings an accurate account shall be kept by said com- 
pany of all receipts and expenditures on account of the operation 
of said railroads, and abstracts thereof shall be furnished by said 
company to the treasurer of the territory or State,*" etc. 

T*nat is, in order to fix and establish the amount of earnings or 
money upon which the three per centum is to be paid, the railroad 
company is to keep an accurate account of the money it receives 
and pays out in the business of running and operating its lines of 
road. From the statute itself it would seem to be clear that by the 
word earnings the legislature had reference only to money derived 
from the operation of the railroad in question in the way and man- 
ner in which railroads are ordinarily run and operated, and the 
statute is its own best interpreter. S. 
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WHEAT GRADING. 



While the Railroad Commissioner has nothing whatever to do 
with the grading of wheat, but as many complaints touching this 
matter find their way to this office, we append a portion of a letter, 
received from a very intelligent and thoroughly posted corres- 
pondent, which probably presents the causes of complaint clearly 
and compactly: 

"One serious feature in wheat business is want of uniform in- 
spection. No two men grade alike. The difference is largely 
caused by the employment, on the part of elevator companies, of 
incompetent, inexperienced, 4 fifty-dollar-a-month 1 men. It is one 
of the primal causes of dissatisfaction and works gross injustice. 
It benefits none but elevator companies. One elevator com- 
pany here has inspected in several thousand bushels as No. 2, 
which they inspected out, in every instance, as No. 1, or better. 
You can see what I mean. There is certainly room for legislation 
on this point. There is also an indisputable attempt on the part 
of the Millers's Association through collusion with elevator and 
railway companies to prevent competition in the buying of wheat, 
and thus dictate prices at every point in the State. It is done in 
this way: If I, as an outside party, think wheat worth two or 
three cents more than association prices at this point, and proceed 
to buy at these advanced prices, no obstruction is offered. Then I 
conclude I will realize by shipping. The elevator company coolly 
informs me that I cannot have my wheat until they have shipped 
out what they need first, and further assert that there is a scarcity 
of cars, etc. I next turn to the railway company for relief and re- 
quest them to furnish cars for my wheat. I am told by them that 
they can furnish no cars to outsiders for wheat, that they only fur- 
nish to the elevator companies as they may order. I am then com- 
pelled to wait until the elevator company see fit to ship my wheat. 
This method discourages the outside buyer most effectually, he 
withdraws from the market, and the elevator companies get their 
own prices and enjoy the monopoly." 

NOTE. — We had invited and expected papers for the appendix from a num- 
ber of prominent gentlemen representing opposite views on practical railway 
topics. But the pressure of business has prevented most of the parties respond- 
ing as they had expected. The paper here given from the Hon Leonard B* 
Hodges is the only one received at the date of printing the report. 
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RELATION BETWEEN RAILWAYS AND ELEVATORS. 



BY HON. LEONARD B. HODGES. 

As to the proper relations between railroads and the elevators, 
one might very properly say that no relation should exist, not even 
in the remotest degree. Elevators are in fact, simply structures for 
the storage and handling of grain. The railroad companies are 
simply the teamsters who haul this grain to other markets. 

That the people who furnish the work for both parties, and 
whose employers they are, have the undoubted right, by wise and 
just legislation to correct and prevent any abuse of power on the 
part of either railroads or elevators, is no longer questioned. 

That such abuses of power have for years existed to such an 
extent as to drive many of our most intelligent farmers out of the 
wheat-growing business ; that it has deterred others from embark- 
ing in it; and that such arbitrary exercises of power on the part of 
the corporations seriously threaten, and are at all times incompati- 
ble with, the general welfare of the commonwealth, no fair minded 
citizen will dispute. 

The railroad corporations of Minnesota are slowly beginning to 
recognize this great fundamental fact; that their interests, and the 
interests of the people are mutual ; that what injures one, injures 
both ; and that what benefits one, also benefits the other. Both 
are equally interested in the material development of the State, and 
neither can be permanently successful without the friendly co-oper- 
ation of the other. 

At the same time, it is necessary for all corporations to constantly 
bear in mind another important tact, and that is, that under our 
form of government they are absolutely under the control of the 
people, whose servants they are, and wholly at their mercy. The 
right of every wheat grower, however small or humble, is just as 
much a right, and just as sacred, as are the rights of the owners of 
the railroads, elevators, and mills, and equally to be respected and 
protected. Any action on the part of the corporations, which 
ignores this right, or which in any way embarrasses the farmer in 
the free exercise of any of his legal rights, in the delivery or ship- 
ment of his wheat, or other product of his soil, cannot be tolerated, 
and can only result in mutual loss. 

No farmer would object to delivering his wheat to any elevator * 
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had he any security of getting an honest -grade. When farmers 
can gain from 10 to 15 cents per bushel by ignoring the local eleva- 
tor or warehouse, and shipping their grain in cars to competing 
markets, they are going to do it, no matter how strenuously the 
corporations may object. 

If the railroads have the power to prevent the frauds which 
elevator and mill men perpetrate on the farmer and shipper, their 
own interest ought to be combined with the will of the people, to 
render such fraudp impracticable. 

Among the greatest of the frauds which are annually perpetrated 
by the elevators and millers, is the unwarranted and arbitrary 
k ' widening out" of grades. Every farmer and every wheat dealer, 
or miller, knows what this signifies. The result is simply to trans- 
fer all the profit of the crop from the producers, who are legitimately 
entitled to it, to the non-producers, who simply steal it. 

Why there should be a difference of from 10 to 15 cents in the 
price of two separate bushels of wheat, so near alike that the most 
perfect machinery can show no difference in the yield or grade of 
flour, and so near alike that the most skillful experts fail to detect 
any difference, except through the intervention of the little swin- 
dling brass kettle, is what puzzles all fair-minded men. 

The legislature has very properly provided for the punishment 
of the horse thief. Where the farmer loses one dollar through the 
intervention of the horse thief, he loses hundreds and even thous- 
ands of dollars through the manipulations of the wheat thieves. 

It certainly is within the province of the legislature to provide 
adequate punishment and accommodation for this class of gentry 
within the hospitable walls of Stillwater. 

I am fully aware of the great delicacy of this subject. I am also 
aware that this wheat-stealing aristocracy are ably represented in 
every session of the Minnesota Legislature, and are among the pil- 
lars of church and State. Individually and separately, this specimen 
of the " genus homo" is as mild and gentle mannered a man as ever 
"scuttled ship, or cut a throat"; in his corporate capacity, he is 
simply a monster. 

In his private relations, he is the exemplary citizen ; in his cor- 
porate capacity, a conspirator against the public welfare ; an 
excrescence on public morals and commercial integrity. 

Regardless of public opinion, they push forward their gigantic in- 
vasions of private and public rights with an insolent audacity that 
challenges the admiration of even their victims. Whole districts and 
territories are farmed out and divided up among these corporations 
for plunder, the inhabitants of which seem to be as helpless as were 
the Israelites under Pharaoh, the whole business forcibly remind- 
ing one of the times when, — to use the words of an eminent 
Minnesotian, — u Egypt went lousy." 

Do the railroad corporations share in the plunder ? 
This is a pertinent question, and one that must be met. I have 
no proof that they do, and yet the individual action of certain of- 
ficers and representative railroad men, has given ground for a wide- 
spread beliel among the people that such is the fact. 
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I am inclined to think that the owners and directors of some of 
our great railways are becoming aware of the aggressive tendencj* of 
the warehousing and milling interest. 

In a conversation with one of the ablest and most conspicuous 
railroad officials in Minnesota, regarding this subject, he volun- 
tarily admitted that it required all his vigilance to keep this class of 
men from u getting on top of him." I quote his own words and if 
he, in the pjpnitude of his power, finds it an almost impossible task 
to keep them from "getting on top of him," what must be the con- 
dition of the producer. 

I am not one of those who believe legislation a sovereign panacea 
for the evils we complain of. The whole subject is environed with 
practical difficulties which can only be surmounted by the most 
patient, persevering, and conscientious labor. 

This labor devolves in a large measure, on yourself, on the legis- 
lature, and on the corporations. 

These matters are more easily adjusted than tbey could have been 
ten years ago. Since then, the great battle has been fought, and 
has been won, in the interests of the people. 

That battle was provoked by the aggressions of the corporations. 
It ended in their discomfiture, and in a full vindication of the 
people's right to legislate for their own protection. It cannot be 
renewed if the corporations do the fair thing. They are becoming 
too well educated to knowingly become partners in plundering 
those upon whom their prosperity and very existence depends. 

Prom an experience as a practical wheat grower, antedating all 
the railroads in Minnesota, 1 desire to place on record this opinion: 
That the moneys extracted from the wheat growers of Minnesota, 
by means of an arbitrary and unjust system of grading wheat, 
amounts, in the aggregate to more than the freight on the same 
wheat as charged and collected by the railroads. No. 1 hard has 
given Minnesota and her milling interest a world-wide fame. It is 
intrinsically worth from five to fifteen cents per bushel more than 
•the straight No. 1, yet this difference in value is being constantly 
ignored by the warehouse and milling interest, the farmers suffering 
thereby to jupt that extent. 

No. 1 straight is frequently graded as No. 2, and No. 2 as No. 3, 
and No. 3 as No. 4. The difference in price between No. 1 and No. 
2 is usually five cents per bushel; between No. 2 and No. 3, ten 
cents per bushel, and between No. 3 and No. 4, another ten cents, 
making a difference of twenty-five cents per bushel between No. 1 
and No. 4. 

In my own personal experience I have been compelled to submit 
to having my wheat graded No. 4 and the price twenty-five cents 
per bushel lower than No. 1, when the same wheat by actual test 
yielded 40 pounds of flour from every bushel of this so-called No. 
4 wheat, and the quality of this flour was equal to that which was 
ground from wheat that graded No. 1. 

Thousands of our Minnesota farmers have been compelled to sub- 
mit to this system of wholesale robbery, and are still subject to it. 
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THE BRASS TESTER. 

In the fall of 1879 this system of robbery was pushed to such an 
extreme by the elevator and milling interest as to threaten a gen- 
eral bankruptcy of the farming community. The two-quart brass 
tester, generally known as the u little swindling brass kettle", was 
the implement used and relied on in carrying out the steals. With 
this innocent little joker, an expert in its use can make the same 
sample of wheat grade either No. 1, No. 2, or No, 3, just as he 
chooses. Without its use, these wholesale frauds would be impos- 
sible. 

I declared war on this swindling invention of the devil, and the 
legislature was deluged with petitions from every farming com- 
munity in the btate for its suppression. On no one subject have 
the farmers of Minnesota ever been so unanimous ; yet tneir peti- 
tions were treated with contempt by the legislature, and the 
infamous little brass kettle is still in vogue. 

I believed then, and I now believe, that the general welfare of 
the State demands its annihilation ; the sooner the better. 

The same legislature, in cruel iron} r , legislated into existence a 
" Farmers' Board of Trade " a sop to Cerebus, — a big watch dog, 
with neither teeth or claws ; a legitimate offspring of the elevator 
and milling interest. While the individual members of this Board 
are undoubtedly good and true men, they are powerless for either 
good or evil. If the legislature would arm them with just enough 
power to make them respected, I think the farmers could stand it. 

From the foregoing I deduce the following suggestions as reform- 
atory and intended to promote the public welfare : 

1st. Absolute and entire separation of any and all pecuniary 
interests between railroads and elevators. 

2d. That the arbitrary fixing of grades be by statute law made 
a crime, with adequate penal servitude. 

3d. That the grades be established by the State and the inspec- 
tion of wheat be made by salaried State inspectors. 

4th. That both in justice to the elevator and milling interest, 
and also to the railroads, a commission be organized with full power 
to send for parsons and papers, and compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses, and whose duty shall be to receive and collect all testimony 
bearing on the abuses complained of, and to report the same to the 
legislature. 

In conclusion, permit me to remark that in 1870 the Chicago & 
Northwestern R'y compelled the farmers to pay 17 cents per bushel 
for shipping their wheat through their elevators and over their road 
from Rochester to Winona, at a time when No. 1 wheat only sold 
for 45 to 50 cents per bushel in Rochester ; virtually taking over 
one-third of the crop for hauling it 50 miles. At competing points 
on the line, they hauled wheat about double the distance for half 
the money. 

To still further discourage the production of wheat, the fraudu- 
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lent system of grading robbed the producer of at least 10 cents per 
bushel on an average on his entire lot. 

Under such provocation, granger legislation was inevitable. 

There is too much reason to believe that similar evils, though in a 
lesser degree, are yet to be corrected. The people of Minnesota 
look to the Railroad Commissioner and the legislature to abolish 
them. 
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OP CERTAIN DEFECTS IN EXISTING RAILWAY LEGIS- 
LATION, AS TO THE PROTECTION OP 
THE PUBLIC GENERALLY. 



The attention of the commissioner has been called, by several 
prominent members of the legal profession of the State, to the 
deceptive condition of our Railway Code, as to the protection of 
the public generally and especially of railway employes. The 
points generally suggested as defective, are herewith presented for 
the consideration of the legislature. We give the points and 
citations as furnished us by a leading member of the Minnesota bar. 

First, Collisions at highways frequently occur between engines 
and travelers upon such highways. Three cases have within a 
short time received the consideration of our supreme court. See 
Kelly vs. St. P. M. & M. Ry. Co., Vol. 11 N. W. Rep. p. 67, Dec, 
24, 1881; Shaler vs. Same, Vol. 9 N. W. Rep. p. 575, July 6, 1881. 

Reports in other states are replete with instances of injuries 
which have arisen from the neglect of the companie's servants in 
charge of the engines to ring the bell and blow the whistle in 
approaching railway and highway crossings. Particular attention 
is invited to the opinions of the court of appeals in New York in 
the following cases: 

Ernest vs. Hudson River Ry. Co., 35th N. Y., (Court of Appeals) 
p. 9. See opinion Porter J. 

Beisiegel vs. N. Y. Central Ry. Co., 34th N. Y., (Court of Ap- 
peals) p. 622, 

The frequency of these accidents show the greatest necessity of 
enforcing the duty to giye warnings. In some of the charters their 
duty is imposed under penalty ; in most of the charters it is not, 
nor is there dny requirement of that character in the general rail- 
way law. The general laws of the State should be so amended as 
to make it the duty of every engineer approaching a railway or 
highway crossing, to sound the whistle and ring the bell ; for a failure 
to perform this duty a penalty should be given to the prosecutor, in 
whole or in part, as in Sec. 15, Chap. 24, Session Laws, Territory 
of Minn., 1855, p. 79, (Root River Valley & S. M. R. R. charter). 
In view of the necessity of performing this duty, and giving the 
warnings usual in such cases, when a collision occurs, the neglect 
to sound the whistle and ring the bell should be made prima facie 
evidence of negligence, in actions for injuries, on the part of the 
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Ry. Co., the same as the ignition of fires along the companies track 
from locomotive sparks make a prima facie case of negligence — 
General Statutes 1878, Chap. 34, Sec. 60, p. 381. 

The necessity of such a rule will be appreciated when the cases 
referred are read and considered, together with the rules of con- 
tributory negligence which now prevail, and which render redress 
in some cases quite difficult to attain. 

Again, while it is made the duty of railroad companies to fence 
their tracks, (see /Sees. 54 to 59 inclusive, Chapter 34 Gen. Statutes 
1878), yet, there is no penalty for a neglect to do so, except in a 
suit by Town Supervisors, Sec. 59 ante. There are miles and miles 
of road in settled portions of the State unfenced. There should be 
a provision either for a penalty to any person aggrieved for such 
neglect, or that the party interested might build a fence suitable 
for turning stock and recover the cost of the same, with penalty 
against the railroad company. There is such an enactment in 
Wisconsin, and works well. 

^ Again, there should be adopted by our Legislature an enactment 
similar to that contained in the Iowa Code. See Sec. 1307, p. 239, 
Chap. 5, Iowa Code 1873, for the protection of employes, who are 
being daily killed, maimed and ground up by the custom of railroad 
managers in employing unskilled company servants for whose 
negligence there seems, under the decisions of our supreme court, 
to be no adequate redress. Foster vs. Minn. Central Ry. Co., 14 
Minn., 360; Anderson vs. Borland, 22 Minn., 274. This statute 
has been adopted in the State of Wisconsin and several other of the 
more progressive States of the Union, to protect employes against 
the greed of railroad managers, exhibited in their employment of 
incompetent fellow servants, as well as of the rock rooted conser- 
vatism of our courts in applying the rule of lang syne to modern 
society, and its increasing hazards and dangers to human life. 
Why should our Legislature lag in the rear of progress all around 
us in this matter? 

Again, the right to recover for the death of an individual when 
caused by the negligence or willful conduct of another, is given by 
statute to the next of kin. Sec. 2, Chap. 77, p. 825 Gen. Statutes 
1878, commonly called u Lord Campbell's Act." This shows a lim- 
itation in the amount recoverable, to the sum of five thousand dol- 
lars. Why should this be? The right to recover in the cases 
covered by the statute is but just and human. Evidently there is 
a difference in the value of human beings to their next of kin. 
There is no just reason for the limitation in the statute; its exis- 
tence there was and continues to be a ridiculous and unjust conces- 
sion to those, who, if the statute be warranted, deserve no such 
concession. In Iowa there is no such limitation. Sec. 2526 to 2^28 

E. 431 Code 1873. Kansas, Massachusetts, and other States which 
ave adopted "Lord Campbell's Act," have rejected the five 
thousand limitation. Let our State do likewise.

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OUR RAILWAYS. 



A UKNTERAX REVIEW OF THE KAJLWA.Y SITUATION" IN" THE STATE, 

The following address was delivered by the Railway Commis- 
sioner, Gen. J. H. Baker, at Hutchinson, McLeod county, at the 
agricultural fair, held September 29, 1882 : 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I have come to discuss a complex problem, I trust in the spirit 
of caution and dispassionate candor. Let us remember that cor- 
porations are a necessity to the demands of our civilization ; that 
they achieve results impossible to private enterprise, and generally 
deemed unwise for the State. It is only when they transcend th 
bounds of reasonable authority aud menace the safety of the public, 
for whose benefit they are created, that they should feel promptly 
and imperiously the hand of power. 

Let us cheerfully remember all that railways have done, and are 
doing for the material development of the State. They are the 
speedy architects of empire and the essential instruments of modern 
commerce. No intelligent man desires to abolish or obstruct such 
a force. Nor can the railroads complain that they have not been 
fondly cherished by the State. They have been clothed with ex- 
traordinary powers and privileges. They have been given lands 
and moneys. A system has been encouraged which makes possible 
the most fabulous wealth. 

If in infancy and poverty we failed to respond to alleged indebt- 
edness, in maturer and better days we paid the sum of their just 
claims. Nearly ail of our citizens who have embarked in railway 
enterprises have achieved vast wealth, far beyond the measure of 
other pursuits. Our present railroad proprietors have come to the 
possession of great railroad properties they did not create. The 
people of the State have more than $76,000,000 in those proper- 
18 
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ties. Others have put in large sums which have gone to make the 
original foundation of these superb possessions, while most of the 
present possessors have secured them at far less than cost, thus 
"inheriting the unearned increments of wealth." 

We feel, therefore, that it is not to those who now enjoy these 
superb endowments that we owe anything. It is to the splendid 
genius of George Stephenson that the world is indebted for this 
new force. It is no defense for admitted aggressions that railways 
have developed and enriched the State. A great people with 
muscle and brain, developing farms and industries, have rather 
enriched the railways. They can set up no claim for special deserts. 
Men do not build railways from motives of philanthropy, but for 
money. We have to deal with the present possessors, therefore, as 
men who have laid hold of a new energy, and are working it des- 
perately for their own advantage. They have no patent on the 
system; it is the world's inheritance. The oft-repeated plea that 
the people are "fighting railroads" is not true. They simply resist 
the abuse of a new and tremendous power which has appeared in 
modern life. 

The whole history of the steam engine is the dramatic event of the 
Age. To tame that titantic dragon, and harness it down to its proper 
place in the economy of life, is the severest problem of the hour. 

The experience of our State in dealing with this problem, 
is not unlike that of the rest of the world. To induce railways to 
come, we first gave them everything, which they received without 
compunction. Then came the period in which we thought they 
abused their trusts; we became angry, and wrestled with them; 
then in a spiiit of generosity we wholly withdrew the exercise of 
power; and now that they have grown rich, strong and somewhat 
arrogant, we are studying what is next to be done. 

Minnesota's generosity to railroads. 

If the railroads have done so much for us we have also dealt gen- 
erous) v with them. Let us examine the books and see how the 
account stands. We have given them in lands by congressional 
grants, solicited by us and for us, 12,151,527 acres. In addition we 
have granted them swamp lands by legislative authority, 1,811,750 
acres, making a total of 13,963,277 acres, or 4,259 acres for every 
mile of railway in the state. Computing these lands at an average 
value as shown by their own reports of sales at $5 per acre, we 
have $21,295 per mile as a grant in lands. 

We have also given in municipal, county and township bonds 
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$2,4^0,405. To this large sum must be added the final results of 
the memorable five million loan bill which we have but recently 
paid, amounting to $4,253,000, making a grand total in cash of 
$6,673,405, or a cash bonus of $2,035 per mile. This gives us a 
grand total of gifts amounting to $23,331 for each and every mile 
of railway in the State at the close of the year. 

Including lands and bonds it makes the enormous sum of $76,- 
489,790, which the people of this State have already contributed of 
their property and wealth to the railways within our State. This 
munificent sum is not far from the actual cost of some of the lines. 

Again we have granted them the right of eminent domain, a 
necessity to the system, it is true, but nevertheless a princely priv- 
' ilege, and carries in its very essence the right of the State to con- 
trol the roads to the extent of the public interests. 

Still further, we have given them charters carrying special priv- 
ileges and immunities such as no private citizen ever receives. 

They are endowed with the capacity of perpetual succession, and 
have privileges beyond all other corporations. 

I have recited these gifts for a specific purpose. It is a demon- 
stration that railways are a quasi public property. Sheltering 
themselves behind the Dartmouth College decision, the railroad 
magnates, for years, set public opinion at defiance. The roads were 
managed as personal property, and the whole system abounding in 
corruption, arrogance and reckless discrimination. The granger 
era was a rude, but necessary awakening to the actual situation. 
The battle was sharp, but the result was decisive, and the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States asserting the power of 
the State to control these corporations, was a victory like that at 
Uunnymede. 

WHAT ARE RAILROADS — THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES? 

But still, notwithstanding the Supreme Court in the granger 
cases had settled the relation between the parties, there are yet 
railroad managers who hug the delusion that such property is 
strictly a personal one, and is to be administered solely as a private 
trust. The enumeration of grants above recited, carries with it 
the convictiou to every intelligent mind that they are quasi public 
corporations, dedicated to the public use; that their management 
is a quasi public trust. They are created to exercise the functions 
and perform the duties of common carriers. 

When they accept a charter from the State, with its privileges, 
they accept also the duties and liabilities as common carriers. As 
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such they can be controlled by statute, or even a court of equity. 
It is their business to receive and forward all goods and produce 
consigned to them in such manner that every citizen shall enjoy 
equal privileges and facilities in their use. They have not one 
particle of right to discriminate among their patrons. They are 
entitled to a reasonable consideration for the services so rendered; 
and are also entitled to make and enforce reasonable rules to secure 
this equitable service to the general public. 

There are fundamental principles, and it is from this standpoint 
they should be treated in our daily business and in the halls of 
legislation. Railways should be educated to the limit of their 
powers and taught to respect the rights of the public. If they 
will not comprehend the situation, and do these things voluntarily, 
then the sovereign power of the State must be invoked to compel 
them to the letter of their trusts, 

HOW HAVE THE RAILROADS ADMINISTERED THE TRUSTS? 

Have the railroads in this State honestly and fairly administered 
their high trusts? Has every citizen enjoyed equal facilities at the 
hands of our common carriers? 

I am constrained to say that our railroads are in a comparative 
state of lawless independence, each appearing to be a law unto 
itself. 

The history of the situation is briefly this : In our early eager- 
ness to construct railways we recklessly lavished upon them lands, 
bonds and charters ; we were governed by no principles of political 
economy ; we felt only the necessity of this modern and rapid 
means of transportation. 

We were blind to the errors and blunders to which we were com- 
mitting ourselves. Our lines gradually increased, but the condi- 
tion of a new country pressed them and they earned money as best 
they could. The roads gradually lost all regard for their duties to 
the public. From about 1S66 to 1874 our railways were run as 
private enterprises, and the most irritating and wrongful irregulari- 
ties were common. Very natural results followed. The granger 
movement assumed force, and the people asserted their rights, pos- 
sibly with too much vehemence, but the result was the act of 
March 6. 1874, in which the State undertook to control the roads 
even to the schedule of fixed rates. Such laws were sustained by 
the courts and the controversy seemed closed. 

Meantime the mania for railroad construction had exhausted it- 
self and the crash of 1873 came. Most of our lines, unable to sus- 
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tain themselves, went into bankruptcy. The granger legislation 
came to control them at the wrong moment. 

In their generally helpless condition, it seemed actually to op- 
press them. So it happened that the very next legislature had 
their hearts softened, and the act of 1874 was repealed March 8, 
1875. 

In vain I look into the railroad commissioner's report and the 
governor's message of that period for some account of*this phe- 
nomenal transaction. 

The constraint of law was practically withdrawn, though the 
power of the State to control was admitted. The laws at present 
on the statute books are of little efficiency, and the roads have 
been left comparatively free. Meantime our railways mostly 
passed into new hands. With renewed prosperity and new immi- 
gration, they grew rapidly. New lines were constructed, old 
ones improved, and a vigorous advance has been made in the whole 
system. They emerged from a period of depression, and have be- 
come rich and powerful. They can no longer plead their inability 
to grant moderate rates and do justly. Poor service and excessive 
charges will not answer the conditions of the hour. Since 1875 
they have been practically left to themselves. What has been the 
result of this freedom ? Have they intelligently and honestly ac- 
cepted the position assigned them by the courts and by the voice 
of public opinion ? While there has been a steady reduction in 
rates, the general facts will not warrant such a conclusion. Hence 
I have said that our railways are again entering upon a career of 
lawless independence. There is no executive power now in this 
State clothed with authority sufficient to restrain them. They are 
apprehensive of some expression of public opinion, but dare to go 
to the verge of arousing that power. That railway management 
can be left to its own sense of justice to do right is an exploded 
theory. 

THE INDICTMENT AGAINST THEM. 

We here form no specific indictment, but we allege that it is of 
official information that they uniformly discriminate as against, or 
for, localities and individuals; that local tariff rates, away from 
competing points, are frequently, almost generally, extortionate ; 
that such rates bear no proper proportion to, cost; that they arbi- 
trarily seek to control the number and size of elevators at stations, 
thus restricting the freedom of business; that thousands of dollars 
are granted in rebates, this to large shippers against the principle 
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of perfect equality in burdens and privileges; that where five cents 
per mile is charged for passenger tariffs, it bears no just relation to 
cost; that railway lines in their connections and relations with 
each other, have but little regard to serving the public conven- 
ience, but manifest jealousy and spleen, as though the business was 
purely personal ; that favoritism exists in the furnishing of the facil- 
ities of transportation; for lack of discipline some of them are reck- 
less of human life among their laborers; and that they are wanting 
in general courtesy to the public and to the State itself. In fine 
the railroads are managed and controlled as though they were a 
purely private property and for personal ends. For eight years we 
have left them to themselves, and this is the result of our experience. 
We find that they require the presence of a police officer, and the 
restraining hand of power. 

THEIR OWl* STANDARD OF MORALITY. 

Tried by their own standard, what right have they to expect that 
the public will place confidence in the equity of their conduct? 
They do not repose confidence in each other. There is not one 
single railroad corporation in this country that places implicit trust 
in the honesty and integrity of the action or promises of another. 
Do they not battle with each other? Cut rates, form secret alli- 
ances, overreach? They keep a standing army of secret agents to 
watch each other. 

I am credibly informed of their recently patching up a war of 
rates at a meeting of managers and agents, and then rushing from 
the council chamber, to meet in the telegraph office to send instruc- 
tions to their eastern agents how to evade the covenants just made! 
We are constrained to believe that railway morality is not of a high 
standard. They themselves teach the lessons of distrust. 

With them, peace means preparation for war, and all their wars 
are but the result of Punic faith. The gates of the railway temple 
of Janus are never closed. They really need laws to protect them 
from each other, and to protect the stockholders from the results 
of wasteful wars by enraged managers. They are Rob Roys, the 
strong waylaying and robbing the weak. The large roads, without 
compunction, wreck a weak one, and swallow it as a shark does a 
minnow. Shall the public treat them as they treat each other ? 

We are taught to believe that present railwav management will 
respect nothing bufc the empire of force. You may not trust 
human nature with unlimited money and power in its fists. Cor- 
porate power holds in the hollow of its hands the industries and 
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products of the people. Any day Gould can blow his hot breath 
on the bulb of the barometer and breed a financial storm. The 
public should endeavor to protect themselves from such possibilities. 

• WHAT IS THE REMEDY ? 

I would be a greater discoverer than Columbus if I could produce 
a specific for railway abuses. We are all but students in a system, 
which in a single lifetime has drawn to itself the vitaJ energies of 
the commercial world. There are no definite laws yet fixed for 
this new force. We only know that it is a remorseless power 
which must be watched in every phase of its development. The 
conditions of the railway problem have themselves changed so rap- 
idly that no perfect theory of control has yet been evolved. Unde- 
niable facts and abuses must be met as they arise. We know 
enough to know that we must for the present meet railway abuses 
by force. Here is where the machinery of the State must be 
brought in play. But it must be done considerately and firmly. 
They must be made to feel that they are always at the bar of pub- 
lic opinion, on trial for their good behavior. We should have no 
iaws which are not enforced. You have a statute now which savs 
that rates shall be "equal and reasonable ;" but there is no suffi- 
cient penalty attached. You might have a law against murder, but 
without a penalty affixed it would be a dead letter. By a discreet, 
but vigorous statute, we can prevent most of the evils arising from 
differential rates, from rebates, and from autocracy in general man- 
agement. We can compel them to parade all their financial 
operations to the eye of the public. An efficient railway commis- 
sioner can note and present to the Legislature such infirmities, as 
they present themselves in daily experience, for such action as may 
appear wise to the legislative authority. If desmed prudent, max- 
imum rates could be fixed within which tariffs might be flexible. 
The general idea of publicity in all railway business should be 
pushed to the extreme .limit. We can require of them that all 
their accounts shall be kept by one uniform system, so that in 
understanding one you will understand all. We can improve the 
machinery of State authority without increase of expense, by asso- 
ciating the Governor and State Auditor with the Railroad Com- 
missioner as a tribunal for the consideration of such higher matters 
as should not be left to the authority of any one man. The rail- 
ways must be made to respect the sovereign authority of the State. 
That authority must be wielded with prudence and carefulness and 
yet with unflinching firmness. It is time for our State to formu-

late a purpose in its dealings with the railways, which will be up 
to the measure of the advanced thought of the country. Let us 
neither hope nor expect anything ideal, but meet every abuse, 
demonstrated to be such, before it shall become by custom, estab- 
lished as a part of the system and slip beyond thl pale of law. 

A NEW PHASE OF RAILWAY DEVELOPMENT. 

It has happened to us as it has to other portions of the country, 
that we have entered upon a new phase of railway development. 
Forty different railway enterprises in Minnesota have been consoli- 
dated into seven great systems. Of these the Milwaukee has 
absorbed eight ; the Northwestern six ; the Omaha eleven ; the 
Manitoba three ; the Northern Pacific five ; the Duluth three and 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis four. 

We are now to deal with .a few great corporations and not with 
a multitude of roads. If competition is largely destroyed by pool- 
ing, we have yet gained the benefits of fixing responsibility and 
reaching them more directly. The public will also receive a more 
yigorous and able service. Tn England as in France the whole 
country is now divided among a few great companies. In our own 
State the Manitoba system, for instance, has undertaken to supply 
an entire district with railway facilities, and does not seem to be 
disposed to tolerate a rival ? Will such a great corporation see that 
the people are fairly and economically served? Will they grasp 
new conditions, and give us rates based on values and a manage- 
gement respectful to the demands of intelligent public opinion, or 
will they seek only to gorge themselves, by oppressing those rich 
provinces? There never was such a golden opportunity for a young 
and powerful corporation to recast some of the erring methods of 
the old railway systems, and win the respect of the people and the 
confidence of the commercial world. 

Let us hope that a new era may come when a higher order of in- 
telligent action will prevail in the control of railway properties. 
When railroad presidents and managers will cease, by cunning de- 
vices and insidious ways, to deceive each other and the public, and 
settle down to the business of making their ^properties sound, safe 
and even-handed corporations. Our railways are mostly controlled 
by men of commanding ability, keen and sagacious; they bring the 
force of vigorous intellect and trained skill to the single interest in 
charge. Out ot all the complexities of the present and past, we 
believe that a system fitting the freedom and flexibilities of com- 
mercial life will yet be evolved. Through all its phases the " sur-

vival of the fittest " will maintain, so that more and more the State 
can withdraw its hand of authority, and railways, finally emerge 
into commercial freedom. They, like the people, are being schooled 
in a new science, in which they are being taught gradually that 
their interests and those of the public lie in the same direction. 
They may thus, in time, cease to be regarded as hostile monopolies 
and weave themselves peacefully into the great forces of the world's 
progress.
